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ORDINANCES 


AisT  ORDIXA^^CE 


Authorizing  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  execute  a 
Contract  with  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
for  the  Maintenance  and  Operation  by  the  said  Com- 
pany of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  and  Extensions 
thereof,  and  fixing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such 
Contract  on  the  basis  of  unified  operation. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  enter  into  a  Contract!  with  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  which  shall  be  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing : 

Agreement,  entered  into  this  day  of 

one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  one  part  (here- 
inafter called  the  City),  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Company,   of  the  other  part   (hereinafter  called  the 
Company). 

Whereas,  The  Company  is  a  motor  power  company 
duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania — and  by  virtue  of  various 
leases,  agreements  and  stock  ownerships  is  operating  a  sys- 
tem of  surface,  elevated  and  underground  railways  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  with  minor  extensions  into  the  sur- 
rounding territory — ^and  possessing  the  authority,  inter 
alia,  to  undertake  the  equipment  and  operation  of  rapid 
transit  facilities  constructed  by  the  City ; 

Whekeas,  The  City  possesses,  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions of  the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  the  authority, 
by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  No.   66,   approved 


April  IT),  1907,  and  an  Act  No.  336,  approved  June  17, 
1913,  and  A  Supplement  to  an  Act  jSTo.  129,  approved 
Mav  9,  1913,  to  establish,  construct,  pledge  and  lease 
rapid  transit  facilities;  and  also  to  contract  with  the 
Company  and  to  amend  the  terms  of  contracts  already  en- 
tered into  between  the  City  and  the  Company; 

And  Whekeas,  The  City  has  determined  that  the  public 
interest  requires  the  construction,  equipment,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  additional  rapid  transit  railways  to  be 
operated  in  conjunction  with  the  existing  rapid  transit 
railway  and  surface  railways,  and  for  such  purposes  has 
decided  to  enter  into  a  Contract  with  the  Company  by 
which  the  Company  shall  maintain  and  operate  the  same; 

ISTow,  Theeefoke,  In  consideration  of  the  covenants  and 
undertakings  herein  on  behalf  of  each  party  with  the  other, 
and  the  payments  herein  specified,  it  is  covenanted  and 
agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  as  follows: 

SECTION  A 
DEFINITIONS  AND  DESCEIPTIONS 

Article  I.     General  Definitions. 

The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  the  correspond- 
ing words  and  expressions  wherever  used  in  this  Con- 
tract : 

1.  City. 

"City"  shall  mean  the  Municipal  Corporation  known 
as  "City  of  Philadelphia"  and  any  governmental  division 
or  incorporation  which  may  succeed  to  any  of  the  rights 
or  powers  of  the  said  corporation  under  the  terms  of  this 
Contract. 

2.  Mayor. 

"Mayor"  shall  mean  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  any  board  or  ofiicial  succeeding  to  the  powers 


and  duties  of  the  said  Mayor  respecting  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  this  Contract. 

3.  Councils. 

"Councils"  shall  mean  the  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  any  body  or  bodies 
which  may  succeed  to  any  of  the  rights  or  powers  of  the 
said  Councils  under  this  Contract. 

4.  Department. 

"Department"  shall  mean  the  Department  of  City 
Transit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  established  under 
A  Supplement  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  ISTo.  129, 
approved  May  9,  1913,  and  any  department,  commission 
or  official  succeeding  to  the  functions  of  the  present  De- 
partment of  City  Transit  respecting  the  subject  matter  of 
this  Contract. 

5.  Director. 

"Director"  shall  mean  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  City  Transit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  appointed 
under  A  Supplement  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
No.  129,  approved  May  9,  1913,  and  any  board  or  official 
succeeding  to  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  said  Director 
respecting  the  subject  matter  of  this  Contract. 

6.  City  Controller. 

"City  Controller"  shall  mean  the  City  Controller  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  any  board  or  official  succeeding 
to  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  said  Controller  re- 
specting the  subject  matter  of  this  Contract. 

7.  City  Solicitor. 

"City  Solicitor"  shall  mean  the  City  Solicitor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  any  board  or  official  succeeding 
to  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  said  Solicitor  re- 
specting the  subject  matter  of  this  Contract. 


8.  Com/mission. 

"Commission"  shall  mean  tlie  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  the  Commonwealth  o£  Pennsylvania,  and  anv  body 
or  official  succeeding  to  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of 
the  said  Commission  respecting  the  subject  matter  of  this 
Contract. 

9.  Company. 

"Company"  shall  mean  the  Philadelphia  Piapid  Transit 
Company  and  its  legal  successors. 

10.  Board. 

"Board"  shall  mean  the  Supervising  Board  created  un- 
der Section  D  of  this  Contract. 

11.  1907  Contract. 

"'1907  Contract"  shall  mean  the  agreement  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Puipid  Transit 
Company  authorized  by  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved 
July  1,  1907. 

IS.  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

"Sinking  Fund  Commission"  shall  mean  the  Commis- 
sion  of  three  members  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Company  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  City  Trusts,  established  under  the  provis- 
ions of  Section  !N"inth  of  the  1907  Contract,  or  any  body 
or  board  succeeding  to  its  office  and  duties. 

13.  Transit  Facilities. 

"Transit  Facilities"  shall  mean  subway,  elevated  or 
surface  structures,  tracks,  stations,  rolling  stock,  equip- 
ment or  appurtenances  of  any  nature,  including  real  es- 
tate and  interests  therein  or  any  one  or  part  of  them  nec- 
essary to  constitute  a  complete  electric  railway  ready  for 
operation. 

IJf.  City's  T^-ansit  Facilities. 

"City's  Transit  Facilities"  shall  mean  Transit  Facili- 
ties provided  by  the  City  under  this  Contract. 


15.   Transit  Facilities  to  he  Furnished  hy  the  Company 
for  the  City. 

'''Traiisit  Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Companv 
for  the  City"  shall  mean  Transit  Facilities  to  be  provided 
bv  the  Company  for  the  Citv's  Svstem  under  this  Con- 
tract. 

IG.   Company's  Transit  Facilities. 

''Company's  Transit  Facilities"  shall  mean  Transit 
Facilities,  owned,  leased,  controlled  or  operated  by  the 
Company,  exclusive  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  and 
Transit  Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the 
City. 

17.   City's  System. 

"City's  System"  shall  mean  the  railway  lines  designated 
and  described  in  Article  II  of  this  Contract,  any  exten- 
sions thereof,  and  any  other  railway  lines  which  may  at 
any  time  be  owned  by  the  City  and  operated  by  the  Com- 
pany under  this  Contract. 

IS.  Individual  Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System. 

"Individual  Oj^erating  Section  of  the  City's  System" 
shall  mean  a  transit  line  or  extension  constructed  by  the 
CUty,  or  such  section  of  a  transit  line  or  extension  con- 
structed l)y  the  City,  as  the  Board  shall  determine  to  be 
capable  of  operation  as  a  part  of  the  Unified  System. 

19.  Market  Street  Line. 

"Market  Street  Line"  shall  mean  that  portion  of  the 
existing  subway,  elevated  and  surface  structures,  tracks, 
stations,  rolling  stock,  equipment  and  appurtenances  of 
every  nature  including  real  estate  and  interests  therein 
located  in  Market  street,  streets  bounding  City  Hall,  pri- 
vate right-of-way,  Arch  street  and  Delaware  avenue, 
which  is  devoted  to  high-speed  train  operation,  and  any 
additions  thereto  or  extensions  thereof. 
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20.  Present  Surface  System. 

"Present  Surface  System"  shall  mean  tlie  electric  rail- 
way system  now  owned,  leased,  controlled  or  operated  by 
the  Company,  exclnsive  of  the  Market  Street  Line,  hut 
including  that  portion  of  the  Market  Street  subway  struc- 
ture which  is  used  by  surface  cars. 

21.  Extensions  of  the  Present  Surface  System. 

"Extensions  of  the  Present  Surface  System"  shall  mean 
the  structures,  tracks,  stations,  rolling  stock,  equipment 
and  appurtenances  of  every  nature,  including  real  estate 
and  interests  therein,  comprising  surface  lines  or  parts  of 
lines,  or  branches,  which  may  be  added  by  the  Company 
to  the  Present  Surface  System. 

22.  Company's  System. 

"Company's  System"  shall  mean  the  Present  Surface 
System,  Extensions  of  the  Present  Surface  System,  the 
Market  Street  Line,  and  any  other  lines  which  may  be 
built,  owned,  leased,  controlled  or  operated  by  the  Com- 
pany, exclusive  of  the  City's  system. 

23.  Unified  System. 

"Unified  System"  shall  mean  the  City's  System  and  the 
Company's  -System  as  they  may  be  constituted  from  time 
to  time,  and  operated  together  as  one  system  by  the  Com- 
pany under  the  provisions  of  this  Contract. 

21f.  Delivery  District. 

"Delivery  District"  shall  mean  that  portion  of  Phila- 
delphia lying  between  Arch  street  on  the  north  and  Locust 
street  on  the  south,  l:oth  inclusive,  and  between  the  Dela- 
wai*e  and  Schuylkill  rivers. 

25.   Gross  Eevenve. 

"Gross  Revenue"'  shall  mean  the  gross  revenue  specified 
in  Article  XTX  of  this  Contract. 


26.  Initial  Surplus. 

''Initial  Surplus"  shall  mean  tlie  surplus  which  the 
Company  shall  have  accumulated  on  the  date  upon  which 
this  Contract  shall  become  effective  as  determined  by  the 
audit  provided  for  in  Article  XXIII,  Paragraph  2.  " 

21.   'New  Surplus. 

"Xew  Surplus"  shall  mean  the  balance  remaining  from 
time  to  time  after  current  payments  shall  have  been  made 
under  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  Items  1  to  8  inclusive,  of 
this  Contract,  and  after  any  depletion  of  Initial  Surplus 
shall  have  been  restored  and  all  deficits  in  pavments  of 
Items  6,  7  and  8  of  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  shall  have 
been  made  up. 

28.  Lease. 

"Lease"  shall  mean  the  provisions  of  Section  C  of  this 
Contract. 

29.  Fiscal  Year. 

"Fiscal  Year"  shall  mean  twelve  months  ending  June 
30th,  unless  and  until  otherwise  determined  by  the  Board. 

30.  Notice. 

"Xotice"  shall  mean  a  written  notice  actually  served 
upon  the  party  to  whom  notice  is  to  be  given. 

Article    II.     General    Description    of    the    City's 

•  .Syste:m. 

1.  The  City's  System: 

The  City's  System  shall  comprise: 

(a)  The  City's  lines,  if,  as  and  when  constructed,  au- 
thorized by  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved  July  20, 
1916,  described  as  follows: 

Broad  Street  Line  unth  Brandies: 

A  subway  railway  in  Broad  street,  from  League 
Island  to  Olney  avenue,  with  four-track  capacity  be- 
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tween  McFerran  and  Spruce  streets,  with  tlie  neces- 
sarv  branch  .lines  northeast  and  nortliwest  from 
Broad  street. 

Frank  ford  Line: 

An  elevated  railway  from  Front  and  Arch  streets 
to  Rhawn  street,  via  Front  street,  Kensington  avenue 
and  Frankford  avenue  to  Rhawn  street. 

■35th  ^Yard — Bustleton  and  Byherrij  Surface  Line: 

A  double  track  surface  passenger  railway,  begin- 
ning at  or  near  Frankford  avenue  and  Oxford  ave- 
nue; thence  along  Oxford  avenue,  Castor  road,  Bus- 
tleton avenue  to  Verree  road;  thence  from  the  inter- 
section of  Bustleton  avenue  and  Verree  road  through 
private  property  along  a  proposed  extension  of 
Verree  road  to  the  intersection  of  Bvberrv  road  and 
Worthington  road ;  thence  along  Worthington  road 
and  Southampton  road  to  the  Byberry  and  Bensaleni 
pike,  with  all  necessary  curves,  switches,  grading  and 
widening  of  roads,  construction  of  bridges  and  pur- 
chase of  private  property  in  connection  therewith. 

Darby  Line: 

An  elevated  railwav,  beginning  at  or  near  Tliir- 
tieth  and  Market  streets,  or  at  or  near  Thirtieth  and 
Chestnut  streets,  and  extending  thence  to  Darby. 

Parhiuay — Northwest  Line: 

A  subway  railway  extending  beneath  the  Parkway 
from  a  point  of  connection  with  the  Broad  Street 
-Subway  at  or  near  the  City  Hall,  into  Fairmount 
Park  near  the  Green  street  entrance ;  and  an  elevated 
railway  connecting  Avith  the  same,  extending  north 
over  Twenty-ninth  street;  thence  to  Henry  avenue  or 
street,  together  with  an  extension  thereof  to  Roxbor- 
ough,  which  extension  may  be  in  whole  or  in  parts 
either  elevated  or  open  subway. 


Delivery  Loop: 

A  subway  railway  in  Arch  street,  Eighth  street, 
and  Locust  street,  forming  a  delivery  loop  and  con- 
necting with  the  Broad  Street  Subway  at  or  near 
Arch  street,  and  at  or  near  Locust  street. 

(b)  The  City  line,  if,  as  and  when  constructed,  au- 
thorized by  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved  April  2,  1917, 
described  as  follows: 

Chestnut  Street  Line: 

A  subway  railway  to  be  located  mainly  under 
Chestnut  street,  as  a  connection  between  the  elevated 
railwavs  leading  to  Frankford  and  to  Darbv, 

(c)  Such  Transit  Facilities  not  now  authorized  as  may 
be  furnished  by  the  Citv. 

2.  Provisions  for  Modificatioiis  in  the  City's  System. 

The  routes,  termini  and  character  of  construction  of 
the  lines  composing  the  City's  System  shall  be  subject  to 
such  alterations  and  changes  as  may  be  made  by  the  City 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commission.

COIs^STEUCTIOK 

Article  III.     Pbogram  of  Coxstructiox  and  Opera- 
tion. 

The  City  will  by  ordinance  determine  if,  when  and  to 
what  extent  it  will  provide  the  Transit  Facilities  compris- 
ing the  City's  System,  and  the  alteration,  reconstruction 
or  changes  of  and  in  the  Market  Street  Line  as  provided 
in  Article  VIII,  and  it  shall  not  be  bound  to  provide  any 
or  all  of  them.  All  Transit  Facilities  provided  by  the 
City  during  the  term  of  this  Contract  shall  l)ecome  part 
of  the  LTnified  System. 
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As  and  when  the  City  shall  construct  or  purchase  Tran- 
sit racilities  constituting  an  Individual  Operating-  Section 
of  the  City's  System,  the  Company  shall  provide  such  ad- 
ditional Transit  Facilities  as  are  specified  in  Article  V, 
to  be  used  upon  or  in  connection  with  the  City's  Transit 
Facilities  constituting  such  Individual  Operating  Section 
and  thereafter  shall  maintain  and  operate  the  said  Section 
efficiently  and  according  to  the  highest  standards  of  elec- 
tric i-ailway  operation. 

Article  IV.     Extension  of  the  Company's  Transit 
Facilities. 

The  Comj)any  agrees  from  time  to  time  to  provide  and 
operate  such  additions  and  extensions  to  the  Company's 
Transit  Facilities  within  the  limits  of  Philadelphia  as  the 
Connnission  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  and  after 
hearing  shall  determine  to  be  reasonable  under  this  Con- 
tract and  necessary  for  service  to  the  public.  The  Com- 
pany waives  any  objection  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission to  issue  an  order  requiring  the  Company  to  take 
aii}^  action  necessary  to  enable  it  to  construct  or  procure 
the  construction  of  such  additions  or  extensions,  and  the 
Company  agrees  to  obey  any  such  order  made  by  the  Com- 
mission in  the  premises  or  in  case  the  Commission  should 
refuse  to  take  jurisdiction  it  will  obey  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  and  will  construct  or  procure  the  construc- 
tion of  additions  or  extensions  so  ordered  or  recommended, 
subject  only  to  its  ability  to  sell  securities  to  finance  the 
same  upon  the  terms  approved  by  Councils  as  provided  in 
Article  XII. 

Article  V.     Transit  Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by 
THE  Company  for  the  City. 

1.  The  Director  shall  give  Notice  to  the  Company  at 
such  time  as  the  City  shall  contract  for  the  construction 
of  any  line,  or  part  of  a  line,  of  the  City's  System,  and 
the  Company  shall  furnish  Transit  Facilities  for  the  same 
as  specified  in  this  Article,  at  or  before  such  time  as  they 
shall  be  needed  for  operation :  Provided,  That  reasonable 
time  shall  be  allowed  the  Company  in  respect  to  Transit 
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Facilities  necessary  for  such  parts  of  the  City's  System  as 
may  be  under  construction  at  the  date  upon  which  this 
•C'ontract  shall  become  eifective.  The  Company  shall  in- 
stall such  Transit  Facilities  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  construction  or  in- 
stallation of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities,  so  that  where 
necessary  the  work  of  constructing  and  installino-  the  City's 
Transit  Facilities  and  installing  the  Transit  Facilities  to 
be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City  may  be  co- 
ordinated with  a  view  to  the  greatest  efSciency  as  regards 
time  and  expense.  The  Company  agrees  not  to  delay  par- 
tial or  comj)lete  operation  of  the  City's  System  or  any  part 
thereof  by  neglect  or  failure  to  furnish  the  Transit  Facili- 
ties specified  in  this  Article,  and  the  City  is  hereby  em- 
powered, if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  any  such  delay 
shall  have  been  caused  by  the  Company,  to  proceed,  upon 
N'otice,  to  supply  such  Transit  Facilities  at  the  Company's 
expense  as  provided  in  Article  XIII. 

2.  The  Company  shall  j^rovide  the  following  Transit 
Facilities  for  use  upon  or  in  connection  with  the  City's 
Transit  Facilities : 

(a)   Low  tension  feeders,  both  positive  and  negative. 

(1()  High  tension  cables,  ducts,  and  conduits,  transmis- 
sion lines  and  connections,  including  poles,  wires  and  such 
appurtenances  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  operation  of 
the  City's  System. 

(c)  Power  stations,  sub-stations  and  real  estate  neces- 
sary therefor. 

(d)  Telephone  and  any  other  apparatus  for  communi- 
cation. 

(e)  Lighting  fixtures  and  wiring  for  stations  and  tun- 
nels. 

(f)  All  station  equipment. 

(g)  Such  shop  tools,  machinery,  and  other  miscellane- 
ous items  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Board. 

3.  If  called  upon  hv  the  City  acting  through  the  Direc- 
tor with  the  approval  of  Councils  the  Company  shall  also 
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furnish  storage  yards,  shops,  ear  houses,  and  real  estate 
necessary  therefor,  and  rolling  stock  for  any  Individual 
Operating  Section,  except  the  first  Individual  Operating 
Section  of  the  Frankford  Line,  to  the  extent  that  the  City 
shall  be  unable  to  complete  such  equipment  owing  to  lack 
of  borrowing  capacity  at  the  time:  Provided  (1),  The 
Company  can  secure  the  money  upon  terms  to  be  approved 
by  Councils;  and  (2)  the  City  shall  at  the  time,  if  it  can 
legally  do  so,  agree  to  purchase  such  equipment  at  cost 
from  the  Company  out  of  the  first  moneys  which  the  City 
shall  be  able  to  borrow  for  Transit  Facilities.  The  limit 
of  the  Company's  investment  under  this  paragraph  shall 
be  three  million  (3,000,000)  dollars  for  any  one  Individ- 
ual Operating  Section,  and  it  shall  not  l)e  called  upon  to 
contribute  under  this  paragraph  to  the  equipment  of  a  sub- 
sequent Individual  Operating  Section  unless  its  invest- 
ment in  the  previous  Section  shall  have  been  retired.  In 
case  the  City  shall  purchase  such  equipment  from  the 
Company,  the  purchase  money  shall  be  used  by  the  Com- 
pany to  cancel  and  retire  the  preferred  stock,  bonds,  or 
other  securities  issued  to  pay  for  such  equipment. 

4.  The  Company  hereby  agrees  that  it  will  furnish 
adequate  power  for  the  operation  of  the  Unified  System. 
Subject  to  the  appro\'al  of  the  Board,  the  Company  may 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  powder,  construct  new  power 
stations  and  sub-stations  and  utilize  and  enlarge  the  exist- 
ing power  stations,  sub-stations  and  other  electrical  equip- 
ment forming  part  of  the  present  operating  plants  of  the 
Company.  In  furtherance  of  this  purpose,  the  Company 
may  improve,  modify  or  change  the  power  plants,  sub-sta- 
tions, and  other  electrical  equipment  forming  part  of  its 
operating  equipment. 

5.  In  connection  with  Transit  Facilities  to  bo  Furnisherl 
by  the  Company  for  the  City,  and  to  facilitate  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Unified  System,  the  Company  shall  ha\'e  the 
right  to  provide,  furnish,  install,  lay  and  maintain,  in 
streets  or  other  public  places,  such  connections,  conduits^ 
pipes,  ways  or  other  means  for  the  transportation  or  trans- 
mission of  electricity,  steam,  water,  air,  or  other  form  of 
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energy  to  provide  power  or  to  sigiial  or  to  send  messages, 
as  may  be  necessary  solely  for  the  proper  operation  of  "the 
I^nified  System ;  but  no  such  conduits,  pipes,  ways  or  other 
means  shall  be  provided,  furnished,  installed  or  laid  unless 
the  Board  shall  have  approved  the  location,  character  and 
method  of  construction  of  the  same,  and  the  use  of  streets 
in  connection  therewith.  All  such  work  shall  be  subject 
to  all  City  regulations  applying  thereto. 

0.  Wherever  practicable,  the  Company  shall  be  allowed 
to  use  for  sub-stations  or  other  Transit  Facilities,  available 
excess  real  estate  purchased  by  the  City  for  or  as  a  part 
of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities. 

Article  VI,     Adequacy  axd  Suitability  of  the  Trajst- 
siT  Facilities  to  be  Fue^^ished  by  the  Company. 

The  Company  shall  at  all  times,  during  the  term  of  this 
Contract,  provide  Transit  Facilities  for  use  upon  or  in 
C'onnection  with  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  as  specified 
in  Article  V,  and  Transit  Facilities  for  use  upon  or  in 
connection  with  the  Company's  System,  which  shall  be 
adeqiiate  and  suitable.  The  Company  shall  reasonably 
anticipate  the  growth  of  traffic  and  provide  sufficient  of 
such^  Transit  Facilities  therefor,  together  with  such  spare 
portions  of  such  Facilities  as  shall  be  necessary  to  provide 
reliable  service. 

The  Transit  Facilities  to  he  furnished  by  the  Company 
shall  be  of  the  best  character  known  to  the  art  of  electric 
railway  operation,  and  all  Facilities  provided  from  time 
to  time  and  repairs  thereto,  substitutions  therefor,  and  re- 
placements and  renewals  thereof,  shall  be  of  such  character 
as  to  maintain  the  Facilities  at  least  equal  to  those  origin- 
ally provided  and  shall  in  addition,  include  such  improve- 
ments as  the  state  of  the  art  may  have  developed ;  and  all 
Facilities  to  be  furnished  by  the  Company  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the 
Board. 
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Article  VII.     Payment  of  Damages  foe  Laxd  Takex 

OR  IxjUEED. 

The  City  shall  paj^  for  all  damage,  direct  or  consequen- 
tial, to  real  property  or  any  rights  in  land  taken,  injured 
or  destroyed  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  the  City's 
System,  and  such  payments  shall  be  charged  to  the  cost  of 
the  City's  Transit  Facilities :  Provided,  hoivever,  That  the 
Board  shall  determine  to  what  extent  property  damages 
arising  from  the  operation  of  the  City's  System  shall  be 
charged  to  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Unified  System. 

Article  VIII.     Use  and  Alteration  of  the  Market 
Street  Line  by  the  City. 

The  Company  agrees  that  the  City  may  physically  con- 
nect its  Frankford  Line  and  its  Darby  Line  with  the  Mar- 
ket Street  Line  at  the  points  of  branch  off,  in  order  that 
such  routing  of  cars  may  be  made  over  the  Darby  Line, 
the  Frankford  Line  and  the  Market  Street  Line  as  will 
best  serve  the  public. 

The  Company  further  consents  that  the  City  may  make 
such  alterations  in  or  reconstruction  of  the  Market  Street 
Line  at  such  points  and  at  the  points  of  crossing  of  the 
Broad  Street  Line,  the  Parkway-iN'orthwest  Line  and  the 
Delivery  Loop,  including  the  relocating  and  straightening 
of  the  high-speed  tracks  of  the  Market  Street  Line  under 
the  City  Hall,  as  will  provide  best  arrangements  for  com- 
municating stations  at  such  points. 

The  cost  of  any  alteration^  reconstruction  or  change 
made  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  any  damages  resulting 
therefrom  shall  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  City's  Tran- 
sit Facilities. 

Article  IX.     Cost  of  Transit  Facilities. 

1.  Items  of  Cost: 

In  computing  the  cost  of  a  Transit  Facility  the  follow- 
ing items  shall  be  included,  and  none  other : 

(a)  Actual  and  necessary  net  cost  in  money  of  the  pur- 
chase or  construction  of  the  Transit  Facility. 
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(b)  Actual  and  necessary  net  cost  in  money  of  adminis- 
tration, engineering,  superintendence,  legal  services,  insur- 
ance and  damages  properly  chargeable  as  an  expense  of 
providing  the  Transit  Facility. 

(c)  Taxes,  assessments  and  other  governmental  charges 
on  account  of  the  Transit  Facility  paid  or  accrued  before 
the  beginning  of  its  operation,  and  such  assessments  for 
benefits  to  the  Facility  during  its  operation  as  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  not  properly  chargeable  against 
Gross  Revenue. 

(d)  In  case  the  Transit  Facility  is  provided  by  the 
Company,  interest  or  dividends  and  sinking  fund  charges 
paid  or  accrued  during  the  period  prior  to  the  use  of  the 
Facility  in  operation,  upon  money  used  or  securities  issued 
to  pay  for  the  Facility.  .  In  case  the  Facility  is  provided 
by  the  City,  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  paid  or 
accrued  upon  money  used  or  securities  issued  to  pay  for 
the  Transit  Facility  during  the  period  of  construction  an<l 
for  one  year  after  the  completion  of  the  work  for  which 
the  indebtedness  shall  have  been  incurred. 

(e)  All  expenses  incurred  in  procuring  the  money  nec- 
essary to  pay  for  the  Transit  Facility  including  the  cost 
of  engraving  and  printing  securities,  advertising^  taxes, 
expenses  of  selling  securities  and  trustees'  expenses  in- 
curred in  connection  with  the  original  issue  of  securities. 

(f)  Expenditures  for  repairs,  replacements,  or  re- 
newals of  the  Transit  Facility  made  during  construction 
or  after  it  shall  have  been  used  in  operation  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  shall  have  been  necessitated  by 
faulty  construction  or  design. 

2.  Credits  to  Cost: 

If  any  increase  or  profit  (other  than  increase  or  profit 
resulting  from  operation)  from  whatever  source  derived, 
including  interest  on  deposits  of  construction  funds,  shall 
accrue  in  any  manner  out  of  or  in  connection  with  any 
Transit  Facility,  the  amount  of  any  such  increase  or 
profit  shall  be  applied  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  said  Tran- 
sit Facility. 
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Article  X.  Records  of  the  Cost  of  the  City's  Tran- 
sit Facilities. 

The  City  shall  provide  vouchers  to  cover  all  items  of 
tlie  cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities,  and  these  vouchers 
shall  be  accessible  for  inspection  and  audit  bv  representa- 
tives of  the  Company  and  of  the  Board  and  shall  be  mat- 
ters of  public  record. 

Article  XL  Records  of  the  Cost  of  the  Transit 
Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  foe 
THE  City. 

The  Company  shall  provide  vouchers  to  cover  all  items 
of  the  cost  of  the  Transit  Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by 
the  Company  for  the  City.  The  original  vouchers  and 
canvasses  of  bids  for  the  said  Transit  Facilities  shall  be 
accessible  for  the  inspection  and  audit  of  the  Board  and 
of  the  City  Controller,  aud  shall  be  matters  of  public 
record. 

Article  XII.  Capital  Requirements  of  the  Com- 
pany AND  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund  Payments 
ON  THE  Same. 

The  Company  undertakes  to  obtain  from  time  to  time 
sufficient  new  capital  to  meet  its  requirements  for  addi- 
tions, betterments  and  extensions  to  its  own  System,  for 
refunding:  and  other  capital  expenditures  and  for  the 
Transit  Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for 
the  City. 

The  method  of  procuring  the  said  capital  and  the  rate 
of  interest  or  dividend  thereon,  and  the  program  of 
amortization  or  retirement  thereof,  shall  be  approved  by 
Councils,  as  provided  in  Section  Second  of  the  190Y  Con- 
tract. 

In  case  the  new  capital  be  procured  by  an  issue  of  pre- 
ferred stock,  payments  for  the  amortization  thereof  shall 
be  made  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission.  The  said  fund 
shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  said  preferred 
stock  and  shall  be  invested  by  the  said  Sinking  Fund 
Commission  in  the  said  issue  of  preferred  stock. 
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In  case  the  new  capital  be  procured  by  an  issue  of  bonds, 
debentures  or  notes,  payments  into  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
amortization  of  the  same  shall  be  made  to  the  trustees  for 
the  said  issue  and  shall  be  invested  by  them  in  the  said 
issue  of  securities  if  the  same  can  be  purchased  in  the 
market  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  five  (105) 
percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof  with  accrued  interest. 

If  the  said  shares  of  stock  or  securities  cannot  be  pur- 
chased in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Article,  the 
funds  shall  be  invested  for  the  time  being  in  such  securi- 
ties as  may  be  proper  legal  investments  for  trustees  under 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Company  shall  not  be  in  default  under  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  Article  IV,  and  of  this  Article,  if 
it  cannot  procure  the  capital  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  these  Articles  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  Councils. 

Aeticle  XIII.  Provisions  ix  Case  of  the  Company's 
Failure  to  Supply  Transit  Facilities  for  the 
Use  of  the  City, 

In  case  the  Company  shall  fail  to  furnish  the  Transit 
Facilities  required  to  be  furnished  by  it  for  the  initial 
operation  of  any  part  of  the  City's  System— ot  thereafter 
shall  fail  to  keep  the  said  part  fully  and  properlv  sup- 
plied with  the  said  Transit  Facilities— the  Board  shall 
give  to  the  Company  Notice  of  such  default  and  shall  re- 
quire the  Company  to  remedy  the  same  within  such  rea- 
sonable time  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Board. 

In  case  the  Company  shall  fail  to  make  good  the  default 
within  the  time  specified,  and  any  extension  or  extensions 
of  time  granted  by  the  Board,  the  City  may :   - 

1.  Supply  such  Transit  Facilities,  in  which  case  in- 
terest on  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  out  of 
Gross  Revenue  and  charged  to  Item  4  of  Article  XX, 
Paragraph  1. 

2.  Bring  a  suit  for  specific  performance,  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  receiver,  for  an  injunction  or  for  such 

2 
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other  form  of  relief  as  the  court  may  deem  equitable  and 
proper  under  the  circumstances. 

3.  Avail  itself  of  each  and  every  legal  or  equitable  rem- 
edy now  or  hereafter  existing. 

Each  and  every  remedy  shall  be  in  addition  to  every 
other  remedy,  and  may  be  exercised  from  time  to  time 
and  as  often  and  in  such  order  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient by  the  City,  and  the  exercise  or  the  beginning 
of  the  exercise  of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  deemed  a  waiver 
of  the  rie'ht  to  exercise  at  the  same  time  or  thereafter  anv 
other  remedy,  except  that  no  two  inconsistent  remedies 
shall  be  exercised  at  the  same  time. 

ISTo  action  hereunder  shall,  however,  impair  in  any  way 
the  lien  or  security  of  any  securities  of  the  Company 
theretofore  duly  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Contract. 


SECTIO]^  C. 
LEASE. 

Article  XIV.     Property  and  Term. 

The  City  hereby  leases  to  the  Company  for  maintenance 
and  operation  the  City's  Transit  Facilities,  if,  as  and  when 
constructed  or  purchased,  for  the  rental  and  under  the 
conditions  of  this  Lease. 

The  term  of  this  lease  shall  be  co-extensive  with  that 
of  the  entire  Contract  of  which  this  Lease  is  a  part. 

Article  XV.     Possession. 
1.  The  Company's  Possession. 

The  Director  shall  give  Xotice  to  the  Company  specific- 
ally stating  when  each  Individual  Operating  Section  of 
the  City's  System  will  be  completed,  equipped  and  ready 
for  operation,  and  the  Company  shall  take  possession  of 
such  Individual  Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System 
at  midnight  on  the  day  specified  in  such  Xotice,  and  shall 
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immediately  thereafter  begin  to  operate  sucli  Section. 
The  Companv  shall  thereafter  remain  in  possession  dur- 
ing the  term  of  this  Lease. 

2.  Access  of  tlie  Company  to  tlie  City's  Transit  FaciUties 

Prior  to  the  Cojnpany's  Possession. 

Insofar  as  practicable,  to  facilitate  the  completion  of 
all  or  any  part  of  the  City's  System,  the  Company  shall  be 
permitted  access  -to  any  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  for 
the  installation  of  the  Transit  Facilitiesi  to  be  Furnished 
by  the  Company  for  the  City  as  specified  in  Article  V.  or 
for  preparation  therefor,  or  for  the  trial  of  the  Transit 
Facilities  before  possession  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities 
shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  Company.  In  the  exer- 
cise of  this  privilege,  the  Company  shall  protect  and  save 
harmless  the  City  from  claims,  court  actions,  and  the  costs 
and  expenses  incident  thereto,  arising  from  injuries  or 
damage  to  persons  or  property,  including  the  public,  the 
contractors  and  the  employees  engaged  in  constructing  and 
installing  the  City's  Transit  Facilities ;  and  the  Company 
shall  repair  any  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  which  raaj 
be  damaged  bv  the  installation  or  trial  of  the  Transit 
Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City 
or  by  preparation  therefor ;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  in- 
curred hereunder  shall  be  charged  to  the  cost  of  the  Tran- 
sit Facilities  to  be  Furnished  by  the  Companv  for  the 
Citv. 

3.  Access  of  the  City,  the  Department,  and  the  Board 

during  the  Com^pany's  Possession. 

After  the  Company  shall  have  taken  possession  of  the 
City's  Transit  Facilities,  the  Company  shall  permit  the 
City  to  have  access  to  the  same  at  all  reasonable  times  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  any  of  the  City's  Transit  Fa- 
cilities and  for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations,  addi- 
tions, extensions,  replacements  or  renewals.  The  Com- 
pany shall  also  permit  the  representatives  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  have  access  to  any  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities 
at  all  reasonable  times  and  shall  furnish  the  necessary 
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conveniences  for  tlie  inspection  thereof  by  the  said  repre- 
sentatives. 

The  Company  shall  also  at  all  times  permit  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  to  have  access  to  all  parts  of  the  Uni- 
fied System  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  Transit 
Facilities  thereof  and  the  service  thereupon,  and  shall  also 
furnish  free  of  charge  such  conveniences  and  transporta- 
tion as  may  be  required  for  such  inspection. 

Article  XVI.  Disposition  of  the  Company's  Funds 
ON  Hand  Wpien  This  Contract  Shall  Become 
Effective. 

Immediately  after  this  Contract  shall  have  l)ecoine  ef- 
fective, the  amount  of  the  Company's  Initial  Surplus  and 
the  amount  which  it  shall  have  accumulated  in  its  Re- 
newal Reserve  shall  be  determined  by  the  audit  provided 
for  in  Article  XXIII,  Paragraph  2  hereof,  and  the  cash 
and  securities  which  the  Company  shall  on  said  date  have 
accumulated  in  its  Reserve  Fund  for  Renewals,  together 
with  cash  or  its  equivalent  equal  in  amount  to  any  excess 
of  the  Company's  Renewal  Reserve  over  its  Reserve  Fund 
for  Renewals,  shall  thereupon  become  the  Depreciation 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  Company's  System  (Fund  C)  as 
specified  in  Article  XXII.  The  Initial  Surplus,  the  Xew 
Surplus  and  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Fund  for  the  Com- 
pany's System  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

The  Initial  Surplus  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  be 
available  at  any  time  in  cash  or  marketable  securities 
shall  be  used  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  Gross  Revenue  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  XX,  Paragraph 
3,  or  may  be  used  by  the  Company,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  for  additions,  extensions,  better- 
ments, refunding  and  other  capital  requirements,  or  for 
renewals  and  replacements.  The  Company  shall  not,  how- 
ever, be  required  to  deplete  its  available  Initial  Surplus 
to  an  extent  greater  than  two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars 
to  meet  deficits  in  operation  as  prescribed  in  Article  XX, 
Paragraph  3   (b). 
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Aeticle  XVTI.      Opeeatiox. 

(a)   Operation   of   the   Company's   System  Prior   to   the 
Initial  Operation  of  the  City's  System. 

From  the  date  upon  v.-hich  this  Contract  shall  become 
effective  and  until  the  initial  operation  of  the  livst  Indi- 
vidual Operating-  Section  of  the  City's  System,  the  Com- 
pany shall  operate  its  own  properties  as  heretofore  under 
and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  1907  Con- 
tract, as  herein  modified,  and  subject  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Contract. 

The  Company  shall  continue  to  make  use  of  the  cash 
and  securities  in  its  various  funds  from  time  to  time  for 
the  operation  of  its  properties.  To  the  extent  that  they 
shall  be  used  temporarily  to  finance  capital  requirements, 
the  approval  of  the  Board  shall  be  required.  The  Com- 
pany shall,  whenever  new  securities  shall  have  been  au- 
thorized by  Councils  under  Section  Second  of  the  1907 
Contract,  replace  the  said  cash  so  used  with  securities  or 
the  proceeds  thereof. 

(h)   Operation  of  tJie  Unified  System. 

As  soon  as  the  first  Individual  Operating  Section  of 
the  City's  System  shall  have  been  completed  and  the  Com- 
pany shall  have  installed  the  Transit  Facilities  which  it  is 
required  to  furnish  for  use  thereupon  or  in  connection 
therewith  under  Article  V  of  this  Contract,  and  from 
time  to  time  as  other  Individual  Operating  Sections  of 
th  City's  System  shall  have  been  completed  and  the  Com- 
pany shall  have  furnished  the  Transit  Facilities  which  it 
is  required  to  furnish  for  use  thereupon  or  in  connection 
therewith,  the  Company  shall  assume  operation  thereof 
and  shall  combine  and  consolidate  the  operation  thereof 
with  the  operation  of  the  Company's  System  in  order  to 
give  to  the  public  one  Unified  System  of  transportation. 

Subject  to  such  limitations  and  rights  of  revocation  as 
the  Board  may  impose,  the  Company  shall  have  the  right 
to  place  advertisements  of  unobjectionable  form  and  na- 
ture in  cars  and  stations  of  the  Citv's  System,  and  to 
establish  news  stands  and  other  vending  privileges  at  such 
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stations,  but  the  Company  shall  submit  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  the  contracts  for  leasing  such  privileges. 

Subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  City  may  impose,  the 
Company  may  use  the  Unified  System  for  the  carriage  of 
freight,  mail,  express  and  other  unobjectionable  trans- 
portation matter :  Provided,  however,  That  such  use  shall 
not  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  System  to  its  fullest 
capacity  for  all  passengers  who  shall  desire  to  be  carried 
thereupon.  Within  the  limits  aforesaid  the  City  may  re- 
quire the  Compan}^  to  carry  freight,  mail,  express  and 
other  unobjectionable  matter. 

Aeticle  XVIII.     RenTxVL. 

As  rental  for  the  use  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities 
the  Company  shall  make  payments  to  the  City  out  of  the 
Current  Xet  Revenue  as  specified  in  Article  XX,  Para- 
graph 1,  Items  7  and  8,  as  and  if  earned  by  the  Unified 
System.  Payments  shall  be  made  quarterly  on  or  before 
the  thirtieth  day  bi  each  January,  April,  July  and  Octo- 
ber, covering  the  operation  for  the  three  months  periods 
ending  December  31st,  March  31st,  June  30th,  and  Sep- 
tember 30th,  respectively,  and  any  readjustment  of  pay- 
ments that  may  be  necessary  shall  be  made  with  the  settle- 
ment for  the  next  succeeding  quarterly  period. 

The  four  quarterly  payments  covering  any  year  thus 
made  to  the  City  will  be  "the  annual  current  net  revenue'' 
to  the  City  upon  its  investment  in  Transit  Facilities 
within  tlie  meaning  of  the  amendment  to  Article  IX, 
Section  S,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1913  and  in  1915  and 
duly  approved  by  the  vote  of  the  people  at  the  Xovember 
election  in  1915. 

The  City  reserves  the  right  from  time  to  time  to  deter- 
mine what  portion  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund 
charges  upon  its  investment  in  Transit  Facilities  shall  be 
borne  by  the  car-rider  and  what  portion  shall  be  borne  by 
the  taxpayer,  and  may  from  time  to  time,  as  it  shall  de- 
termine to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  by  ordi- 
nance specify  that  any  or  all  of  the  City's  investment  in 
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Transit  Facilities  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  rental 
requirements  nnder  this  Contract,  and  in  case  of  the  pas- 
sag'e  of  any  ordinance  so  withdrawing  for  any  specified 
length  of  time  any  portion  of  the  City's  investment  in 
Transit  Facilities,  the  City  Controller  in  making  the  cer- 
tification required  by  Article  XXIII,  Paragraph  1  (c) 
(which  certification  is  to  determine  the  amount  of  the 
City's  capital  investment  upon  which  the  payments  under 
Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  Item  7  and  8  are  to  be  based), 
shall  omit  from  the  amount  of  the  actual  investment  of  the 
City  in  Transit  Facilities  upon  which  the  amount  of  the 
Company's  rental  to  the  City  would  otherwise  be  com- 
puted, the  amount  of  the  investment  so  withdrawn  by  ordi- 
nance; and  in  determining  the  fare  requirements  of  the 
Unified  System  only  the  balance  of  the  City's  investment 
so  certified  by  the  City  Controller  shall  be  taken  as  the 
cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  leased  hereunder. 

Article  XIX.     Geoss  Eevenue. 

Gross  Revenue  shall  consist  of  the  revenue  from  trans- 
portation and  revenue  from  operations  other  than  trans- 
portation, including  all  gross  receipts  or  gross  earnings, 
interest  on  deposits,  income  of  the  Company  from  securi- 
ties of  underlying  companies,  or  other  income  or  profits 
from  all  sources  derived  by  the  Company  directly  or  in- 
directly from  the  operation  and  use  of  the  Company's  Sys- 
tem from  the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  liecome 
eifective  to  the  initial  operation  of  the  first  Individual 
Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System,  and  thereafter 
from  the  operation  and  use  of  the  Unified  System. 

Article  XX.     Disposition  of  the  Gross  Revexue. 

1.  Deductions  from  the  Gross  Revenue. 

In  order  to  determine  the  Current  Xet  Revenue,  out  of 
which  the  rental  to  the  City  is  to  be  paid  and  the  Company 
is  to  receive  its  annual  return,  from  and  after  the  date 
upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  efi^ective,  there 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  Gross  Revenue  of  each  fiscal 
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vear,  in  tlie  order  of  the  Items,  the  amounts  necessary  to 
meet  the  following  charges   : 

Item  1.  All  expenses,  including  maintenance  and  dam- 
ages actually  incurred  hy  the  Company  in  the  operation 
of  the  Company's  System  until  the  beginning  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Unified  System,  and  thereafter  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Unified  System, 

Item  2.  All  taxes  that  may  be  assessed  against  the  City 
upon  its  indebtedness  incurred  or  securities  issued  to  pay 
for  the  construction  or  purchase  of  the  City's  Transit 
Facilities,  and  in  respect  to  the  ownership  or  operation  of 
the  City's  System,  and  all  taxes,  licenses,  assessments  and 
charges  now  or  hereafter  lawfully  levied  or  assessed  by 
any  constituted  authority  or  which  the  Company  may  be 
required  to  pay  upon  or  in  respect  of  the  said  City's  Sys- 
tem or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  respect  of  its  own  cap- 
ital stock,  propert}^  or  franchises,  or  its  debt  and  the  in- 
terest thereon,  its  exercise  of  its  franchises,  its  business, 
gross  receipts,  net  income,  profits,  or  dividends  paid,  and 
all  taxes,  licenses,  assessments  and  charges  imposed  upon 
any  company  whose  property  is  ownied  by  the  Company  or 
is  leased  to  or  operated  by  it  and  which  under  the  terms 
of  its  lease  or  operating  agreement  therefor  the  Company 
is  required  to  pay,  and  any  and  all  contributions,  however 
styled,  which  the  Company  may  at  any  time  be  lawfully 
required  to  contribute  to  any  governmental  agency,  except 
taxes  due  to  the  City  on  dividends,  provision  for  which  is 
made  under  Item  6  (b)  hereof.  The  amount  of  taxes  as- 
sessed against  or  payable  by  the  City,  deducted  under  this 
Item,  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury, 

Item  3,  All  payments  of  every  kind  or  character  in  the 
nature  of  fixed  charges  for  which  the  Company,  at  the  date 
upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  effective,  shall  be 
obligated  or  liable  under  any  outstanding  mortgage  or  re- 
funding of  such  mortgage,  lease,  "operating  agreement  or 
other  form  of  contract  as  shown  by  the  audit  to  b\  made 
as  of  the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  ef- 
fective, as  provided  by  Article  XXIII, 

Item  4,  Interest  and  sinking  fund  payments  on  new 
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securities  and  dividends  and  sinking  fnnd  payments  on 
new  capital  stock  of  the  Company,  issned  as  provided  in 
Article  XII. 

Item  5.  Payments  into  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Funds 
as  specified  in  Article  XXII. 

Item  6.  (a)  The  sinking  fnnd  payments  provided  in 
Section  Xinth  of  the  1907  Contract;  (b)  all  payments  dne 
to  the  City  for  taxes  on  dividends  to  the  stockholders  of 
companies  owning  the  leased  and  subsidiary  lines  of  the 
Company  as  the  same  are  imposed  by  the  respective  char- 
ters of  the  said  companies;  (c)  all  payments  dne  to  the 
City  under  Section  Tenth  of  the  1907  Contract. 

The  balance  shall  be  the  Current  Xet  Revenue,  out  of 
which  shall  be  made  the  following  payments: 

Item  7.  Payments  to  the  City  and  the  Company  in  pro- 
portion to  the  relative  investment  of  each  equal  to  a  return 
of  five  (5)  percentum  per  annum  on  such  investment. 

The  Company's  investment  is  fixed  at  the  amount  or 
par  value  of  its  capital  stock  now  authorized  and  issued, 
viz.:  thirty  million  (30,000,000)  dollars,  less  any  install- 
ments remaining  unpaid  on  any  shares. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Item  the  City's  investment 
shall  be  the  cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  leased 
hereunder  computed  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
IX  and  certified  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XXITI : 
Provided,  lioiuever.  That  the  return  on  the  City's  invest- 
ment in  City's  Transit  Facilities  constituting  each  Indi- 
vidual Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System  respec- 
tively, shall  not  be  chargeable  against  or  paid  out  of  the 
Current  Xet  Revenue  until  after  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  operation  of 
such  Section  by  the  Company. 

Item  8.  Payments  "to  the  City  equal  to  the  difference 
between  the  payments  to  the  City  under  Item  7  and  the 
gross  amount  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges 
upon  the  City's  investment  as  certified  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  XXIII. 
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£.  Payments  to  he  Cumulative. 

The  foregoing  payments  under  the  various  Items  shall 
be  cumulative.  Payments  under  Items  1  to  5  inclusive 
shall  be  cumulative  in  the  order  named  and  shall  l>e  made 
before  any  application  of  Gross  Revenue  in  subsequent 
years  to  current  payments.  If,  after  application  of  all 
current  Gross  Revenue  and  the  use  of  ISTew  and  Initial 
Surplus  as  provided  in  Paragraph  3  (b)  hereof,  there 
shall  remain  in  any  year  a  deficit  in  respect  to  payments 
due  under  Items  6,  7  and  8,  the  same  shall  not  be  made 
up  out  of  subsequent  current  Gross  Revenue  until  all  cur- 
rent payments  in  any  year  shall  have  been  made  and  the 
Company's  Initial  Surplus  restored  to  the  extent  that  it 
has  been  depleted  by  payments  under  Paragraph  8  (h) 
hereof.  Thereafter  any  deficits  in  Item  7  shall  be  made  up 
before  deficits  in  Items  6  or  8. 

S.  Accumulation  and  Distribution  of  Surplus. 

(a)  Accumulation  of  Surplus. 

In  order  to  provide  an  equalizing  fund  for  stabilizing 
fares  and  assuring  future  payments  under  this  Article,  all 
balances  remaining  after  the  payment  of  the  eight  Items 
specified  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article  shall  be  credited 
to  surplus. 

(b)  Distribution  of  Surplus. 

If,  in  any  year,  the  Gross  Revenue  shall  not  l)e  sufii- 
cient  to  provide  in  full  for  all  of  the  deductions  and  pay- 
ments specified  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article,  the  Xew 
Surplus  shall  be  applied  to  the  deficit  in  the  order  of  the 
Items  and  to  the  extent  that  may  be  necessary  to  make  full 
payment  thereof,  and  thereafter  the  Company's  available 
Initial  Surplus  to  the  extent  of  two  million  '(2,000,000) 
dollars  shall  be  applied  to  any  remaining  deficit  in  the 
same  manner.  Should  there  still  remain  a  deficit  it  shall 
be  accumulated  and  met  as  provided  in  Paragraph  2 
hereof. 

It  is,  however,  stipulated  that  in  case  of  the  destruction 
of,  or  serious  damage  to,  a  substantial  part  of  the  Unified 
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System,  or  a  continued  interruption  of  normal  operation 
resulting-  in  suspension  or  curtailment  of  payments  under 
Items  5,  6,  7  or  8,  the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to 
make  use  of  its  Initial  Surplus,  if  at  that  time  the  Initial 
Surplus  shaH  have  been  depleted  in  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars,  or  more,  and  not 
restored;  nor  shall  the  Company  at  any  time  be  required 
to  make  up  deficits  occasioned  by  any  of  the  above-men- 
tioned causes  by  payments  out  of  its  Initial  Surplus  in  an 
amount  which  will  cause  the  total  depletion  of  the  Initial 
Surplus  at  the  time  to  exceed  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars. 

It  shall  not  be  incumbent  upon  the  Board  to  file  a  sched- 
ule of  fares  and  charges  which  will  make  up  such  deficits ; 
nor  shall  the  same  be  made  up  unless  the  Board  shall 
sanction  payments  on  account  of  such  deficits  out  of  after- 
acquired  "I^ew  Surplus  resulting  from  normal  and  reason- 
able fares. 

Article  XXI.     Fares. 

(a)  Abolition  of  Exchange  Tichets. 

Within  sixty  (60)  days  after  this  Contract  shall  become 
effective,  exchange  tickets  shall  be  abolished  outside  of  the 
Delivery  District  and  universal  free  transfers  shall  be  sub- 
stituted therefor, 

(h)  Initial  Fares. 

Until  a  revision  of  fares  under  this  Article^  the  fares 
within  the  limits  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  as  follows: 

From  the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become 
effective,  a  base  fare  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Free  transfers  as  heretofore,  and  within  sixty  (60)  days 
after  this  Contract  shall  become  effective,  free  transfers 
for  all  passengers  desiring  to  transfer  in  a  forward  direc- 
tion as  follows : 

1.  Between  all  lines  of  the  Company's  Surface  System 
at  intersecting  and  connecting  points  outside  of  the  De- 
livery District,  and  as  now  established  within  the  said 
District. 
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2.  Between  all  lines  of  the  Company's  Surface  System 
and  the  ^larket  Street  Line  where  surface  lines  intersect 
the  Market  Street  Line  at  station  points  outside  of  the 
Delivery  District. 

3.  BetM'een  all  lines  of  the  City's  System  where  com- 
municating stations  exist  at  points  of  intersection  and  con- 
nection. 

4.  Between  all  lines  of  the  City's  System  and  the  Mar- 
ket Street  Line  where  communicating  stations  exist  at 
points  of  intersection. 

5.  Between  all  lines  of  the  City's  System  and  the  pres- 
ent Surface  System,  or  extensions  thereof,  whenever 
within  Philadelphia  the  lines  of  the  present  Surface  Sys- 
tem, or  extensions  thereof,  intersect  or  meet  the  lines  of 
the  City's  System  at  station  points  outside  of  the  J3elivery 
District. 

6.  Between  all  lines  of  the  City's  System  and  between 
all  lines  of  the  Company's  System  and  between  all  lines 
of  the  City's  Svstem  and  Company's  Svstem  where  com- 
municating  stations  exist. 

Provided,  hoivever.  That  the  Company  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  issue  a  transfer  on  a  transfer  on  the  surface 
lines,  except  where  the  use  of  a  high-speed  line  intervenes. 

Xo  transfer  shall  be  issued  which  v/ill  enable  the  pas- 
senger to  make  a  return  journey  on  one  fare,  and  the  Com- 
pany shall  have  authority,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  to  make  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  counterfeiting,  altering,  sale,  barter, 
exchange,  giving  away  or  other  misuse  of  transfers. 

On  the  opening  of  the  first  Individual  Operating  Sec- 
tion of  the  Frankford  Line,  exchange  tickets  shall  be  abol- 
ished in  the  Delivery  District  and  free  transfers  sub- 
stituted therefor,  except  that  the  Board  in  order  to  avoid 
unnecessary  congestion  of  traffic  may  designate  from  time 
to  time  certain  points  Avithin  the  Delivery  District  as  non- 
transfer  points. 
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(c)   Revision  of  Fares  Uinvard. 

The  understanding  of  the  parties  and  the  basis  of  this 
agreement  is  that  the  fares  shall  be  such  as  will  produce 
sufficient  Gross  Revenue  to  meet  the  deductions  under  the 
first  six  (6)  items  of  Paragraph  1,  Article  XX,  and  to 
provide  Current  Xet  Revenue  sufficient  for  a  cumulative 
return  of  five  (5)  percentum  upon  the  Company's  capital 
stock  and  five  (5)  percentum  upon  the  City's  investment, 
as  provided  under  Item  7,  and  the  cumulative  payments 
under  Item  8,  viz.,  the  payments  stipulated  in  Article 
XX;  and  that  if  and  when  the  result  of  the  present  re- 
duction of  fares,  by  the  abolition  of  the  exchange  tickets, 
shall  be  shown  to  be  such  a  reduction  of  current  Gross 
Revenue  that  all  of  the  said  payments  cannot  be  currently 
met  and  the  Initial  Surplus  shall  be  depleted  to  the  extent 
of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars,  then  there 
shall  be  a  revision  of  fares  upward  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Article. 

In  case  at  any  time  there  shall  be  a  shortage  of  Current 
Xet  Revenue  for  these  payments  and  the  Xew  Surplus 
shall  have  been  exhausted  and  the  Initial  Surplus  depleted 
to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  thousand  (500.000)  dollars, 
there  shall  be  such  a  revision  of  fares  upward  as  will  pro- 
duce Gross  Revenue  sufficient  to  meet  all  of  the  require- 
ments of  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  and  make  up  within 
a  reasonable'  time  the  Initial  Surplus  and  any  deficit  in 
payments  of  the  various  Items  in  former  years  as  provided 
in  Article  XX,  Paragraph  2. 

Revision  of  fares  upward  shall  be  effected  as  follows : 
Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  Initial  Surplus  shall 
at  anv  time  have  been  depleted  to  the  extent  of  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (500,000)  dollars,  the  Board  shall  prepare 
and  file  with  the  Commission  a  schedule  of  fares  and 
charges  which,  in  its  opinion,  will  produce  said  amount  of 
Gross  Revenue. 

Whenever  the  result  of  operations  for  two  _  successive 
quarterly  periods  under  any  new  schedule  revising  fares 
upward  shall  fail  to  produce  sufficient  Gross  Revenue  to 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1, 
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and  a  surplus  over  aud  above  the  current  payments  of 
Items  1  to  8  inclusive  at  such  rate  as  will  make  up  within 
a  reasonable  time  the  Initial  Surplus  and  any  shortage  in 
payments  of  the  various  Items  in  former  years  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  XX,  Paragraph  2 ;  or,  whenever  at  any 
time  after  the  Initial  Surplus  shall  have  been  restored  it 
shall  again  have  been  depleted  to  the  extent  of  five  hun- 
drd  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  in  making  up  current 
payments,  the  Board  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days,  pre- 
pare and  file  with  the  Commission  a  new  schedule  of  fares 
and  charges  effective  within  thirty  (30)  days  which  in  its 
opinion  will  produce  said  amount  of  Gross  Revenue, 

Should  the  results  of  the  operation  of  the  Unified  Sys- 
tem in  any  year  in  which  there  shall  have  been  added  to 
it  any  Individual  Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System, 
indicate  to  the  Board  that  the  existing  schedule  of  fares 
and  charges  will  not  produce  sufficient  Gross  Revenue  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  when 
the  cost  of  said  Individual  Operating  Section  will  be  en- 
titled to  a  return  under  this  lease,  the  Board  may  in  anti- 
cipation of  such  deficit  in  Current;  Xet  Revenue  prepare 
and  file  a  new  schedule  of  fares  and  charges  to  meet  the 
payments  outlined  herein,  which  schedule  shall  take  effect 
upon  the  date  when  the  cost  of  such  Individual  Operating 
Section  shall  be  entitled  to  a  return  under  this  Contract. 

In  case  any  new  schedule  of  fares  and  -charges  filed 
hereunder  shall  not  become  effective  within  thirty  (30) 
days  or  shall  be  suspended  the  Company  may,  until  rates 
shall  be  made  effective  which  shall  be  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  outlined  herein,  suspend  its  current  pa,>Tnents  to 
the  City  under  the  190Y  Contract,  being  the  payments  in- 
cluded in  Item  6  of  Article  XX  hereof,  to  such  extent  as 
may  be  necessary  to  make  its  Xet  Revenue  sufficient  to 
meet  current  payments  under  Items  7  and  8. 

(d )  Revision  of  Fares  Downiuard. 

Fares  and  charges  shall  be  revised  do"wnward  whenever 
the  reports  for  two  (2)  consecutive  years  shall  show  a  sur- 
plus increasing  in  a  substantial  amount  annually,  pro- 
vided the  Xew  Surplus  shall  equal  or  exceed  at  that  time 
two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars. 
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The  change  of  fares  shall  be  effected  as  follows : 
The  Board  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
amount  of  Xew  Surplus  and  increasing  tendency  shall 
have  been  shown  by  the  reports  filed  hereunder,  prepare 
and  file  with  the  Commission  a  schedule  of  fares  and 
charges  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  will  reduce 
the  Gross  Revenue,  without,  however,  impairing  the  abil- 
ity of  the  Company  to  meet  the  first  eight  (8)  items  out 
of  the  current  Gross  Revenue  after  the  application  to  the 
said  Items  in  each  year  of  not  exceeding  one- third  (1/3) 
of  the  New  Surplus  accumulated  under  this  Contract  at 
the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  schedule. 

Any  schedule  of  fares  and  charges  so  filed  by  the  Board 
shall  take  effect  within  thirty  (30)  days. 

Further  changes  in  fares  and  charges  downward  shall 
be  made  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  con- 
ditions whenever  ]S[ew  Surplus  shall  have  been  accumu- 
lated to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed. 

In  case  the  City  at  any  time  by  ordinance  shall  with- 
draw from  the  rental  requirements  under  this  Contract 
any  portion  of  the  City's  investment  in  Transit  Facilities 
as  provided  in  Article  XVIII,  and  the  results  of  the  op- 
eration of  the  Unified  System  in  the  previous  year  indi- 
cate to  the  Board  that  the  existing  schedule  of  fares  and 
charges  will  produce  more  revenue  than  necessary  to  meet 
the  fare  requirements  as  specified  in  this  Article,  then  the 
Board  shall  forthwith  prepare  and  file  with  the  Commis- 
sion a  schedule  of  fares  and  charges  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  will  reduce  the  Gross  Revenue  to  the  amount 
of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  upon  that  portion 
of  the  investment  so  withdravni  from  rental  requirements : 
Provided,  however^  That  the  Gross  Revenue  shall  not  be 
reduced  below  the  point  necessary  to  meet  the  fare  re- 
quirements as  hereinbefore  specified. 

Article  XXII.     Depreciation  Reserve  Funds. 

1.  Funds. 

Three  separate  Depreciation  Reserve  Funds  shall  be  set 
aside  by  the  Company  out  of  the  Gross  Revenue  quarterly 
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in  amounts  and  according  to  a  classification  to  be  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  bv  the  Board,  as  follows : 

Fund  A.     Depreciation  Beserve  Fund  for  the   City's 
Transit  Facilities. 

Fund  B.     Depreciation  Beserve  Fund  for  the  Transit 
Facilities  to  he  Furnished  by  tlie  Company  for  the  City. 

Fund   C.     Depreciation  Beserve  Fund  for  the   Com- 
pany's Systevi. 

The  Board  mav  classify  Transit  Facilities  for  the  de- 
preciation of  which  any  fund  is  created  and  apportion  the 
amounts  in  the  several  funds  according  to  such  classifica- 
tion. Fund  C  shall  be  started  on  the  date  upon  which 
this  Contract  shall  become  effective.  Funds  A  and  B  shall 
be  started  at  the  beginning  of  operation  of  the  First  In- 
dividual Operating  Section  of  the  City's  System,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  the  Board  may  determine.  The  first 
payment,  however,  into  that  portion  of  Fund  A  which 
shall  be  set  aside  for  permanent  structures  of  the  City's 
Transit  Facilities  as  per  the  classification  determined  by 
the  Board  shall  be  made  ten  (10)  years  after  the  date 
upon  which  such  Facilities  shall  be  first  operated,  and  at 
no  time  shall  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  said  portion 
of  this  fund  exceed  one-half  of  one  percentum  (2%)  of 
the  cost  of  the  said  permanent  structures. 

2.  Salvage. 

Any  salvage  or  proceeds  from  Transit  Facilities  retired 
from  service  shall  be  paid  into  the  appropriate  fund. 

3.  Custody  and  Control. 

Funds  A  and  B  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Board  and 
shall  be  in  its  custody  and  control.  Fund  C  shall  remain 
in  the  custody  of  the  Company  and  shall  be  applied  to 
repairs,  replacements  and  renewals,  subject,  however,  in 
every  case  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  The  said  funds 
shall  be  held  for  and  applied  to  repairs  to  and  replace- 
ments and  renewals  of  portions  of  the  Unified  System,  the 
cost  of  repairs  to  which  or  replacements  or  renewals  of 
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which,  shall  not  have  been  charged  to  maintenance  and 
included  in  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Unified  System. 

Whenever  a  Transit  Facility  or  principal  part  thereof 
shall  be  retired  from  service,  an  amount  equal  to  its  cost 
shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  appropriate  fund  upon  the 
requisition  of  the  Company,  approved  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  expended  if,  as  and  when  needed  on  a  new  Transit 
Facility  or  principal  part  thereof  for  the  replacement  or 
renewal  of  which  such  fund  shall  have  been  set  aside. 

Any  amounts  in  such  funds  not  currently  needed  for 
the  purposes  herein  specified  shall  be  securely  invested  and 
re-invested  by  the  party  having  custody  thereof  (subject, 
however,  in  the  case  of  the  Company,  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board)  in  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  securities  of  the 
Company  provided  they  can  be  purchased  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  the  par  value  thereof  with  accrued  interest,  or  in 
such  securities  as  shall  be  legal  investments  for  trustees 
under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  and  all  interest  and 
profits  accruing  thereon  shall  be  invested  for  the  benefit 
of  such  fund.  Reinvestment  by  the  Company  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Jf..  Disposition  of  Funds  at  the  TerminMion  of  this  Con- 
tract. 

At  the  termination  of  this  Lease  on  July  1,  1957,  or 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  XXX,  Funds  A  and  B 
shall  be  paid  to  the  City  and  Fund  C  shall  be  retained  by 
the  Company.  In  case  the  City  shall  exercise  its  right  of 
recapture  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XXVII,  Funds 
A,  B  and  C  shall  be  paid  to  the  City. 

Article  XXIII.     Accounts  and  Audits. 

1.  Certificates. 

On  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October,  of  each  year,  the  Company  shall  deliver  to 
the  City  Controller  statements,  certified  by  the  Board  and 
in  form  and  detail  as  prescribed  by  the  Board,  setting 
forth,  for  the  three  months  periods  ending  December  31st, 
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Mareli  31st,  June  30th,  and  September  30tli,  the  follow- 


ing: 


(a)  The  Gross  Revenue  and  the  several  Items  of  deduc- 
tions from  Gross  Revenue  paid,  accnied,  or  otherwise 
properly  chargeable,  for  the  said  three  months  period. 
There  shall  not  be  included  in  such  statement  any  amounts 
for  expenses  or  fixed  charges  incurred  or  accrued  prior  to 
the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  effective. 

(b)  The  amount  of  new  capital  furnished  by  the  Com- 
pany, upon  which  the  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive interest  and  sinking  fund  payments  for  the  said 
quarterly  period. 

(c)  The  cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  upon 
which  the  City  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  payments  for 
the  said  quarterly  period  under  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1, 
Items  7  and  8,  and  the  amount  of  the  interest  and  sinking- 
fund  charges  thereon,  as  per  a  certificate  of  the  City  Con- 
troller furnished  to  the  Board  less  any  portion  of  the  cost 
of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities  withdrawn  from  rental 
hereunder  as  specified  in  Article  XVIII  and  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charges  on  such  portion. 

(d)  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company 
now  authorized  and  issued,  less  any  installments  remain- 
ing unpaid  on  any  shares. 

2.  Audits. 

A  complete  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Company,  in 
form  prescribed  by  the  Director,  shall  be  made  by  public 
accountants  appointed  by  Councils  at  the  expense  of  the 
City  as  of  the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become 
effective,  and  thereafter  the  accounts  of  the  Company  shall 
be  audited  annually  in  form  as  prescribed  by  the  Board, 
by  public  accountants  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  City 
Controller  and  the  president  of  the  Company;  and  the 
audit  in  detail  shall  be  published  and  submitted  to  Coun- 
cils and  to  the  Company.  For  that  purpose  the  City  shall 
have  access  to  the  books,  records  and  memoranda  of  the 
Company  and  may  require  the  examination,  under  oath. 
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of  any  of  its  officers  or  employees.  Tlie  cost  of  such  an- 
nual audits  and  examinations  shall  be  paid  by  the  Com- 
pany out  of  Gross  Revenue  as  part  of  the  operating  ex- 
penses. 

If  exception  be  taken,  either  by  the  public  accountants 
or  the  City  Controller,  to  the  propriety  of  any  charges  ap- 
pearing in  the  accounts  of  the  Company,  or  by  either  the 
public  accountants  or  the  Company  to  the  propriety  of  any 
charges  appearing  in  the  accounts  of  the  City,  as  to  the 
cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities,  the  Board  shall  pass 
upon  and  finally  determine  for  all  the  purposes  of  this 
Contract  the  propriety  of  the  charges  to  which  exception 
shall  have  been  taken. 

Article  XXIY.     Waiver  of  Dividein^ds. 

The  Company  hereby  waives  and  cancels  the  cumulative 
provision  under  Section  Sixth  of  the  1907  Contract  as  to 
its  dividends  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1907,  until 
the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  effective, 
and  the  provisions  of  this  Contract  with  respect  to  the 
division  of  Xet  Revenue  shall  supersede  the  provisions  of 
said  Section  Sixth  of  the  1907  Contract  as  long  as  this 
Contract  and  Lease  shall  continue  in  effect. 

So  long  as  this  Contract  shall  continue  in  effect  the  Com- 
pany shall  not  pay  or  accumulate  any  fund  to  pay  divi- 
dends on  its  present  issue  of  capital  stock  in  excess  of  five 
(5)  percentum  per  annum,  cumulative,  from  the  date 
upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become  effective. 

Article    XXV.     Insurance    on    the    City's    Transit 
Facilities. 

The  Company  shall  keep  insured  against  fire  and  other 
usually  insurable  accident  or  contingency  all  property  of 
the  City's  System  liable  to  be  damaged  thereby  to  such 
extent  as  the  Board  may  determine;  such  insurance  may 
be  effected  by  the  establishing  of  an  insurance  fund  out 
of  Gross  Revenue  with  the  approval  and  subject  to  the 
resTilations  of  the  Board. 
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Article  XXVI.     Extraordixaky  Repairs. 

In  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  of  the  City's 
Transit  Facilities  by  war,  riot,  flood,  earthquake  or  other 
extraordinary  occurrence  not  ordinarily  insurable,  and 
generally  comprehended  under  the  term  act  of  God  or  vis 
major,  the  same  shall  be  repaired  or  replaced  by  the  City 
and  charged  to  the  cost  of  the  City's  Transit  Facilities. 

Article  XXVII.     Kight  of  Recaptltre  Reserved  to 
THE  City. 

In  addition  to  the  right  reserved  by  the  City  under 
Section  Eleventh  of  the  1907  Contract  to  purchase  all  of 
the  property,  leaseholds  and  franchises  of  the  Company  on 
or  after  July  1,  1957,  the  City  shall  have  the  right  at  any 
time  after  July  1,  1927,  and  until  or  upon  the  termination 
of  this  Contract  or  any  extension  thereof,  upon  giving 
the  Company  six  months  llTotice  of  its  intention  so  to  do, 
to  terminate  this  Contract,  recapture  its  own  property,  and 
acquire  all  of  the  Company's  property,  leaseholds  and 
franchises  by  paying  to  the  Company  at  the  date  named 
in  the  said  ISTotice  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  which 
shall  have  been  paid  in  upon  all  of  its  capital  stock  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  purchase  and  recapture,  to- 
gether with  (a)  any  dividends  on  new  capital  stock  unpaid 
under  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  Item  4,  and  (b)  an 
amount  c<]ral  to  any  unpaid  portion  of  dividends  in  each 
year  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  percentum  per  annum  in  each 
year  from  the  date  upon  which  this  Contract  shall  become 
effective  to  the  date  of  recapture.  In  the  event  of  such 
termination,  recapture  and  purchase,  the  City  shall  assume 
or  pay  all  due  and  accruing  current  liabilities  of  the  Com- 
pany, including  damages  and  fixed  charges,  and  there  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  City  all  cash,  securities,  funds  and 
other  tan<>ible  and  intangible  assets  in  the  hands  of  the 
Company  or  which  shall  have  accumulated  in  the  custody 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission, 

Article  XXVIII.     Right  to  Dissolve  Uxified  Sys- 
tem Reserved  to  the  City. 

1.  At  the  termination  of  this  lease,  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  1957,  or,  under  the  provisions  of  Article  XXX,  the

City  shall  have  the  right  to  dissolve  the  Unitied  System 
and  re-acquire  the  City's  System, 

In  case  the  City  shall  dissolve  the  Unified  System,  the 
Company  shall: 

(a)  Surrender  to  the  City  all  of  the  City's  Transit 
Facilities  in  good  condition  and  repair^  except  for  natural 
deterioration,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article 
XXVI. 

(b)  Surrender  to  the  City  all  of  the  Transit  Facilities 
Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City:  Provided,  That 
the  City  shall  pay  to  the  Company  an  amount  equal  to  the 
original  cost  of  such  Facilities  Furnished  l)v  the  Com- 
pany, less  the  following  amounts,  which  shall  be  credited 
to  the  City : 

(i)  Any  repayment  of  such  cost,  or  any  part 
thereof,  not  represented  by  an  issue  of  securities 
which  the  Company  shall  have  already  received,  or 
may  receive,  at  the  time  of  surrender  through  the 
operation  of  an  amortization  fund,  or  otherwise. 

(ii)  The  amount  of  any  stocks,  bonds,  or  other 
securities,  issued  by  the  Company  to  procure  money 
expended  in  acquiring  such  Transit  Facilities,  if  such 
securities  shall  have  been  fully  amortized  or  if  the 
City  shall  assume  the  obligation  thereof. 

(iii)  The  amount  of  amortization  which  shall  have 
already  taken  place  with  respect  to  any  issue  of  stocks, 
i;onds  or  other  securities  issued  by  the  Company  to 
procure  money  expended  in  acquiring  such  Transit 
Facilities  and  not  assumed  by  the  City. 

Provided,  That  in  case  the  monev  obtained  bv  anv  issue 
of  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities  shall  have  been  used 
in  part  by  the  Company  to  acquire  Transit  Facilities 
Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City,  and  in  part  to 
acquire  Transit  Facilities,  additions,  or  extensions  to  the 
Company's  System,  the  Board  shall  determine  and  certify 
what  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  issue  of 
stock,  bonds  or  other  securities  were  used  by  the  Comj^any 
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to  acquire  Transit  Facilities  Fiirnislied  by  the  Companj 
for  the  Citv. 

(c)  Pay  to  the  City  the  City's  share  in  the  then  exist- 
ing Xew  Surphis. 

2.  In  case  the  City  shall  dissolve  the  Unified  System 
nndor  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article,  the 
Initial  Snrplus  shall  be  retained  by  the  Company  and  the 
resT2ective  shares  of  the  City  and  of  the  Company  in  the 
ISTew  Surplus  shall  be  proportioned  to  the  then  relative 
investment,  as  defined  in  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  Item 
7,  of  the  City  and  the  Company;  except  that  should  the 
City  dissolve  the  Unified  System  under  the  provisions  of 
Article  XXX,  because  of  the  Company's  default,  the 
Initial  Surplus  and  the  Company's  share  of  the  Xew 
Surplus  shall  be  available  to  the  City  to  pay  any  damages 
awarded  bv  the  court  to  the  Citv. 

Article   XXIX.     Protection   of   the   City  Against 
Damage  Claims. 

The  Company  shall  assume  and  save  the  City  harmless 
from  any  and  all  claims  or  court  actions,  and  expenses  and 
costs  incident  thereto,  arising  from  injuries  to  persons  or 
property  caused  or  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  any  act 
of  negligence  of  the  Company  in  maintaining  and  operat- 
ino-  the  Citv's  Svstem  or  in  furnishino;  Transit  Facilities 
foT  use  by  the  City  as  provided  in  Article  V.  All  pay- 
ments made  by  the  Company  hereunder  shall  be  charged 
to  expenses  under  Article  XX^  Paragraph  1,  Item  1. 

Article  XXX.    Provisions  in  Case  of  the  Cor^irANy's 
Default. 

In  case  of  the  default  of  the  Company  faithfully  to  ob- 
serve, keep  and  fulfil  any  of  the  conditions,  obligations 
and  requirements  of  this  Lease,  or  the  Contract  of  which 
this  Lease  is  a  part,  the  City,  upon  reasonable  Xotice  to 
the  Company  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  may,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  Xotice,  or  within  such  further  time  as  may 
be  allowed  bv  the  Citv  or  bv  the  court. 
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1.  Eiiter  upon  and.  as  agent  of  the  Company,  operate 
the  Unified  System  at  the  rates  of  fare  established  by  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Contract  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term,  or  for  such  period  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  court. 

2.  Enter  into  a  contract,  subject  to  the  same  conditions, 
with  some  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  operate  tlie 
Unified  System  as  the  agent  of  the  Company,  for  such 
period  of  time. 

3.  Apply  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  operate 
the  Unified  System,  and  in  conjunction  therewith  ask  for 
such  further  order  of  the  court  as  may  serve  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  parties  hereunder. 

4.  Apply  for  a  cancellation  of  this  Lease  and  of  the 
Contract  of  which  it  forms  a  part. 

5.  Avail  itself  of  each  and  every  legal  or  equitable  rem- 
edy now  or  hereafter  existing. 

Each  of  such  remedies  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other 
remedy  and  may  be  exercised  from  time  to  time  and  as 
often  and  in  such  order  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by 
the  City,  and  the  exercise  or  the  beginning  of  the  exercise 
of  one  remedy  shall  not  be  deemed  a  waiver  of  the  right 
to  exercise  at  the  same  time  or  thereafter  any  other 
remedy,  except  that  no  two  inconsistent  remedies  shall  be 
exercised  at  the  same  time. 

Operation  by  the  City  or  its  agent,  or  by  the  receiver  on 
behalf  of  the  Company,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Contract,  and  shall  be  had  onlv  bv  order  of  the 
court  pending  a  determination  of  the  rights  of  the  parties 
or  a  curing  of  the  default,  and  be  subject  to  such  order  as 
the  court  may  make  in  the  premises  at  the  instance  of 
either  party,  and  the  Unified  System  shall  be  restored  to 
the  Company  for  operation  under  all  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  Contract  whenever  the  default  shall  have  been 
cured  or  the  court  shall  order  such  restoration  of  the 
Unified  System. 

Neither  default  by  the  Company  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Contract  or  this  Lease,  nor  the  termination  of  this

Lease  upon  default  or  by  recapture  or  otherwise,  shall  im- 
pair the  validity  or  lien  of  any  issue  of  bonds  or  other 
securities  which  the  Company  may  have  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Contract. 


SECTION  D. 

SUPERVISING  BOARD. 

Article  XXXI.     Supervising  Eoard. 

1.  Organization  of  the  Board. 

A  Supervising  Board,  to  consist  of  three  members,  shall 
be  created.  The  City's  representative  shall  be  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  City  Transit.  The  Company's  rep- 
resentative shall  b.e  appointed  by  the  Company  from  time 
to  time,  and  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Company. 
A  third  member,  who  shall  be  Chairman,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  and  the  President  of  the  Company 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal 
at  any  time  by  joint  action  of  the  Mayor  and  the  President 
of  the  Company.  Should  the  parties  fail  to  agree  ujion  a 
Chairman,  the  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  performed  by 
the  two  members,  and  in  case  at  any  time  any  question 
arises  upon  which  the  two  members  differ,  or  as  to  which 
they  may  desire  advice  or  assistance,  they  may  agree  upon 
a  temporary  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  experienced  with  re- 
spect to  the  matter  in  hand.  The  appointment  of  such 
arbitrator  shall  be  effected  bv  a  writing  signed  bv  both 
members,  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  specify  the  subjects  with  respect  to  which  he  is  to  act. 
Should  the  two  members  fail  to  agree  upon  such  tempo- 
rary arbitrator,  either  party  to  this  Contract  may,  on  live 
days'  notice  to  the  other,  apply  to  the  Commission,  which 
shall  then  make  the  appointment. 

2.  Office  and  Assistants;  Salaries  and  Expenses. 

The  Board  shall  maintain  an  office  within  Philadelphia 
and  shall  employ  the  necessary  assistants  and  purchase 
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the  necessary  supplies  and  materials  to  enable  it  properlv 
to  perform  its  duties  under  this  Contract.  It  shall  fix 
the  salaries  of  its  assistants  and  employees. 

The  compensation  of  the  City's  member  shall  be  fixed 
by  Councils.  The  compensation  of  the  Company's  member 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Company.  The  compensation  of  the 
Chairman  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  President  of  the  Company.  The  compensation  of 
any  arbitrator  shall  be  fixed  bv  the  Board  in  each  instance 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment. 

All  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Board,  except  the  com- 
pensation of  the  member  appointed  by  the  City  (which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City),  shall  be  paid  out  of  Gross  Tieve- 
nue  and  charged  to  operating  expenses,  or  paid  out  of 
capital  accounts  in  such  proportion  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Board. 

S.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  To  report  to  Councils  upon  the  advisability,  reason- 
ableness and  necessity  of  new  lines,  extensions  or  equip- 
ment, or  of  any  modification  of  the  Transit  Facilities 
operated  by  the  Company,  and  to  make  recommendations 
thereon,  including  the  review  or  compilation  of  cost  esti- 
mates as  to  construction  and  operation  and  methods  of 
financing  the  cost  of  the  Company's  Transit  Facilities. 
On  its  own  initiative,  to  bring  proceedings  before  the 
Commission  to  require  the  Company  to  provide  and  oper- 
ate additions  or  extensions  to  the  Company's  Transit 
Facilities  under  the  provisions  of  Article  IV. 

2.  To  submit  to  Councils  and  to  the  Company  certifi- 
cates showing  (a)  Gross  Revenue  and  Deductions  from 
Gross  Revenue,  (b)  the  amount  of  new  capital  furnished 
by  the  Company,  (c)  the  cost  of  the  City's  Transit 
Facilities,  and  (d)  the  amount  of  the  Capital  Stock  of 
the  Company,  as  specified  in  Article  XXIII. 

3.  To  pass  iipon  and  approve  or  disapprove  all  working- 
plans  and  specifications  for  and  the  cost  of  the  Transit 
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Facilities  to  be  provided  by  the  City  or  by  tbe  Company, 
and  to  inspect  all  work  and  materials  to  be  furnished  by 
the  Company  therefor.  The  Board,  however,  shall  have 
no  power  to  alter  the  location  or  to  curtail  or  postpone  the 
construction  of  any  line  which  has  heretofore  received  or 
which  may  hereafter  receive  the  authorization  of  the  City 
by  a  vote  of  the  people  or  ordinance  of  Councils. 

4,  To  pass  upon,  adopt,  and  alter,  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  necessary,  rules  and  standards  as  to  maintenance, 
service,  routing  and  adequacy  and  suitability  of  equipment 
as  in  its  opinion  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  for  se- 
curing  to  the  people  the  best  practicable  transportation 
service. 

5.  To  apprqve  the  terms  and  conditions  of  contracts  to 
be  entered  into  by  the  Company  for  the  purchase  of  power. 
To  approve  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the 
Company  may  grant  permits  for  show  windows,  entrances 
or  other  easements,  or  privileges  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  Transit  Facilities,  To  establish,  omit, 
or  change  station  and  stopping  points  on  all  lines  operated 
by  the  Company. 

G.  To  file  with  the  Commission,  from  time  to  time, 
schedules  of  fares  and  charges  to  comply  with  the  fare  re- 
quirements under  Article  XXI. 

7.  To  decide  upon  the  amount  and  approve  the  invest- 
ment and  disposition  of  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Funds 
A,  B,  and  C,  as  provided  for  in  Article  XXII. 

8.  To  check  and  approve  the  amount  deducted  from  the 
Gross  Revenue  under  Article  XX,  Paragraph  1,  Item  1, 
for  damages  actually  incurred  by  the  Company  during 
each  year,  which  shall  represent  the  amount  actually  paid 
for  such  damages  and  the  estimated  liability  of  the  Com- 
pany for  damages  incurred  but  unpaid  during  the  year. 

9.  To  require  the  Company  to  secure  a  final  legal  de- 
termination of  its  liability  for  any  payment  under  Article 
XX,  Paragraph  1,  Items  2  and  3,  before  making  the  same 
in  any  case  in  which  the  Board  may  be  of  opinion  that 
there  is  doubt  of  the  legal  liability  of  the  Company  to 
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make  such  pavment.  The  right  is  herewith  reserved  to 
the  City,  if  it  deems  it  advisable  or  necessary,  to  have  the 
City  'Solicitor  ask  leave  of  the  court  to  file  briefs  and  take 
jiart  in  the  argument  of  any  question  involving-  the  lia- 
bility of  the  Company  for  any  such  payment,  and  the 
Company  agrees  to  join  in  any  such  application  whenever 
so  made  by  the  City. 

10.  To  act  as  a  Board  of  Arbitrators  as  provided  in 
Article  XXXV. 

11.  To  recommend  to  Councils  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  lines  outside  of  the  City,  constructed  by  pri- 
vate capital,  .may  be  leased  or  operated  by  the  Comjiany, 
and  upon  which  such  lines  may  use  the  Transit  Facilities 
operated  by  the  Company  under  this  Lease. 

12.  Any  other  powers  or  duties  specified  in  this  Con- 
tract. 

If.   Quorum  and  Procedure.- 

A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  at  all  times  be  authorized 
to  exercise  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Board  by  this  Con- 
tract and  to  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  as  to 
all  operations  of  the  Board.  The  approval  of  all  state- 
ments, and  certificates  and  vouchers  for  all  expenses  of  the 
Board,  including  all  salaries  thereof,  and  orders  and 
vouchers  covering  the  disposition  of  funds  for  which  the 
Board  acts  as  trustee,  shall  be  valid  when  signed  by  two 
members  of  the  Board.  All  matters  requiring  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  shall  be  acted  upon  at  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Board,  or  at  special  meetings  regularly  called, 
and  proper  minutes  of  all  meetings  shall  be  recorded  and 
kept  on  file  available  to  the  City  and  to  the  Company  for 
reference:  Provided ,  hoicerer.  That  in  case  there  is  no 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  the  two  members  cannot  agree 
on  any  matter  within  their  jurisdiction,  an  arl)itrator  shall 
lie  appointed  as  herein  provided,  and  the  joint  ruling  of 
any  two  of  the  three  individuals  (viz.,  the  two  members  of 
the  Board  and  the  arbitrator)  shall  constitute  the  ruling 
of  the  Board  in  the  matter,  and  shall  be  final  unless  an  ap- 
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peal  be  taken  to  the  Commission  as  provided  in  paragrapli 
6  of  this  Article. 

The  Board  shall  hold  public  hearings  after  due  notice 
on  all  petitions  for  new  lines  or  extensions  thereof  or  addi- 
tions to  Transit  Facilities ;  and  on  all  proposals  to  change 
fares;  upon  petitions  for  routing^  re-routing  and  through 
routing ;  and  upon  such  other  matters  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  directed  by  Councils. 

5.  Deposits  of  Trust  Funds;  Audits. 

Any  state  or  national  bank  or  trust  company  in  Phila- 
delphia which  has  a  capital  stock  and  surplus  amounting 
to  at  least  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  may  be  selected 
by  the  Board  as  a  depositary  for  the  funds  of  wdiich  the 
Board  is  trustee  under  the  iDrovisions  of  this  Contract,  but 
no  funds  shall  be  deposited  with  any  such  depositary  by 
the  Board  to  an  amount  exceeding  the  total  capital  stock 
of  such  depositary. 

Funds  and  securities  of  which  the  Board  is  trustee  shall 
be  audited  in  complete  detail  annually  by  public  account- 
ants jointly  selected  by  the  Company  and  the  City  Con- 
troller, and  the  public  accountants  shall  make  a  detailed 
report  to  the  City  and  to  the  Company. 

6.  Acceptance  of  the  Board's  Bulings. 

The  Com2:)any  shall  obey  the  orders  of  the  Board  made 
in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  by 
this  Contract ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  deprive 
the  City  or  the  Company  of  the  right,  if  it  believes  any 
order  of  the  Board  concerning  a  matter  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commission  to  be  unjust  and  unreasonable, 
to  petition  the  Commission  to  make  such  order  in  the 
premises  as  to  it  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable.  Pend- 
ing the  decision  of  the  Commission  upon  any  such  petition, 
the  Company  shall  oljey  the  order  of  the  Board. 

7.  Limitation  of  the  Power  of  tJie  Board. 

Xothing  in  this  Article  shall  deprive  the  Company's 
officers  and  directors  of  the  management  of  the  Company's 
l^roperties,  nor  shall  anything  herein  contained  be  deemed 
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a  delegation  to  the  Board  of  any  of  tlie  powers  vested  bv 
law  in  the  Director  or  the  Commission.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  this  Contract  to  enable  rnles  and  resiilations  for 
governing  maintenance  and  service  to  l)e  made  and  com- 
plaints and  petitions  of  patrons  to  be  heard  more  ex- 
peditiously than  by  original  application  to  the  Commis- 
sion ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  per- 
son from  bringing  before  the  Commission  in  the  first  in- 
stance any  matter  within  its  jurisdiction.

Article  XXXII.     Assignment. 

This  Contract  shall  not  be  assigned,  sublet  or  mortgaged 
without  the  consent  of  the  City  expressed  by  ordinance. 

The  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  the  Company  by  the 
order  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  not  be 
considered  an  assiirnment  or  cause  a  termination  of  this 
Contract. 

Article  XXXIII.     Effect  of  Unlawful  Provisions 
IN  This  Contract. 

If  this  Contract  contains  any  unlawful  provisions  not 
an  essential  part  of  the  general  structure  of  this  Contract 
and  which  shall  not  appear  to  have  been  a  controlling  or 
material  inducement  to  the  making  thereof,  such  provision 
shall  be  deemed  of  no  effect,  and  shall,  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  either  party,  be  stricken  from  this  Contract  with- 
out affecting  the  binding  force  of  this  Contract  as  it  shall 
remain  after  omitting  such  provision. 

Article  XXXIV.     Inspection. 

The  City  contemplates,  and  the  Company  hereby  ap- 
proves, the  most  thorough  and  minute  inspection  by  the 
Board,  through  its  representatives  and  subordinates,  of  all 
work  and  materials  (and  of  the  manufacture  and  prepara- 
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tion  of  such  materials)  entering  into  the  Transit  Facilities 
to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City,  and  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Unified  System.  The 
Company  shall  therefore  at  all  times  give  to  the  Board, 
and  to  any  person  designated  by  it,  all  necessary  con- 
veniences for  inspecting  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  Unified  System  and  of  the  materials  to  be  furnished 
and  the  vv^ork  to  be  done  in  and  about  the  Transit  Facili- 
ties to  be  Furnished  by  the  Company  for  the  City ;  and 
they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  sum- 
marily and  without  delay  to  any  part  of  the  work  or  to 
the  inspection  of  materials  at  any  place  or  stage  of  their 
manufacture,  preparation,  shipment  or  delivery. 

Article  XXXV.     Arbiteation. 

If  either  the  City  or  the  Company  shall  desire  to  sub- 
mit to  arbitration  any  matter  of  dift'erence  arising  under 
any  provisions  of  this  Contract,  such  matter  of  diiference 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  as  a  Board  of  Arbitrators. 

Article  XXXVI.     The  1907  Contract.

Except  as  modified  by  this  Contract,  the  1907  Contract 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  efi^ect. 

Article  XXXVII.     Ter]m  of  This  Contract. 

The  term  of  this  Contract  shall  begin  and  its  provisions 
shall  become  efi^ective  upon  the  day  of  its  approval  by  the 
Commission,  and  shall  continue  until  the  first  da}'  of  July, 
1957,  unless  prior  to  July  1,  1957: 

1.  The  City  shall  have  terminated  the  Contract  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  XXX.

That  the  Miayor,  City 
Controller  and  City  Solicitor,  or  any  two  of  them,  be,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  such  times  and  in  such 
proportions  as  in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  either 
by  popular  subscription  or  by  advertisement,  at  not  less 
than  j)ar,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  ex- 
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ceed  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  (2,500,000)  dol- 
lars, to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in  the  second  Section 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  sum  of  two  million  five  hundred 
thousand  (2,500,000)  dollars  authorized  to  be  borrowed 
by  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  expended  for 
the  payment  of  mandamuses  heretofore  issued,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  issued,  for  damages  for  the  opening  of 
streets,  the  condemnation  of  land  for  parks,  playgrounds 
and  other  municipal  uses,  for  grading  and  sewers,  for  the 
enlargement  of  Logan  Square,  and  for  other  damages  re- 
quired to  be  paid  by  the  City  under  writs  of  mandamus 
execution. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the 
months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  ofiice  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the 
said  loan  shall  be  in  usual  form,  in  such  amoimts  as  the 
lender  may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form,  and 
it  shall  be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the  loan 
therein  mentioned  is  payable  in  thirty  years  after  date 
thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan 
are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  free 
from  all  taxes.

And  Whereas^  In  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class 
the  power  and  duty  to  fix  and  collect  the  license  fees  pro- 
vided in  said  Act,  and  issue  license  tags,  and  otherwise 
perform  and  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof  are  given 
to  and  imposed  upon  Councils  of  each  of  said  cities ; 
therefore, 

Sectio^t  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  after  the 
date  of  approval  of  this  ordinance,  the  license  fee  as

as  shall  be  kept  in  a  kennel,  at  one  (1)  dollar  per  annum, 
and  for  each  unspayed  female  dog,  at  two  (2)  dollars 
per  annum.  The  fee  to  be  paid  for  each  kennel  license 
is  hereby  fixed  at  five  (5)  dollars  for  ten  dogs  or  less, 
and  ten  (10)  dollars  for  more  than  ten  dogs. 

Sect.  2.  Such  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  Bureau  of  Police,  on  forms  pre- 
pared by  the  Director  of  the  said  Department.  The  said 
Department  shall  also  furnish  with  each  license  a  metal 
tag,  as  required  by  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Sections  of  said 
Act.

To  autliorize  tlie  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  on  behalf 
of  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East

That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  a  ten-feet 
wide  drainage  street  or  passageway  southwest  of  Hunt- 
ingdon street,  between  Huntingdon  and  Cumberland 
streets,  and  extending  from  Moyer  street  to  Aramingo 
avenue,  upon  which  is  constructed  a  public  sewer:  P7'o- 
vided.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  to  enter  upon  said  strip  of  ten  feet  in  width 
along  the  line  of  the  present  sewer,  whenever  it  is  neces- 
sary, to  inspect  or  repair  the  existing  sewer,  or  to  construct 
or  maintain  a  new  sewer  in  lieu  thereof:  Provided  also. 
That  no  buildine-s,  machinery  or  internal  structures,  or 
the  foundations  for  the  same,  be  erected  over  or  in  close 
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proximity  to  tlie  present  or  any  future  sewer  on  the  line 
of  said  drainage  street  without  the  plans  first  being  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys). 

Sect.  2.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property 
throuo'h  or  under  which  said  sewer  is  now  constructed  or 
upon  which  it  abuts  shall,  within  one  year  of  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  file  an  agreement  or  bond,  satisfactory 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  agreeing  to  indemnify  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  from  all  claims  for  damages  that  may  be 
caused  or  arise  by  or  from  the  existing  or  any  new  sewer 
in  the  line  of  the  said  drainage  street,  or  by  reason  of  the 
striking  from  the  City  plan  and  vacating  said  drainage 
street  or  passageway,  and  authorizing  the  City  to  enter  , 
uf)on  the  said  strip  not  exceeding  ten  feet  in  width  for  the 
pTirpose  aforesaid  and  insuring  the  provisions  of  Section 
1  of  this  ordinance.

Granting  consent  to  the  Philadelphia  Papid  Transit  Com- 
pany to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  acting  through  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  relating 
to  an  extension  of  its  system  to  the  Hog  Island  Ship- 
yard, and  to  the  assumption  by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  of  the  financial  obligations  incurred 
therein. 

Whereas^  The  United  States  of  America,  acting 
through  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation,  has  called  upon  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  to  construct  an  extension  between  the 
Government  shipbuilding  plant,  there  being  constructed, 
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and  the  homes  of  the  workers  in  Philadelphia,  and  a  con- 
tract has  heen  agreed  npon  between  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  and  the  Emergency  Corporation 
in  form  as  follows : 

This  agreement,  made  the  day  of 

]\Iarch,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
drde  and  eighteen^  between  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  representing 
the  United  States  of  America,  hereinafter  called  the  Fleet 
Corporation,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  Corporation,  herein- 
after called  the  Transit  Company,  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas,  The  Fleet  Corporation  is  constructing  and 
will  operate  a  shipbuilding  plant  at  Hog  Island,  which  lies 
immediately  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia; 

And  Whereas^  The  exigencies  of  the  war  require  that 
this  work  of  the  construction  and  operation  shall  be  facili- 
tated in  every  possible  manner ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Transit  Company  is  operating  a 
system  of  street  railways  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  vicinitv  thereof,  which  reaches  every  part  of  the  said 

City; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  desired  and  required  that  these 
transit  lines  shall  be  extended  m  order  to  provide  direct, 
regular  and  proper  transportation  facilities  between  said 
Hog  Island  and  said  City ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Transit  Company  is  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  supply  the  capital  necessary  for  construction,  ex- 
tensions, power  and  equipment  for  the  said  line  to  meet 
the  abnormal  demand  on  account  of  the  great  number  of 
laborers  to  be  accommodated  at  Hog  Island,  now,  there- 
fore, in  order  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  situation, 
parties  hereto  agree  as  follows : 

1.  The  Transit  Company  will  forthwith  make  appli- 
cation for,  and,  if  possible,  secure  the  necessary  permits, 
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franchises  and  consents  to  enable  it  to  extend  the  double- 
track  line  to  be  operated  by  the  overhead  trolley  system 
from  its  present  tracks  at  Island  road  and  Eastwick  ave- 
nue over  and  along  Island  avenue  as  the  same  is  to  be 
extended,  opened  and  graded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
to  the  fence  enclosing  the  Hog  Island  Shipyard. 

2.  The  Transit  Company  shall,  upon  receiving  said 
permits,  franchises  and  consents,  proceed  forthwith  to 
l)uild  and  completely  finish  ready  for  operation  said  ex- 
tension of  said  double-track  line,  together  with  the  neces- 
sary additional  sub-stations,  station  equipment  and  feed- 
ers, as  well  as  necessary  car-housing  facilities  for  the 
100  cars  hereinafter  mentioned.  Transit  Company  shall 
also  install  and  construct  the  necessary  trackage  and  over- 
head equipment  in  the  terminal  itself,  to  be  located  on 
the  Fleet  Corporation's  property  outside  of  the'  fence 
bounding  the  Hog  Island  Shipyard,  permission  to  do 
which  is  hereby  given,  so  that  the  installation  of  trackage 
and  overhead  equipment  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Transit  Company  from  one  end  of  the  said  extension  to 
the  other. 

3.  The  Transit  Company  will  operate  its  said  lines 
together  with  said  double-track  line  extension  for  the  trans- 
portation of  shipyard  workers  and  others  to  and  from  Hog- 
Island  in  a  manner  adequate  to  the  demand.  This  exten- 
sion shall  be  in  operation  to  Hog  Island  as  soon  as  it  is 
possible,  and  not  later  than  July  1,  1918,  barring,  of 
course,  any  delays  due  to  interference  from  State  or 
municipal  authorities. 

4.  The  Fleet  Corporation  agrees  that  the  Transit  Com- 
pany is  entitled,  on  account  of  the  rush-hour  service  in  the 
morning  and  in  the  evening,  to  an  additional  fare,  to  be 
collected  from  the  passengers  themselves,  for  transporta- 
tion between  Hog  Island  Shipyard  and  Eastwick  avenue. 
The  Fleet  Corporation  will,  on  request  of  the  Transit 
Company,  join  in  a  request  and  petition  to  the  proper: 
public  authorities  to  establish  such  additional  fare.  So 
far  as  the  Fleet  Corporation  is  concerned,  and  can  prop- 
erly do  so,  it  authorizes  Transit  Company  to  establish  and 
collect  an  additional  fare. 
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5.  The  Transit  Company  shall  continue  to  operate 
the  extensions  on  the  conditions  above  outlined  for  the 
period  of  the  war  or  until  such  time  thereafter  as  shall  he 
nmtually  ag'reed  upon.  The  Fleet  Corporation  shall  fur- 
nish 100  cars  for  the  service  above  provided  for,  which 
said  cars  are  now  being  constructed  by  J.  G.  Brill  Com- 
pany in  accordance  with  specifications  approved  by  both 
parties  hereto.  These  cars  shall  be  used  on  the  lines  of 
the  Transit  'Company  between  Hog  Island  and  connecting 
points  with  its  elevated  and  subway  railway  on  ^larket 
street,  Philadelphia.  The  Fleet  Corporation  shall  advance 
and  pay  the  Transit  Company  the  cost  of  the  extension  of 
such  double-track  line,  sub-stations  and  equipment,  feed- 
ers and  car  housing,  the  total  cost  of  which  is  estimated 
at  $780,000,  .exclusive  of  the  cars  for  which  the  Fleet 
Corporation  is  already  bound  to  pay  said  J.  G.  Brill  Com- 
pany about  $1,300,000.  Fleet  Corporation  shall  likewise 
advance  and  pay  Transit  Company  the  cost  of  said  track- 
age and  overhead  equipment  to  be  installed  outside  of  the 
fence  of  the  shipyard.  Such  advances  and  payments  shall 
be  made  by  Fleet  Corporation  to  Transit  Company  within 
ten  days  after  vouchers  and  detailed  statements  have  been 
presented  for  materials,  and  semi-monthly  for  labor 
expenditures,  and  or,  the  Fleet  Corporation  will,  at 
Transit  Company's  request,  buy,  deliver  and  pay  for  any 
materials  necessary  for  this  work.  The  estimated  cost 
a])Ove  stated  is  understood  to  include  all  expenditures 
necessary,  of  whatever  nature  and  character,  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  rights,  consents  and  franchises  for  the  building 
and  construction  of  said  extensions  to  the  Transit  Com- 
pany's lines,  including  necessary  car  house  and  repair 
shop,  with  supply  stations,  overhead  electrical  equipment, 
and  the  like,  necessary  to  make  eifective  the  operation 
above  provided  for,  except  the  cost  of  said  trackage  and 
overhead  equipment  on  the  Fleet  Corporation's  property 
outside  of  said  fence,  which  cost  will  be  determined  when 
the  terminal  plans  are  finally  made. 

fi.  The  Fleet  Corporation,  at  its  own  cost,  shall  con- 
struct on  the  property  of  the  Fleet  Corporation  proper 
terminal   facilities,    exclusive   of   trackage   and    overhead 
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equipment  above  provided  for  outside  of  said  fence,  which 
terminal  shall  be  planned  and  arranged  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  both  parties  hereto. 

7.  After  the  completion  and  on  beginning  operation 
of  said  Transit  Company's  extension  to  Hog  Island, 
Transit  Company  shall  pay  Fleet  Corporation  semi-annu- 
ally the  interest  on  the  actual  cost^  advanced  and  paid  by 
the  Fleet  Corporation  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  that  is, 
on  the  cost  of  materials,  extension,  etc.,  estimated  at 
$780,000,  and  the  cost  of  said  trackage  and  overhead 
equipment  on  Fleet  Corporation's  property  outside  of  said 
fence,  and  the  cost  of  the  cars  amounting  to  approximately 
$1,300,000  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  pay- 
able semi-annually  during  the  operation  under  this  agree- 
ment. 

8.  The  fare  charged  to  Hog  Island  passengers,  except 
for  the  additional  fare  above  referred  to  over  the  so-called 
Hog  Island  extension,  shall  be  in  all  cases  the  same  as 
charged  to  the  public  generally,  and  they  shall  have  the 
same  transfer  privileges  on  the  lines  of  Transit  Company^ 
as  enjoyed  by  the  public  generally. 

1).  At  the  termination  of  the  operation  as  herein  pro- 
vided, appraisers  shall  be  appointed,  one  by  Fleet  Corpo- 
ration, one  by  Transit  Company,  and  these  two  shall 
appoint  a  third,  who  shall  render  an  impartial  appraisal 
of  the  value  of  said  extension  construction,  materials, 
equipment,  sub-stations,  overhead  construction,  buildings, 
and  all  other  equipment  as  herein  provided,  excepting  only 
therefrom  the  trackage  and  overhead  equipment  on  said 
Fleet  Corporation's  property  outside  of  said  fence  of  the 
shipyard,  which  is  hereby  excluded  from  any  appraisal, 
there  being  no  obligation  on  its  part  of  Transit  Company 
to  purchase  same.  Said  appraisal  shall  be  based  on  the 
value  of  the  property  and  equipment  to  the  Transit  Com- 
pany furnished  under  this  contract  for  operation  or  use 
by  the  Transit  Company  at  that  time,  no  matter  where. 
The  Transit  Company  shall  take  over  the  said  property 
and  equipment  and  reimburse  Fleet  Corporation  in  accord- 
ance "vvith  said  appraisal.     The  appraisers  shall  specify  the 
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value  of  the  said  cars  separately  and  both  parties  hereby 
reserve  the  rioht  to  decline  to  abide  bv  the  amount  of  the 
appraisal  and  to  refuse  to  bny  or  sell  the  cars  at  the 
appraised  valuation.  The  Transit  Company  shall  pay 
Fleet  Corporation  the  amount  of  the  appraisal  of  said 
property  and  equipment  (excluding  cars)  in  five  equal 
annual  installments,  together  with  interest  at  five  per 
centum  per  annum  on  all  unpaid  balances  until  the  amount 
due  is  paid  in  full.  Payments  shall  be  made  for  the  100 
cars  in  the  same  manner,  provided  the  value  fixed  by  said 
appraisal  is  acceptable  to  the  parties  hereto.  The  first  of 
said  annual  installments  with  interest  shall  be  due  one  year 
after  the  termination  of  the  war. 

10.  It  is  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  until 
the  said  sum  above  provided  for,  with  interest,  is  fully 
paid,  satisfied  and  discharged,  the  Fleet  Corporation  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  same  and  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  this  contract  shall  retain  the  title  to  the 
property  and  equipment  as  above  referred  to,  and  any 
right  or  title  thereto  acquired  by  the  Transit  Company  is 
subject  thereto.  Such  further  agreement  or  agreements, 
if  any,  desired  by  Fleet  Corporation  to  evidence  its  liens 
and  rights  hereunder,  in  connection  with  the  said  property 
and  equipment,  the  Transit  Company  shall  and  will 
execute. 

11.  A  separate  account  shall  be  kept  by  the  Transit 
Company  of  all  costs  and  expenditures  provided  for  in 
this  agreement  in  connection  with  the  installation  and 
equipment  of  the  extensions  called  for  herein,  and  the 
Fleet  Corporation  shall  have  free  access  to  said  books  and 
accounts  and  other  data  of  the  Transit  Company,  in  order 
to  determine  the  actual  cost  and  expenditures  applicable 
to  the  construction  and  equipment  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  contract.  Such  costs  and  expenditures  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  engineering  and  con- 
structing practice. 

Whereas,  The  Contract  of  duly  1,  1907,  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  requires  that  assent  of  Councils  shall  be  obtained 
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to  any  assumption  of  a  fixed  charge  by  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  or  to  any  new  issue  of  capital 
obligations,  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
CHty  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain-.  That  the  consent  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  given  to  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  to  enter  into  the  contract  here- 
inbefore recited  and  to  assume  the  financial  obligations  on 
its  part  therein  provided  for,  and  upon  the  terniination  of 
the  war  and  acquisition  of  the  said  property  in  conformity 
with  the  conditions  of  the  said  contract  to  issue  such  form 
of  obligations  for  the  amount  determined  to  be  due  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  said  property  as  the  said  United 
States  Shipping  P>oard  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  and 
the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  may  agree  upon. 

Sect.  2.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
such  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by  said 
Commission  of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the 
Public  Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  26,   1913.

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Eastwick  avenue  to  the  County  Line  at  Back  Channel, 
and  to  use  electric  motors  for  the  operation  of  the  same 
to  he  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  the  said  wires  and  the  poles  to  support  the 
same,  and  to  charge  an  additional  fare  for  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  over  and  along  said  extension. 

"Whkreas,  The  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company 
has  been  called  upon  bv  the  United  States  of  America, 
acting  through  the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  Emer- 
gencv  Fleet  Corporation,  to  make  an  extension  of  its  sys- 
tem to  Hog  Island,  which  is  being  developed  as  a  sliip- 
yard  foi-  Government  purposes  ; 

AxT)  Whereas,  The  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  has  the  right  to  make  said  extension  under 
the  provisions  of  a  supplement  to  its  charter  approved 
April  S,  1858,  upon  filing  a  notice  and  plan  of  said  exten- 
sion in  Councils  in  case  Councils  do  not  within  sixty  days, 
by  ordinance  disapprove  thereof;

charged  for  transportation  over  the  said  extension  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fare  charged  on  the  remainder  of  the  road  over 
which  the  said  cars  will  be  operated ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councih  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  West  Philadel- 
phia Passenger  Railway  Company  1)0,  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  permitted  to  extend  its  line  by  double 
track  from  a  point  of  connection  with  its  present  tracks 
at  Island  road  and  Eastwick  avenue  along  Island  road  or 
Island  avenue,  as  the  same  is  about  to  be  opened  and 
graded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  Philadelphia 
Countv  Line  at  Back  Channel,  II02:  Island,  there  to  con- 
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nect  with  an  extension  or  terminal  to  be  constnieted  on 
Hog  Island,  together  with  switches,  crossovers  and  con- 
nections ;  and  in  connection  therewith  consent  and  per-' 
mission  are  hereby  given  to  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Tran- 
sit Corapanv,  lessee,  to  construct  and  maintain  the  poles 
and  wires  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  said  line  by 
the  overhead  trolley  system,  and  so  to  operate  the  said 
line. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  is 
authorized  to  operate  the  said  line  as  a  through  route  from 
Hog  Island  to  a  point  of  connection  and  free  transfer 
with  its  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  to  charge  one  fare  of  five  cents  from  such  point 
of  connection  to  Island  road  and  Eastwick  avenue,  and 
an  additional  fare  of  five  cents  from  Island  road  and 
Eastwick  avenue  to  and  into  the  said  Hog  Island  Term- 
inal, to  wit.,  an  additional  fare  upon  the  extension  to  be 
built  hereunder.  The  right  to  charge  such  additional  fare 
shall  continue  for  the  period  of  the  war,  and  until  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  may  make  a 
further  order  after  the  termination  thereof.

for  the  purpose,  in  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
Ignited  States  Government,  or  in  such  other  obligations  of 
the  United  States  Government  as  become  payable  uucot!- 
ditionally  within  one  calendar  year  from  the  time  the 
investment  is  made. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Committee  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  when  in  the  best  judgment  of  a  majority  of 
the  Committee  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  sell 
for  cash,  or  to  exchano;e  for  securities  in  which  the  Com- 
mittee  is  authorized  to  invest  City  money,  any  of  the 
securities  purchased,  or  otherwise  acquired,  under  the 
authoritv  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Committee  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  deposit,  and  keep  deposited,  in  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  one  or  more  responsible 
trustee  depositories,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Committee,  all 
securities  purchased,  or  otherwise  acquired,  under  the 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  obtain  at  the  time  of 
each  deposit  a  receipt  from  the  trustee  depository  accu- 
rately describing  the  security  or  securities  then  deposited. 
The  term  ''trustee  depository,"  as  used  herein,  means  any 
solvent  incorporated  financial  institution  whose  main  ofiice 
is  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  having  authority  to  execute

That  Section  3  of  an  ordi- 
nance approved  the  29th  day  of  June,  1916,  entitled  ''An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans,  in 
the  sum  of  forty-two  million  four  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (42,450,797)  dol- 
lars, to  be  used  toward  the  erection  and  construction  of  the 
main  building  of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,"  etc., 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "four  per  centum"  and  inserting  the  words  "four 
and  one-half  per  centum,"  and  that  Section  4,  of  said  ordi- 
nance be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures 
"six  (6)  per  centum"  and  inserting  the  words  and  figures 
"six  and  one-half  (6^)  per  centum,"  so  that  said  sections 
shall  read  as  follows :

"Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government,  through  the 
United  States  Shipping  Board,  Emergency  Fleet  Corpo- 
ration, has  under  construction  a  large  shipbuilding  plant 
on  Hog  Island,  below  the  Philadelphia-Delaware  Countv 
line,  which  will  employ  many  thousands  of  workmen ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  proposed  to  construct  several  thou- 
sand homes  for  shipyard  workers  in  the  southern  portion 
of  West  Philadelphia; 

And  Whereas,  The  construction  of  a  new  road  partly 
over  City  property  is  essential  to  provide  means  of  com- 
munication between  West  Philadelphia  and  Hog  Island ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Officials  of  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board,  through  its  agents,  have  made  demand  upon 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  co-operation  in  the  war  crisis, 
and  have  expressed  their  intention  of  utilizing  its  powers 
under  Acts  of  Congress  to  secure  possession  at  once  of 
private  land  over  which  the  street  is  laid  out ;

And  Whereas,  It  is  contemplated  to  perfect  a  similar 
ao-reement  with  the  Frankford,  Taconv  and  Holmesburg 
Street  Railw-ays  Company  in  tl^e  near  future; 

And  Wheeeas,  The  roads  traversed  by  the  Frankford, 
Taconv  and  Holmesburg  Street  Railways  Company,  which 
are  important  routes  leading  to  shipyards  and  munition 
plants  along  the  river  engaged  in  extensive  war  work,  are

Whereas,  After  several  conferences  of  City  officials 
with  the  Capital  Issues  Committee  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Board,  it  is  believed  that  no  further  borrowing  of  money 
for  continuing  subway  work  will  be  permitted  until  after 
the  termination  of  the  war ; 

And  Whereas,  The  balance  of  funds  still  on  hand  for 
transit  work  should  be  held  to  meet  the  obliaations  of  the 
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contracts  under  City  Hall  and  the  Frankford  Elevated 
Railway  rather  than  spending  the  money  on  work  which 
can  only  be  partially  completed  at  this  time; 

And  Whekeas,  Subway  work  on  Arch  and  Locust 
streets  and  the  Thompson  street  sewer  are  in  course  of 
construction,  while  the  contracts  for  the  subway  on  Broad 
street,  immediately  north  and  south  of  Citv  Hall,  have 
never  been  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City ; 

And  Whereas,  A  continuation  of  these  contracts  would 
result  in  doins;  work  which  could  not  be  used  until  further 
large  expenditures  were  made,  thus  entailing  on  the  City 
the  expense  of  injterest  and  sinking  fund  charges  on  loans 
without  any  increase  in  transportation  facilities  or  valua- 
tions of  taxable  property  until  the  whole  system  is  com- 
pleted ;

Granting  permission  to  the  Philadelphia  Railways  Com- 
pany (successor  to  the  Southwestern  Street  Railways 
Company)  to  construct  and  operate  a  double-track  ex- 
tension of  its  present  line  over  a  private  right-of-way 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  known  as  Hog  Island  road, 
from  its  intersection  with  Penrose  Ferry  road  to  the 
County  line  at  what  is  known  as  Back  Channel;  and 
to  use  electric  motors  for  the  operation  of  the  same,  to 
be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  main- 
tain said  wires  and  poles  to  support  the  same,  and 
charge  an  additional  fare  for  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers over  and  along  said  extension. 
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Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Railways  Company  has 
been  called  upon  by  the  United  States  of  America,  acting 
through  the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation,  to  make  an  extension  of  its  system  to 
Hog  Island,  which  is  being  developed  as  a  shipyard  for 
Government  jDnrposes,  and  a  contract  has  been  agreed  upon 
between  the  Philadelphia  Railways  Company  and  the 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  under  date  of  March  27, 
1918,  to  provide  for  an  extension  of  the  said  Philadelphia 
Railways  Company's  tracks ; 

And  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  Railways  Company 
has  the  right  to  make  said  extension  under  the  provisions 
of  its  charter; 

And  Whereas,  The  plan  has  been  filed  covering  said 
route ; 

And  Whereas,  Inasmuch  as  the  service  to  be  rendered 
hereunder  is  a  special  service  confined  mainly  to  the  rush 
hours,  it  has  been  agreed  by  the  United  States,  acting  as 
aforesaid,  that  an  additional  fare  of  three  (3)  cents  should 
properly  be  charged  for  transportation  over  said  extension ; 

And  Whereas,  The  title  of  the  property  over  which 
said  extension  is  intended  to  be  constructed  rests  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  was  acquired  for  sewage  dis- 
posal' purposes ; 

And  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  com- 
pleted a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  utilization  of  this 
property  as  a  sewage  disposal  plant;  has  submitted  said 
plan  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  a  permit  has  been 
secured  from  the  Governor,  Attorney-General  and  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  said  State,  to  construct  sewage  dis- 
posal works  upon  this  property,  but  that  owing  to  the 
war  the  construction  program  will  necessarily  be  delayed ; 
therefore 

Section  1.  TJie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Philadelphia 
Railways  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
permitted  to  extend  its  line  by  double  track  from  the  point 
of  connection  with  its  present  tracks  at  Penrose  Ferry 
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road  and  the  private  right-of-way  belonging  to  the  Citv 
of  Philadelphia  known  as  Hog  Island  road,  along  said 
Hog  Island  road  to  the  County  line  at  Back  Channel,  Hog 
Island,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  heretofore  referred  to, 
there  to  connect  with  an  extension  or  terminal  to  be  con- 
structed on  Hog  Island,  together  with  switches,  cross-overs 
and  connections  and  in  connection  therewith,  consent  and 
permission  are  hereby  given  to  the  Philadelphia  Railways 
Company  to  construct  and  maintain  the  poles  and  wires 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  said  line  by  the  overhead 
trolley  system  and  so  to  operate  said  line. 

Sect.  2.  The  Philadelphia  Railways  Company  is  au- 
thorized to  operate  said  line  over  the  private  right-of-way 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  known  as  Hog  Island 
road,  from  Hog  Island  to  a  point  of  connection  with  its 
main  line  at  Penrose  Ferry  road,  as  now  constructed,  and 
to  collect  an  additional  fare  of  three  (3)  cents  from  each 
passenger  for  transportation  over  said  extension  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fare  which  the  said  Philadelphia  Railways 
Company  now  or  hereafter  may  be  authorized  to  collect. 
The  right  to  charge  such  additional  fares  shall  continue 
for  the  period  of  occupation  determined  herein  or  other- 
wise until  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsvl- 
vania  may  make  a  further  order. 

Sect.  3.  The  franchise  granted  to  the  Philadelphia 
Railways  Company  to  lay  and  operate  a  double-track  rail- 
way line  over  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
used  at  present  as  a  private  right-of-way,  together  with 
privileges  pertaining  to  such  occupation  and  operation, 
shall  terminate  and  cease  at  the  expiration  of  two  years 
after  the  termination  of  the  present  war  with  Germany, 
at  which  time,  unless  an  extension  be  granted  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  the  said  Philadelphia  Railways  Com- 
pany shall  discontinue  operation  over  the  said  Hog  Island 
extension  on  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
shall  remove  therefrom  its  tracks,  overhead  construction 
and  other  equipment,  and  restore  the  property  to  its  pres- 
ent condition.  In  default  thereof,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  have  full  right,  authority  and  power,  which 
right,  authority  and  power  is  hereby  reserved,  to  enter 
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upon  and  remove  said  tracks,  overhead  construction  and 
equipment  and  to  restore  the  property  to  its  present  con- 
dition at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  Philadelphia  Rail- 
ways Company,  if  the  said  Company  shall  fail  to  do  so 
after  sixty  days'  notice. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Philadelphia  Railways  Company 
shall  furnish  and  execute  a  hond,  in  form  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor  and  with  security  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  (7,500) 
dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carry- 
ing out  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  Philadelphia  Rail- 
ways Company  shall  default  in  its  agreement. 

Sect.  5.  It  is  hereby  understood  and  agi'eed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  such 
as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  of  the  said 
Commission  of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the 
public  service  law  approved  July  26,  1913. 

Sect.  6.  That  before  the  contract  authorized  herein 
shall  become  effective,  said  Philadelphia  Railways  Com- 
pany shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty 
(50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  oxdinance. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

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Railway  in  Broad  street,"  etc.,  by  clianging  the  rate  of 
interest  upon  said  loan  or  loans  from  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing fonr  per  centum  per  annum  to  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  per  centum,  and  increasing  the  tax 
levied  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  loan  or 
loans  from  six  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  to  six  and  one-half  per  centum. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  3  of  an  ordi- 
nance approved  the  30th  day  of  June,  19:^5,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  or  loans  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the.  sum  of  six  million  (6,- 
000,000)  dollars,  to  be  used  toward  the  construction  of  a 
Subway  Railway  in  Broad  street,"  etc.,  be,  and  the  same 
is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "four  per 
centum"  and  inserting  the  words  "four  and  one-half  per 
centum,"  and  that  Section  4  of  said  ordinance  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "six  per  centum"  and  inserting 
the  words  "six  and  one-half  per  centum,"  so  that  said  sec- 
tions shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of 
the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal 
agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates  of  the  said 
loan  shall  be  in  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lender 
may  require,  in  the  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
and  its  multiples,  in  registered  or  coupon  form,  and  it  shall 
be  expressed  in  the  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned  is  payable  in  thirty  years  after  date  thereof, 
and  that  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan  are  pay- 
able in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  free  from  all 
taxes. 

"Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  vir- 
tue of  this  ordinance,  there  is,  by  force  of  this  ordinance, 
an  annual  tax  levied  of  six  and  one-half  per  centum  on 
the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued  to  pay  the  inter- 
est, also  the  principal,  of  such  loan  within  thirty  years, 
and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to  the  Commis- 
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sioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  out  of  the  tax  so  collected,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  also  the 
principal  thereof,  within  thirty  years,  and  as  the  same  be- 
come payable.  The  appropriation  for  interest  to  be  paid 
semi-annually,  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund,  quarterly,  to  the 
said  CommicsionQrs."

trial plants  situated  on  the  lines  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  and  engaged  in  emergency  war  work, 
and  recognizing  the  inability  of  a  private  corporation  to 
provide  the  money  necessary  therefor,  has  agreed  to  ad- 
vance the  monev  on  the  terms  set  forth  in  a  contract  as  fol- 
lows :  ■" 
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Agreement  between  United  States  Housing 

Corporation  and  Philadelphia  Rapid 

Transit  Company. 

This  Agreement,  made  the  fifteenth  day  of  August, 
1918,  by  and  between  the  United  Stat^  Housing  Cor- 
poration, organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  ]^ew  York,  acting  by  authority  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  Labor  (hereinafter  called  the  Housing 
Corporation)  and  the  Phil^vdelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  (hereinafter  called  the 
Company),  witnesseth: 

Whereas,  The  Company  is  operating  a  system  of  street 
railways  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  vicinity 
thereof,  in  which  are  situated  certain  arsenals,  navy  yards, 
and/or  industries  connected  with  and  essential  to  the  Na- 
tional defense ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  the  Company  have  addi- 
tional equipment,  power  supply  and  storage  tracks  in  or- 
der properly  to  transport  the  largely  increased  number  of 
operatives  employed  in  said  arsenals,  navy  yards,  and/or 
industries,  to  and  from  their  various  places  of  employ- 
ment, in  order  that  the  production  of  such  plants  shall  not 
be  curtailed  during  the  war ;  and 

Whereas,  Although  the  Company  is  not  in  a  position  to 
supply  the  capital  necessary  for  the  construction  and  in- 
stallation of  such  additional  facilities  and  equipment  to 
meet  the  abnormal  demand  created  bv  war  conditions,  the 
Company  is  ready  and  willing  to  construct  and  install  such 
additional  facilities  and  equipment  if  the  requisite  funds 
can  be  secured,  and  to  this  end  the  Housing  Corporation 
is  willing  to  advance,  and  the  Company  is  willing  to  bor- 
row, such  funds  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  herein- 
after contained ;  and 

Whereas,   All  thincrs  necessarv  to  constitute  this  in- 
strument  a  valid,  binding,  legal  agreement  have  been  duly 
authorized,  doi^J  and  performed  by  both  parties  hereto;

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ISFow,  Theeefoee,  for  and  in  consideration  of  tlie 
premises  and  the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained,  the 
Housing  Corporation  agrees  to  advance,  and  the  Company 
agrees  to  borrow,  the  sum  of  approximately  one  million 
seven  hundred  and  forty  thousand  (1,740,000)  dollars, 
upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

1.  AuTHOEITY. 

The  Company  shall  forthwith  supply  and  make  every 
effort  to  obtain,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  any  and  all 
permits,  licenses,  franchises,  approvals  and  consents  nec- 
essary to  enable  it  to  construct,  acquire,  operate  and  main- 
tain the  facilities  hereinafter  provided  to  be  constructed, 
acquired,  ojDerated  and  maintained  by  it.  The  Housing 
Corporation,  if  the  Company  desires,  shall  support  such 
application  of  the  Company  and  do  everything  in*  its  power 
to  urge  and  secure  favorable  consideration  thereof. 

2.  Construction. 

The  Company,  upon  receiving  said  permits,  licenses, 
franchises,  approvals  and  consents,  shall  commence  imme- 
diately, and  complete  with  the  utmost  dispatch,  the  fol- 
lowing additions  to  its  facilities,  suitable  for  the  operation 
of  its  trolley  system  (hereinafter  called  the  additions),  to 
wit : 

(a)  Additional  rotary  converters  and  sub-station  equip- 
ment at  the  MifEin  Street  Sub-Station  and  the  Erie  Ave- 
nue Sub-Station  to  supply  additional  power  for  additional 
service  to  the  League  Island  Navy  Yard,  and  additional 
rotary  converters  and  sub-station  equipment  to  be  located 
in  the  Chester  district  to  supply  power  for  the  additional 
service  to  the  Baldwin,  Eddystone  and  Westinghouse  war 
industrial  plants  located  along  the  line  of  the  Chester 
Short  Line. 

(b)  Additional  direct-current  feeder  to  supply  power 
for  the  additional  service  to  the  League  Island  !N"avy 
Yard,  and  additional  direct-current  feeder  to  supply  power 
for  the  additional  service  to  the  Baldwin,  Eddystone  and 
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Westiiighonse  war  industrial  plants  located  along  the  line 
of  the  Chester  Short  Line. 

(c)  Temporary  open  storage  tracks,  required  for  the 
additional  cars  for  the  service  to  the  League  Island  IN'avy 
Yard,  and  temporary  open  storage  tracks  required  for  the 
additional  cars  for  the  service  to  the  Baldwin,  Eddystone 
and  Westinghouse  war  industrial  plants  located  along  the 
line  of  the  Chester  Short  Line. 

The  Company  shall  also,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  ex- 
ecution of  this  agreement,  place  an  order  or  orders  with 
such  car  builders  or  builder  as  the  Housing  Corporation 
may  approve  for  the  purchase  of  the  following  described 
cars  (hereinafter  called  "cars"),  title  to  which  shall  im- 
mediately vest  in  the  Housing  Corporation,  to  wit: 

Ninety  (90)  double-truck  street  railway  cars,  of  which 
sixty  (60)  are  to  be  used  in  service  to  the  League  Island 
Navy  Yard,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  cars  now  used 
upon  that  route,  and  thirty  (30)  in  service  to  the  Baldwin, 
Eddystone  and  AVestinghouse  war  industrial  plants  lo- 
cated along  the  line  of  the  Chester  Short  Line,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  cars  now  used  upon  that  line. 

All  of  the  foregoing  descriptions  are  subject  to  and  shall 
be  supplemented  by  complete  plans,  specifications,  draw- 
ings and  blueprints,  setting  forth  the  details  of  the  afore- 
said additions  and  cars  with  greater  exactitude  and  particu- 
larity, which  supplementary  documents  shall  be  submitted 
by  the  Company,  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  Housing 
Corporation.  Upon  such  submission  and  approval,  the 
said  supplementary  documents  shall  form  a  part  of  this 
agreement  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  the 
matter  therein  contained  was  herein  embodied  and  set  out 
in  full.  The  Housing  Corporation,  within  reasonable 
limits,  may  from  time  to .  time  make  such  modifications 
in  the  proposed  additions  and  cars  as  it  may  deem  advis- 
able. 

3.  Completion. 

The  facilities  and  cars  shall  be  completed  and  placed 
in  operation  as  soon  as  possible,  and  not  later  than  between 
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December  1,  1918,  and  February  1,  1919,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  any  delays  due  to  interference  from  State  or  muni- 
cipal authorities,  delays  in  delivery,  the  acts  of  God  or  the 
public  enemy,  or  such  delays  as  are  deemed  by  the  Hous- 
ing Corporation  to  be  unavoidable. 

4.  Materials. 

The  Housing  Corporation,  upon  the  request  of  the  Com- 
pany, shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  secure  priority  in  the 
delivery  of  any  materials  needed  for  the  said  additions 
and  of  said  cars. 

5.  Operation. 

Until  the  payment  of  the  advances  hereunder,  principal 
and  rent,  the  Company  shall  operate  its  lines,  together 
with  the  additions  and  cars  herein  provided,  at  its  sole  risk 
and  expense,  and  during  the  existing  war  preferential 
treatment  and  priority  of  service  as  to  schedules  and  other- 
wise shall  be  given  by  the  Company,  in  a  manner  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Housing  Corporation,  to  the  transportation  of 
employees  in  arsenals,  navy  yards  and  industries  connected 
with  and  essential  to  the  national  defense,  to  and  from 
their  places  of  employment  and  otherwise  over  and  by  all 
properties  of  the  Company,  and  such  preference  and 
priority  shall  likewise  be  given  to  such  other  service  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Housing  Corporation  is  entitled 
thereto,  in  furtherance  of  the  efficient  prosecution  of  the 
war.  In  the  event  that  this  section  or  any  section  taken  by 
virtue  of  it  shall  be  challenged  in  any  way,  the  Company 
shall  maintain  and  uphold  the  legalitj^  of  the  full  and  com- 
plete preference  and  priority  of  service  during  the  war, 
as  herein  provided,  and  shall  act  accordingly,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Pennsyl- 
vania or  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  in  that 
event  the  Company  shall  give  as  complete  preference  and 
priority  as  is  legally  possible  under  such  order. 

The  additions  and  cars  shall  be  operated  and  maintained 
by  the  Company  in  all  respects  as  other  similar  integral 
parts  of  the  Company's  railway  system  and  without  dis- 
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crimination  as  to  fares  charged,  transfer  privileges  granted 
or  otherwise. 

6.  Accounts  axd  Inspection". 

A  separate  account  shall  be  kept  by  the  Company,  in 
accordance  with  Interstate  Commerce  classification,  of  all 
costs  and  expenditures  provided  for  in  this  agreement  in 
connection  with  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  said 
additions  and  the  acquisition  of  said  cars,  and  the  said 
Housing  Corporation  shall  have  full  and  free  access  to 
the  books  of  account  and  other  data  of  the  Company  at  all 
times  in  order  to  deterniine  the  cost  and  expenditures  ap- 
plicable to  such  construction  and  operation,  and  may  pro- 
vide such  audit  and  check  upon  such  expenditures  as  it 
may  deem  advisable.  All  such  account  books  and  data 
shall  be  retained  until  the  payments  herein  provided  to 
be  made  by  the  Company  are  completed. 

7.  Maintenance  and  Insurance. 

The  Company  at  all  times,  until  the  payment  of  the  ad- 
vances, principal  and  rent,  shall  keep  the  said  additions 
and  cars  and  all  parts  thereof  and  any  replacements  of 
any  parts  thereof  in  good  and  efficient  repair  and  con- 
dition, and  shall  replace  all  loss  due  to  any  causes 
whatsoever,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  excepted,  or  at  its 
option  shall  pay  to  the  Housing  Corporation  the  original 
actual  cost  thereof,  and  shall  pay  all  taxes,  rates,  levies 
and/or  asessments  thereon  or  in  connection  therewith,  or 
the  operation  thereof. 

At  its  sole  expense  it  shall  acquire  and  maintain  on  all 
of  the  additions  and  cars  fire  and  other  customary  insur- 
ance, in  an  amount  equal  to  their  full  value  as  an  insur- 
able risk  and  always  in  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  advances,  such  insurance  to  be  pay- 
able to  the  Housing  Corporation,  as  its  interest  may  ap- 
pear, it  being  understood  and  agreed,  however,  that  in 
the  case  of  loss  and  damage  by  fire,  the  money  received 
from  such  insurance,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary, shall  be  made  available  to  the  Company,  if  and  as 
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the  said  Company  shall  replace  and  restore  the  additions 
and/ or  cars  so  damaged  to  a  condition  quantitatively  and 
qnalitatively  equal  to  its  condition  before  such  loss  or 
damage. 

In  the  event  of  default  by  the  Company  in  the  payment 
of  any  tax,  assessment  charge  or  levy  or  insurance  premium 
provided  to  he  paid  hereunder  by  it,  the  Housing  Corpo- 
ration, at  its  option,  may  pay  the  same,  in  which  event 
the  Plousing  'Corporation  shall  add  the  amount  of  any 
such  item,  as  a  present  due  amount,  to  the  princijial  of  the 
advances  provided  to  be  made  and  secured  hei;eunder,  and, 
on  payment  thereof,  shall  also  be  subrogated  to  any  lien 
therefor  provided  by  law. 

8.  Amount  of  Advances. 

The  Housing  Corporation  shall  make  available  to  the 
Company,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth,  a  sum 
(hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  called  the  advances)  suf- 
ficient to  meet  the  actual  cost,  as  hereinafter  defined,  of 
acquiring  and  installing  the  additions  and  cars,  which 
cost,  it  is  estimated,  will  be  approximately  one  million 
seven  hundred  and  forty  thousand  (1,740,000)  dollars, 
consisting  of  the  following  items :

The  Housing  Corporation,  however,  reserves  the  right, 
at  any  time,  as  the  need  for  such  increases  or  diminution 
may,  in  its  sole  judgment,  require,  to  increase  or  diminish 
within  reasonable  limits  the  total  amount  to  be  advanced 
by  it  hereunder,  and  to  apportion  or  reapportion  the  same 


among  the  different  items. 
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•9.  Cost. 

The  actual  cost  of  tlie  additions  and  cars  sliall  embrace 
the  following  items  when,  if  and  as  thev  are  approved  by 
the  Housing  Corporation : 

/;/  ihe  case  of  the  cars: 

The  sum  of  money  expended  for  the  purchase  of  said 
cars  and  their  delivery  f.  o.  b.  the  Company. 

In  the  case  of  the  additions: 

(a)  Any  expenditures  necessitated  by  or  incidental  to 
the  acquisition  of  the  permits,  franchises,  consents  and 
approvals  hereinafter  provided  for. 

(b)  The  purchase  price  of  all  material  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  additions,  f.  o.  b.  point  of  construction 
or  delivery  to  the  Company. 

(c)  The  compensation  paid  agents  and  employees  of 
the  Company  other  than  its  officers,  pro-rating  part  time, 
or  paid  any  contractor  or  sub-contractor  for  work  neces- 
sarily incident  to  the  construction  of  such  additions  dur- 
ing the  term  the  same  is  in  the  course  of  construction 
(hereinafter  called  the  construction  period). 

(d)  The  cost  of  fire,  employers'  liability,  compensation 
'Or  other  insurance  during  the  construction  period  in  insti- 
tutions approved  by  the  Housing  Corporation. 

(e)  Any  additional  item  or  items,  such  as  rent  paid  by 
the  Company  to  the  Housing  Corporation  during  the  con- 
struction period  which  the  Housing  Corporation,  at  the 
termination  of  the  construction  period,  may,  in  its  sole 
judgment,  approve  in  writing  as  proper  to  include  therein. 

It  is  expressly  understood  that  the  Company,  on  its 
part,  is  to  do  whatever  is  required  from,  or  by,  or  through 
it  at  cost,  Avithout  profit  or  commission.  jSTo  general  over- 
head expenses  or  allowances  or  legal  fees  shall  be  included 
in  the  said  actual  cost. 

10.  Manistee  of  Advances. 

The  advances  shall  be  made  by  the  Housing  Corporation 
on  presentation  and  approval  of  a  proper  voucher  and

requisition,  together  with  the  bills  of  lading,  certificates, 
abstracts  of  payroll,  or  other  documents  duly  approved  by 
the  Company,  showing  the  amount  paid  or  payable  by  the 
Company,  and  evidencing  the  reason  and  cause  for  the 
same,  all  to  be  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  Housing 
Corporation. 

Upon  the  approval  by  the  Housing  Corporation  of  such 
voucher  and  requisition,  the  amount  set  out  m  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Company  within  ten  days  after  re- 
ceipt and  approval  thereof.  The  Honsing  Corporation 
however,  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  make  any  such 
payments  for  cars  or  material  purchased  directly  to  the 
person  or  corporation  to  which  the  Company  is  indebted 
for  such  cars  or  material. 

11.  Title. 

It   is   understood   and   agreed   that,    regardless    of   the 
ao-encv,  method   or  manner   of  the   advances,   purchases, 
construction  or  operation  herein,  and  notwithstanding  the 
delivery  to  and  possession  of  said  Company,  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  parties  hereto  that  until  the  said  advances  and 
rent  are  fully   paid,    satisfied   and   discharged,    and   the 
terms    covenants  and  conditions  hereof  fully  performed, 
the  Housing  Corporation  shall  have  and  retain  title  to  the 
said  additions  and  cars  and  any  right  or  interest  therein 
or  thereto,  or  in  or  to  any  part  thereof,  acquired  or  exer- 
cised by  the  Company,  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  such 
full  payment  of  the  advances  and  rent  and  such  perform- 
ance of  the  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  agree- 
ment, anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

12.  FuKTHEK  Assurances. 

The  Company  shall  execute  such  further  agreement  or 
ao-reements  and/or  execute  such  further  instruments  as 
n?ay  be  desired  by  the  Housing  Corporation  to  evidence 
its  Utles,  liens  and  rights  hereunder. 

13.  Security. 

The  Companv  represents  and  warrants  that  it  has  au- 
thorized $30,000,000  capital  stock,  of  which  $29,991,660 
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has  been  paid  into  its  treasury  in  casli,  and  tliat  its  state- 
ment and  accounts  made  up  at  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year, 
June  30,  1918,  show  a  credit  to  surplus  of  $4,884,077.64 
(out  of  which  a  dividend  disbursement  of  two  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  or  $749,645,  has  since  been  made).  The 
Company's  funded  debt  consists  of  an  issue  of  $5,000,000 
collateral  trust  bonds  dated  December  15,  1908,  of  which 
there  are  issued  and  outstanding  at  the  present  time 
$4,731,000,  and  an  issue  of  $10,000,000  of  bonds  secured 
by  the  equity  in  the  Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger 
Railway  Company  and  guaranteed  by  the  Union  Traction 
Company,  dated  March  1,  1912,  of  which  there  are  issued 
and  outstanding  $9,924,000: 

Until  the  entire  amount  of  the  advances  made  by  the 
Housing  Corporation  hereunder  shall  have  been  fully  re^ 
paid  by  the  Company,  principal  and  rent,  the  Company 
covenants  and  agTees  that  it  will  not  cause  or  suffer  any 
additional  mortgage  or  other  lien  or  encumbrance  of  any 
kind  to  be  placed  upon  any  of  the  property  and  assets  of 
the  Company,  and  will  not  issue  any  further  obligations 
of  the  Company,  secured  by  an  existing  mortgage  or  lien 
of  any  sort,  without  making  adequate  provision  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Housing  Corporation  for  the  equal  security 
thereunder  of  the  amount  of  the  advances  made  hereunder, 
principal  and  rent,  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  apply  to  refunding  operations  whereby  the 
principal  amount  of  the  Company's  present  indebtedness 
secured  by  mortgage,  lien  or  other  encumbrances  be  not 
increased,  nor  to  mortgages,  liens  or  encumbrances  made 
or  enlarged  by  the  Company  in  order  to  furnish  security 
for  its  average  normal  yearly  capital  requirements  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  the  normal  growth  of  its  business  and 
svstem,  estimated  as  of  the  date  hereof  to  be  not  in  excess 
of  two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars  per  year, 

14.  Recoedixg  and  Xotice. 

Immediately  after  the  execution  of  this  agreement,  the 
Company  shall  record  and  file  these  presents  and  shall  do 
such  other  things  as  shall  be  reasonably  deemed  necessary 
and  expedient  by  the  Housing  Corporation  for  the  full 
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and  complete  protection  of  its  riglit,  title  and/or  interest 
in  the  said  additions  and  cars,  and  shall  furnish  evidence 
to  the  Housing  Corporation  of  such  recording  and  filing 
and  of  such  other  things  done.  The  Company  shall  like- 
wise file  and  record  and  take  such  other  action  from  time 
to  time  and  furnish  similar  evidence  to  the  Housing  Cor- 
poration relative  to  any  additional  instruments  which  may 
be  requested  of  it  from  time  to  time  hereunder,  in  order 
more  fully  to  evidence  and  preserve  the  rights  of  the  PIous- 
ing  Corporation.  The  Company  shall  further^  from  time 
to  time,  as  by  law  required,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
•said  right,  title  and/or  interest  of  the  Housing  Corpora- 
tion re-record  and  re-file  any  and  all  of  such  instruments. 
The  Company  shall  also  as  and  if  the  same  is  required  by 
law  cause  notation  to  be  made  on  said  record  from  time 
to  time  of  the  payment  of  any  part  or  parts  of  the  advances 
hereunder,  as  the  same  shall  take  place. 

Upon  shipment  of  the  said  cars  a  metal  plate  bearing 
the  words  "United  States  Housing  Corporation,  Owners," 
in  plain  letters,  shall  be  permanently  and  securely  placed 
and  fastened  upon  each  side  of  each  car  in  such  manner 
as  to  be  readily  visible.  In  case  any  of  such  plates  or  any 
of  such  marks  shall  at  any  time  be  removed,  defaced,  or 
destroyed,  the  Company  shall  and  will  immediately  re- 
store or  replace  the  same  so  that  all  of  such  cars  and  all 
of  any  cars  replacing  any  of  the  same  shall  always  be 
marked  plainly  on  both  sides  with  the  name  "United  States 
Housing  Corporation,  Owners."  The  Company  shall  not 
allow  the  name  of  any  person,  association  or  corporation 
to  be  placed  upon  any  of  said  cars  which  might  reasonably 
be  interpreted  as  a  claim  of  ownership  thereof  by  the 
Company. 

15.  Default. 

The  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the 
cars  and  additions  at  all  times  during  the  life  of  this 
agreement,  so  long  as  it  shall  observe  the  conditions  and 
obliga-tions  hereof,  but  on  default  in  due  payment  or  per- 
formance, as  in  this  agreement  provided,  the  Housing  Cor- 
poration shall  have  the  right  at  its  option  to  possess  itself 
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•of  the  additions  and  cars,  and  on  demand  by  the  Honsing 
Corporation  the  Company  shall  surrender  to  it  the  title 
and  possession  to  all  the  permits,  franchises,  licenses,  ap- 
provals and  consents  necessary  or  convenient  in  and  to 
the  ownership  and  operation  of  the  additions  and  cars, 
and  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  retain  all  payments 
which  up  to  that  time  may  have  been  made  on  account 
of  the  additions  and  cars  and  shall  be  entitled  to  collect, 
receive  and  retain  all  unpaid  mileage  or  per  diem  charges 
earned  by  the  cars ;  and  pending  any  scale  of  the  addi- 
tions and  cars  the  Housing  Corporation  may  lease  or 
operate  or  cause  the  same  to  be  operated,  and  receive  and 
retain  any  and  all  proceeds  from  such  lease  or  such  opera- 
tions. Upon  such  default  the  Company  agrees  to  relin- 
quish all  claims  or  rights  in  and  to  the  additions  and  cars 
and  franchises,  and  will  certify  to  that  fact  in  writing  at 
the  request  of  the  Housing  Corporation.  The  Housing 
Corporation  shall,  upon  application  to  any  court  of  equity 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  be  entitled  to  a  decree 
against  the  Company  requiring  specific  performance 
iereof. 

If  the  Company  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  make  de- 
fault, or  refuse,  neglect  or  omit  for  any  period  exceeding- 
ten  days,  to  make  any  payments  of  rent  or  principal  as 
herein  provided,  according  to  the  tenor  hereof,  or  shall 
refuse  or  fail  to  keep  or  perform  any  of  the  covenants  or 
stipulations  contained  herein,  on  its  part  to  be  kept  and 
performed,  or  in  case  proceedings  shall  be  commenced 
against  the  Company  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver, 
or  for  the  foreclosure  of  any  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  or 
should  the  Company  make  default  in  any  of  the  payments 
required  to  be  made  under  any  of  its  car  trust  leases,  con- 
ditional sales  agreements,  contracts  or  obligations,  or  in 
the  case  of  the  institution  of  any  proceedings  either  at  law 
or  in  equity,  whereby  the  control  or  owmership  of  its  cars, 
equipment,  railway  property  or  franchises,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may  be  affected  or  disturbed,  then  and  in  any  of 
such  events  the  Housing  Corporation  may,  at  its  option, 
declare  due  the  amount  of  all  advances  made  by  it  here- 
under, principal  and  rent,  and  take  such  remedies  for  the 
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collection  thereof  as  are  reserved  to  it  hereunder  or  as  it 
would  have  in  law  or  in  equity.  Upon  such  default  made^ 
the  Housing  Corporation  may  sell  the  additions,  cars- 
and/or  franchises,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
either  at  public  auction  or  private  sale,  or  sales,  with  or 
without  notice,  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  expedient 
and  beneficial  to  the  parties  hereto,  and  after  deduction 
of  all  expenses  of  such  sale,  and  of  possessing  itself  of 
such  additions  and  cars,  and  of  all  moneys  paid  for  taxes,, 
assessments,  insurance  and  charges  of  every  sort  by  it, 
and  of  all  charges  of  every  kind  and  nature  against  said 
property  which  in  its  judgment  are  proper  to  be  paid,  and 
all  expenses,  including  attorneys'  and  counsels'  fees,  the 
net  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  shall  belong  to  the 
Housing  Corporation.  If  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall 
be  insufficient  to  repay  the  unpaid  and  outstanding  amount 
of  such  advances  and  rent,  the  Company  shall  be  and  re- 
main liable  for  such  deficiency,  it  being  expressly  under- 
stood that  such  sale  shall  in  no  way  prejudice  any  right 
or  cause  of  action  of  the  Housing  Corporation  under  this- 
agreement. 

The  remedies  herein  created  in  favor  of  the  Housing 
Corporation  shall  not  be  deemed  exclusive  or  repugnant, 
but  shall  be  cumulative  and  supplementary^  to  each  other 
and  to  all  other  remedies  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  in 
favor  of  the  Housing  Corporation.  In  the  event  of  sale^ 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  Housing  Corporation  may,, 
if  it  so  elects,  become  the  purchaser  thereof. 

16.  Kent. 

Until  the  advances  have  been  completely  repaid  the 
Company  shall  pay  rent  to  the  Housing  Corporation  semi- 
annually, proportioned  so  as  to  yield  and  return  five  per 
cent  (5%)  per  annum  upon  the  amount  advanced  by  the 
Housing  Corporation  and  at  any  given  time  outstanding 
hereunder.  Rent  shall  begin  to  accrue  upon  the  property 
acquired  or  created  by  the  expenditures  of  the  various  in- 
stalments of  the  advances  from  the  several  dates  that  such 
instalments  are  made  available  to  or  payments  are  made 
for  the  Company  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  such  rental 
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shall  be  similarly  proportioned  to  the  amount  of  the  ad- 
vances. 

17.  Excess  War  Cost. 

On  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Housing  Corporation,  not 
more  than  three  years  or  less  than  one  year  after  the  close 
of  the  present  war,  as  proclaimed  by  the  President,  an 
appraisal  shall  be  had  of  the  additions  and  cars  acquired 
or  created  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  in  order  to  fix 
their  then  fair  value,  hereinafter  called  the  fixation  value. 
In  determining  the  said  fixation  value  the  appraisers  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  then  reproduction  cost  of  the 
additions  and  cars,  new,  and  the  then  necessity,  advantage 
or  detriment  of  the  additions  and  cars  to  their  continued 
operation  by  the  Company  in  their  then  or  other  locations 
and  service.  The  question  whether  or  not  depreciation 
shall  be  taken  into  account  in  the  determination  of  the 
fixation  value  shall  be  left  to  the  appraisers,  and  their 
decision  shall  depend  upon  whether  or  not,  and  to  what 
extent,  they  may  deem  it  a  Governmental  cost  occasioned 
by  war  necessity,  and  that  in  turn  shall  depend  upon 
whether,  and  to  what  extent,  the  additions  and  cars  have 
in  actual  practice  proved  a  benefit  to  the  Company  during 
the  war  period  and  until  the  date  of  the  appraisal.  In  no 
event  shall  the  fixation  value  exceed  the  aggregate  amount 
of  the  advances  hereunder. 

If  the  fixation  value  of  the  additions  and  cars  as  so 
ascertained  shall  be  less  than  the  actual  cost  thereof  as 
hereinbefore  defined,  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  abate 
the  principal  amount  of  its  loan  in  favor  of  the  Company 
by  deducting  from  the  final  payment  instalment  or  instal- 
ments hereinafter  provided  for  an  amount  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  said  actual  cost  of  the  additions  and 
cars  and  the  fixation  value  with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 
(5%)  upon  such  difference  from  the  time  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  said  appraisal,  to  be  known  as  the  excess  war 
cost. 

The  Housing  Corporation  reserves  the  right  to  reject 
the  appraisal  of  any  or  all  cars,  and  in  the  event  of  such 
rejection  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  retain  the  cars 
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whose  appraisal  lias  been  rejected  free  and  clear  of  all 
riglit,  title  or  interest  of  the  Companv  in  and  to  the  said 
cars  and  free  and  clear  of  all  encnmbrances  and  charo'es 
of  every  sort  and  nature,  the  discharge  from  which  the 
Company  shall  obtain  and  warrant  at  the  time  of  the  re- 
jection. In  the  event  of  any  such  rejection  or  rejections 
the  actual  cost  of  the  car  or  cars  so  rejected  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  principal  of  the  loan  of  the  Housing-  Cor- 
poration to  the  Company,  and  shall  not  be  included  or 
considered  in  determining  the  excess  war  cost. 

18.  Appraisal. 

Said  appraisal  shall  be  made  b}^  five  (5)  disinterested 
appraisers  conversant  with  transportation  values,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  Housing  Corporation,  two 
by  the  Company,  and  a  fifth  by  the  four  so  chosen.  If,  for 
any  reason,  either  party  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
notice,  fail  to  appoint  the  appraisers  on  its  part  to  be  ap- 
pointed, such  appraisers  may  be  designated  by  the  then 
Secretary  of  Labor,  in  such  parties'  place  and  stead,  to  act 
for  the  party  so  in  default.  In  the  event  that  within 
thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  last  of  the  first 
four  appraisers  chosen,  the  said  four  cannot  agree  upon 
a  fifth  to  complete  their  number,  such  fifth  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  then  Secretary  of  Labor.  The  decision  of 
a  majority  of  the  five  (5)  appraisers  thus  chosen  shall  be 
binding  upon  both  the  Housing  Corporation  and  the  Com- 
pany. All  decisions  of  the  appraisers  shall  be  reduced  ta 
writing  and  a  signed  copy  thereof  delivered  to  each  of  the 
parties.  The  expense  of  the  appraisal  shall  be  borne 
equally  by  tlie  parties  hereto. 

19.  Repayment. 

The  Company  shall  at  all  times,  until  the  payment  of 
the  advances  and  rent  herein  provided,  be  privileged  to 
anticipate  payment  of  all  or  any  part  thereof,  principal 
and  rent. 

The  Company  shall  pay  to  the  Housing  Corporation  the 
amount  of  the  advances,  less  anticipated  payments,  if  any, 
and  less  the  actual  cost  of  any  car  or  cars,  the  appraisal  of 
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wliicli  lias  been  rejected  by  the  Housing  Corporation,  in  five 
(5)  annnal  instalments,  the  first  instalment  of  which  shall 
be  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent.  (15%)  of  the  total  advances 
made  as  reduced  b_v  such  deduction,  if  any,  to  be  paid 
three  (3)  months  after  the  complete  results  of  the  herein- 
before-mentioned appraisal,  reduced  to  writing,  shall  have 
been  signed,  submitted  and  accepted  by  both  parties,  but 
in  no  event  later  than  six  (6)  months  after  the  date  fixed 
by  the  Housing  Corporation  for  the  commencement  of  the 
said  appraisal.  The  balance  shall  be  paid  in  four  equal 
annual  instalments.  The  excess  war  cost,  if  any,  shall  be 
reserved  and  charged  off  against  the  final  repayment,  in- 
stalment or  instalments,  provided  all  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  of  this  agreement  have  been  duly  and  fully 
performed. 

20.  Passage  of  Title. 

Upon  full  and  final  payment  by  the  Company  of  the 
advances  and  rents,  in  the  manner  and  form  herein  pro- 
vided, and  upon  performance  by  the  Company  of  all  the 
terms,  covenants  and  conditions  herein  contained,  the  title 
to  the  cars  and  additions  shall  pass  to  and  vest  in  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  thereupon  exe- 
cute at  the  expense  of  the  Company  any  bill  of  sale  or  other 
instrument  which  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  Com- 
pany as  evidence  of  its  title  to  the  additions  and  cars  and 
of  its  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

21.  ISToN-PARTICIPATION    OF    OFFICIALS. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that  no  member  of  or  delegate  to 
Congress  or  resident  commissioner,  or  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States,  is  or  shall  be  admitted,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  to  any  share  or  part  of  this  agreement, 
or  to  any  benefit  that  might  arise  therefrom,  but  this  ar- 
ticle shall  not  apply  to  this  agreement  in  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  within  the  operation  or  exception  of  Sec- 
tion 116  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1909 
(35  Stat.,  1109),  or  of  Section  1  of  the  Housing  Act,  ap- 
proved May  16,  1918. 
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22.  Right  to  Tka^tsfer  or  Encumber. 

Neither  this  agreement,  nor  any  interest  therein,  shall 
be  assigned  or  transferred  by  the  Company. 

23.  Settlement  of  Disputes. 

This  agreement  shall  be  interpreted  as  a  whole,  and  the 
intent  of  the  whole  instrument,  rather  than  the  interpreta- 
tion of  any  special  clause,  shall  govern.  If  any  doubts 
or  disputes  shall  arise  as  to  the  meaning,  interpretation 
or  effect  of  this  agreement,  or  any  of  its  provisions,  cove- 
nants, restrictions  or  limitations,  or  of  other  instruments 
herein  referred  to,  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  promptly 
referred  to  and  be  determind  by  a  Board,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  three  persons  to  be  appointed — one  by  the  Com- 
pany, one  by  the  Housing  Corporation  and  a  third  by  the 
two  so  appointed.  The  findings  and  determination  of  the 
Board,  made  by  a  majority  thereof,  shall  be  conclusive 
and  binding  upon  both  parties:  Provided,  however.  That 
if  either  party  shall  deem  itself  aggrieved  by  any  decision 
so  made  and  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Board 
herein  provided  within  one  week  after  the  said  Board's 
decision,  the  said  Board  shall  submit  the  matter  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  whose  decision  thereupon  shall  be  final 
and  binding  upon  both  parties  hereto. 

24.  Warranty  Against  Commissions. 

The  Company  expressly  warrants  that  the  Company 
has  employed  no  third  person  to  solicit  or  obtain  this  agree- 
ment, or  to  cause  or  procure  the  same  to  be  obtained  upon 
compensation  in  any  way  contingent  in  whole  or  in  part 
upon  such  procurement,  and  that  the  Company  has  not 
paid  or  promised  or  agreed  to  pay  to  any  third  person,  in 
consideration  of  such  procurement  or  in  compensation  for 
ser\'ices  in  connection  therewith,  any  brokerage,  commis- 
sion or  percentage,  upon  the  amount  receivable  by  the 
Company  hereunder;  and  that  the  Company  has  not,  in 
estimating  or  fixing  the  estimated  cost  herein,  included 
any  sum  by  reason  of  any  such  brokerage,  commission,  or 
percentage;  and  that  all  moneys  payable  to  the  Company 
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hereunder  are  free  from  obligation  to  any  other  person  for 
services  rendered,  or  supposed  to  have  been  rendered,  in 
the  procurement  of  this  agreement.  The  Company  further 
agrees  that  any  breach  of  this  warranty  shall  constitute  a 
substantial  breach  of  this  agreement,  with  all  the  conse- 
quences and  incidents  hereinbefore  provided  as  resulting 
from  such  breach. 

25.  Definition. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  wherever  the  word 
"Housing  Corporation"  is  used  herein,  the  same  shall 
be  construed  to  include  its  president  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity, and  its  or  his  duly  appointed  representatives  or 
successors,  and  the  word  "Company"  as  used  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  include  its  duly  authorized  and  appointed 
representatives,  successors  and  subsidiary  companies. 

In  Witness  Wheeeof,  The  Housing  Corporation  and 
the  Company  have  caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed 
in  triplicate  in  their  respective  corporate  names  by  their 
respective  presidents  and  to  have  affixed  thereunto  their 
respective  corporate  seals,  duly  attested,  the  day  and  year 
first  above  written.

KE  ORDIISrANCE 

Regulating  stop-cocks  and  service  boxes  on  private  water 

pipes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  every  private  pipe 
conveying  water  from  the  mains  to  the  property  of  con- 
sumers shall  be  provided  with  a  stop-cock,  which  shall  be 
protected  and  made  accessible  by  a  service  box.  Stop- 
cocks shall  be  located,  when  possible,  under  the  footway 
at  or  near  the  curb  line,  or  if  such  a  location  is  not  feas- 
ible, at  a  point  to  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Water. 
Stop-cocks  shall  be  of  the  highest  grade  commercially  ob- 
tainable, and  shall  conform  to  Bureau  of  Water  specifica- 
tions to  be  established  therefor.  Service  boxes  shall  be 
suitable  to  prevent  damage  to  the  stop-cock  and  render  the 
stop-cock  accessible  for  operation,  and  shall  be  sufficient 
to  protect  the  public  from  injury.  Service  boxes  shall  be 
of  terra  cotta,  iron,  or  a  combination  of  masonry  base  and 
iron  top,  and  shall  conform  with  Bureau  of  Water  speci- 
fications to  be  established  therefor. 
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Sect.  2.  Eacli  private  pipe  laid  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  equipped  with  a  stop-cock  and 
service  box  as  herein  provided. 

Sect.  3.  Private  pipes  laid  before  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and  not  equipped  with  stop-cocks  and  service 
boxes  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  so  equipped  when  the 
following  conditions  are  found  to  exist: 

1.  When  a  private  pipe  does  not  have  a  stop-cock. 

2.  When  the  stop-cock  on  a  private  pipe  is  inadequate 
to  shut  off  the  water  from  the  property. 

3.  When  the  service  box  on  a  private  pipe  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  protect  the  public  from  injury,  or  has  failed  to 
render  the  stop-cock  accessible  for  operation,  in  which  case 
the  service  box  only  need  be  renewed :  Provided,  The  stop- 
cock is  adequate  to  shut  off  the  water  from  the  property. 

4.  When,  because  of  the  terms  of  any  other  ordinance, 
the  private  pipe  in  the  roadway  is  renewable  from  the 
main  to  the  stop-cock. 

Owners  of  private  pipes  shall  make  the  renewals  or 
changes  herein  required  at  their  own  expense  within  ten 
days'after  notice  to  that  effect  is  served  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  4.  Should  the  owner  or  owners  of  a  private  pipe 
fail  to  comply  with  the  notice  called  for  in  Section  3  of 
this  ordinance  within  the  ten  days  specified,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  shall  serve  a  second  notice,  and 
charge  for  the  expense  thereof  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dol- 
lars, which  sum  shall  be  added  to  the  next  bill  for  water 
rendered  to  the  premises  served  by  the  private  pipe. 
Should  the  second  notice  be  without  effect  at  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  days  after  its  service,  the  premises  served  by 
the  private  pipe  shall  be  deprived  of  water  until  the  re- 
newals or  changes  required  are  made,  and  all  expenses  in- 
cidental to  shutting  off  and  turning  on  the  water  are  paid.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  lay  water  pipe  in  Bonnafon 
street,  from  Dicks  avenue  to  Elmwood  avenue,  and  from 
Greenway  avenue  to  Upland  street;  Fairhill  street,  from 
Oregon  avenue  to  Johnston  street;  Felton  street,  from 
Chelwynde  avenue  to  Dicks  avenue ;  Hobson  street,  from 
Dicks  avenue  to  Buist  avenue ;  Nixon  street,  from  end  of 
City  main  to  northwest  about  one  thousand  two  hundred 
feet ;  Pershing  street,  from  Dicks  avenue  to  Elmwood  ave- 
nue ;  Ramona  street,  from  Adams  road  to  Foulkrod  street ; 
Sixty-eighth  street,  from  Dicks  avenue  to  Buist  avenue; 
Sixty-seventh  street,  from  Buist  avenue  to  Dicks  avenue;

have  to  be  given  notice  by  the  City  of  its  intention  to 
withdraw  the  loan  and  transfer  agency  from  the  last-men- 
tioned bank,  which  agency  the  Philadelphia  ISTational 
Bank  desires  to  accept  upon  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  those  under  which  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics' 
National  Bank  has  heretofore  been  actino;:

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  after  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance  the  Philadelphia  National  Bank 
shall  be,  and  it  is  hereby  substituted  for  the  Farmers' 
and  Mechanics'  National  Bank  and  appointed  as  the  loan 
and  transfer  agent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  all 
bonds,  certificates  of  loan  or  other  forms  of  the  evidence 
of  the  City's  indebtedness  shall  be  signed  by  the  president, 
a  vice-president,  the  cashier,  an  assistant  cashier,  or  any 
two  of  them,  and  the  transfer  officer  of  the  said  bank,  and 
coufitersig-ned  by  the  City  Controller.  The  Philadelphia 
National  Bank  shall  keep  all  the  books  of  loans  and  papers 
relating  thereto,  and  shall  perform  all  the  other  duties  and 
requirements  of  such  loan  and  transfer  agent  as  now  pre- 
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scribed  by  law  or  ordinance  in  all  respects  and  subject  to 
the  same  conditions  as  they  have  heretofore  been  con- 
ducted and  performed  by  the  former  loan  and  transfer 
agent,  and  shall  have  the  like  rights,  powers  and  au- 
thority in  the  premises ;  and  all  acts  done,  either  by  the 
Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  Xational  Bank  or  by  the  Phila- 
delphia  iSTational  Bank  as  such  transfer  agent  since  the 
thirty-first  day  of  August,  1918,  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

Sect.  2.  The  compensation  of  the  Philadelphia  Na-

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  relating  to,  or  providing  for, 
the  duties,  functions  or  powers  of  the  loan  and  transfer 
agent  or  agency  of  the  City  are  to  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect,  save  insofar  as  they  may  be  inconsistent  here- 
with, to  wdiich  extent  they  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  Under  a  contract  of  August  15,  1918,  to 
which  this  agreement  is  supplementary,  the  Housing  Cor- 
poration advanced  to  the  Company  the  sum  of  one  mil- 
lion seven  hundred  and  forty  thousand  (1,740,000)  dol- 
lars, for  the  purpose  of  improving  service  to  Government 
plants,  particularly  to  the  League  Island  Navy  Yard ;  and 

Whereas,  The  parties  hereto  have  agreed  upon  further 
advances  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  as  a  consideration 
therefor  the  Company,  upon  the  request  of  the  Housing 
Corporation,  has  agi'eed  as  hereinafter  in  Paragraph  3  set 
forth  to  furnish  the  security  therein  described  for  the- 
performance  on  its  part  of  the  contract  of  August  15th  as- 
well  as  of  this  contract,  and  to  modify  the  terms  of  said 
contract  of  August  15th  as  hereinafter  provided;  and 

Whereas,  All  things  necessary  to  constitute  this  instru- 
ment a  valid,  binding,  legal  agreement  have  been  dulj 
authorized,  done  and  performed  by  both  parties  hereto ; 
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N'ow,  Theeefoee,  For  and  in  consideration  of  the 
premises  and  the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained,  the 
Housing  Corporation  agrees  to  advance,  and  the  Com- 
pany agrees  to  borrow,  the  sum  of  approximately  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  thousand  (544,000)  dollars  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  set  forth. 

1.  Amount  of  Advances. 

The  Housing  Corporation  shall  make  available  to  the 
Company,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  said  contract  of 
August  15,  1918,  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  actual  cost 
as  therein  defined  of  acquiring  and  installing  further  addi- 
tions and  cars,  which  cost,  it  is  estimated,  will  be  approxi- 
mately five  hundred  and  forty-four  thousand  (544,000) 
dollars,  consisting  of  the  following  items:

3.  Security. 

As  security  for  the  performance  of  this  contract  and 
also  for  the  performance  of  said  contract  of  August  15th 
and  of  any  further  supplemental  contract  entered  into 
between  the  parties,  the  Company  pledges  with  the  Hous- 
ing Corporation  two  hundred  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Real  Estate  Holding  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
each  (ten  per  cent,  paid  in),  and  the  Housing  Corpora- 
tion acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  certificates  for  said 
shares  duly  endorsed  in  blank.  The  Company  repre- 
sents and  warrants  that  it  is  the  holder  as  lessee  of  said 
capital  stocky  with  authority  to  pledge  the  same  upon 
receiving  the  assent  of  the  Union  Traction  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  its  lessor,  and  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ; 
that  no  other  person  has  any  right,  title  or  interest  therein 
or  thereunder,  and  that  thev  are  all  the  shares  of  said 
Real  Estate  Holding  Company  issued  and  outstanding. 
During  the  period  of  the  pledge  of  said  stock  and  prior 
to  any  default  of  the  Company  under  any  contract  for

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covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  not  at  any  such  meeting, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Housing  Corporation,  vote  for 
any  increase  of  stock  of  said  Eeah  Estate  Holding  Com- 
pany (unless  the  shares  representing  such  increase  shall 
all  be  forthwith  pledged  to  the  Housing  Corporation  and 
endorsed  in  blank),  or  vote  for  any  lien  or  mortgage  to  be 
placed  on  any  part  of  the  property  of  said  Real  Estate 
Holding  Company.  The  Housing  Corporation  may  at 
any  time  transfer  said  pledged  shares  into  its  own  name 
upon  the  books  of  said  Real  Estate  Holding  Company ;  in 
any  such  event  the  Housing  Corporation  when  and  as  re- 
qnested  by  the  Company  shall  give  to  it  or  to  its  nominee 
or  nominees  a  proxy  or  proxies  to  vote  upon  said  shares 
as  long  as  the  Company  is  not  in  default  under  any  con- 
tract. Said  proxy  or  j^roxies  shall  be  limited  in  respect 
of  the  right  of  the  Company  to  vote  said  shares  as  above 
provided. 

In  case  of  any  default  by  the  Company  under  any  con- 
tract for  which  said  shares  are  or  may  be  pledged  the 
Housing  Corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  any  or  all 
of  said  shares  at  public  or  private  sale  in  its  discretion, 
and  in  the  case  of  any  public  sale  itself  to  become  the 
purchaser  thereat.  The  price  realized  by  the  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  said  shares  shall  be  credited  to  the  Company  upon 
the  amount  of  the  advances  made  to  it  under  all  contracts, 
and  it  shall  remain  liable  for  any  deficiency. 

Upon  the  payment  of  all  of  said  advances,  or  the  satis- 
factory securing  of  the  same,  the  Housing  Corporation 
shall  return  all  of  said  shares  to  the  Company,  and  if  said 
shares  shall  have  been  transferred  to  the  name  of  the 
Honsing  Corporation,  the  shares  so  returned  shall  be  duly 
endorsed  by  it. 

4.  Excess  War  Cost. 

On  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Housing  Corporation,  not 
more  than  three  years  or  less  than  one  year  after  the  close 
of  the  present  war,  as  proclaimed  by  the  President,  an 
appraisal  shall  be  had  of  the  additions  and  cars  acquired 
or  created  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  made  hereunder 
in  order  to  fix  their  then  fair  value,  hereinafter  called  the 
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fixation  value,  whicli  shall  be  the  then  reproduction  cost  of 
the  additions  and  cars  as  new. 

If  the  fixation  value  of  the  additions  and  cars  as  so  as- 
certained shall  be  less  than  the  actual  cost  thereof  as  here- 
inbefore defined,  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  abate  the 
principal  amount  of  its  loan  in  favor  of  the  Company  by 
deducting  from  the  final  payment  installment  or  install- 
ments hereinafter  provided  for  an  amount  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  actual  cost  of  the  additions  and 
cars  and  the  fixation  value,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 
upon  such  difference  from  the  time  of  the  completion  of 
the  said  appraisal,  to  be  known  as  the  excess  war  cost. 

The  Housing  Corporation  reserves  the  right  to  reject  the 
appraisal  of  any  or  all  cars,  and  in  the  event  of  such 
rejection  the  Housing  Corporation  shall  retain  the  cars 
whose  appraisal  has  been  rejected  free  and  clear  of  all 
right,  title  or  interest  of  the  Company  in  and  to  the  said 
cars  and  free  and  clear  of  all  encumbrances  and  charges 
of  every  sort  and  nature,  the  discharge  from  which  the 
Company  shall  obtain  and  warrant  at  the  time  of  rejec- 
tion. In  the  event  of  any  such  rejection  or  rejections  the 
actual  cost  of  the  cars  rejected  less  normal  depreciation 
thereon  for  the  period  of  their  use  by  the  Company  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  deducted  from 
.the  principal  of  the  loan  of  the  Housing  Corporation  to 
the  Company,  and  shall  not  be  included  or  considered  in 
determining  the  excess  war  cost. 

5.  Repaymext. 

The  Company  shall  at  all  times,  until  the  payment  of 
the  advances  and  rent  herein  provided,  be  privileged  to 
anticipate  payment  of  all  or  any  part  thereof,  principal 
and  rent. 

The  Company  shall  pay  to  the  Housing  Corporation  the 
amount  of  the  advances  less  anticipated  payments,  if  any, 
and  less  the  amount  deducted  from  the  principal  of  the 
loan  as  representing  the  value  of  any  car  or  cars  the  ap- 
praisal of  which  has  been  rejected  by  the  Housing  Cor- 
poration,   in   five   annual    installments,    the   first    install- 
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ment  of  which  shall  be  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
total  advances  made  as  rednced  by  such  deduction,  if  any, 
to  be  paid  three  months  after  the  complete  results  of  the 
hereinbefore  mentioned  appraisal,  reduced  to  writinji;, 
shall  have  been  signed,  submitted  and  accepted  by  both 
parties,  but  in  no  event  later  than  six  months  after  the 
date  fixed  by  the  Housino-  Corporation  for  the"  commence- 
ment of  the  said  appraisal.  The  balance  shall  be  paid  in 
four  equal  annual  installments.  The  excess  war  cost,  if 
any,  together  with  interest  paid  thereon  from  the  date 
of  advances  to  the  date  of  the  appraisement,  shall  be  re- 
served and  charged  off  against  the  final  repayment,  in- 
stallment or  installments,  provided  all  the  terms,  cove- 
nants and  conditions  of  this  agreement  have  been  duly  and 
fully  performed. 

6.  ISToN-PABTICIPATIOlSr   OF   OFFICIALS. 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that  no  member  of  or  delegate  to 
Congress  or  resident  commissioner,  or  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States,  is  or  shall  1)o  admitted,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  to  any  share  or  part  of  this  agreement, 
or  to  any  benefit  that  might  arise  therefrom ;  but  this 
article  shall  not  apply  to  this  agreement  in  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  within  the  operation  or  exception  of  Section 
11(3  of  the  x\ct  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1909  (35 
Stat.,  1109),  or  of  Section  1  of  the  Housing  Act  approved 
May  16,  1918. 

7.  Warranty  Against  Commissions. 

The  Company  expressly  warrants  that  the  Company  has 
employed  no  third  person  to  solicit  or  obtain  this  agree- 
ment, or  to  cause  or  procure  the  same  to  be  obtained  upon 
compensation  in  any  way  contingent  in  whole  or  in  part 
upon  such  procurement;  and  that  the  Company  has  not 
paid  or  promised  or  agreed  to  pay  to  any  third  person  in 
consideration  of  such  procurement,  or  in  compensation  for 
services  in  connection  therewith,  any  brokerage,  commis- 
sion, or  percentage,  upon  the  amount  receivable  by  the 
Company  hereunder ;  and  that  the  Company  has  not,  in 
estimating  or  fixing  the  estimated  cost  herein,  included 
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anv  sum  bv  reason  of  anv  such  brokerage,  commission,  or 
percentage;  and  that  all  moneys  payable  to  the  Company 
hereunder  are  free  from  obligation  to  any  other  person  for 
services  rendered,  or  supposed  to  have  been  renderd.  in 
the  procurement  of  this  agreement.  The  Company  further 
agrees  that  any  breach  of  this  warranty  shall  constitute  a 
substantial  breach  of  this  agreement,  with  all  the  conse-

AN  ORDK^ANCE 

To  provide  additional  compensation  for  certain  employees 
of  the  City  and  Connty  and  all  other  Departments  paid 
by  appropriation,  during  the  year  1919. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Pliiladelphia  do  ordain.  That  additional  compen- 
sation during  the  year  1919,  amounting  to  ten  per  cent, 
shall  be  given  to  all  per  diem  employees,  and  to  all  other 
employees  of  the  City,  County  and  other  Departments, 
paid  by  appropriation,  receiving  less  than  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars  per  annum:  Provided,  That  said  em- 
ployees shall  only  receive  said  additional  compensation  for 
■  whatever  time  thev  shall  be  in  the  service  of  said  Citv, 
County  or  other  Department :  Provided  further.  That  said 
additional  compensation  shall  not  be  given  to  those  whose 
salaries  or  wages  have  been  increased  since  July  1,  1918, 
or  whose  salaries  are,  or  have  been  increased  by  manda- 
mus :  And  provided  further.  That  said  additional  compen- 
sation shall  not  be  subject  to  pension  fund  charges. 

Sect.  2.  The  following  employees  are  hereby  excluded 
from  the  provisions  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  and 
they  shall  receive,  during  the  period  of  their  employment, 
additional  compensation  as  follows:  Bureau  of  Police: 
Pilots,  twelve,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  each; 
engineers,  nine,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  each;  deck 
laborers,  three,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  each;  firemen,

ten,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  each;  captains,  seven  in- 
stead of  six,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  each;  lieutenants, 
forty-eight,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  each.  Bureau  of 
Fire:  Battalion  chiefs,  eleven,  two  hundred  (200)  dollars 
each;  steam  engineers,  two,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450) 
dollars  each.  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park :  Cap- 
tain of  o-nards  and  lieutenant  of  guards,  two  hundred 
(200)  dollars  each;  park  guards,  one  hundred  and  forty, 
ten  (10)  per  cent. 

Sect.  3.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer quarterly  against  Item  15  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  his  Department,  for  the  year  1919,  in  favor  of  the 
respective  heads  of  Departments  affected,  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  certified  list,  approved  by  the  City  Controller, 
of  employees  sharing  in  said  additional  compensation : 
Provided,  That  additional  compensation  allowed  patrol- 
men and  hosemen  shall  be  paid  semi-monthly  out  of  the 
items  in  the  annual  appropriations  set  aside  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  wages  of  said  employees. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

The  Director  of  any  Department  shall  be  allowed,  when 
it  is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to 
purchase  or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  the 
various  Bureaus  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
(500)  dollars  each:  Provided,  hoivever.  This  proviso  shall 
not  apply  to  the  Department  of  Supplies,  and  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  limit  or  modify  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  approved  July  5,  1917. 
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When  the  Director  of  any  Department,  is  obliged  to 
employ  labor  to  do  work  under  neglected  or  annulled 
contracts,  then  payments  shall  be  made  from  item  against 
which  such  contracts  are  charged,  and  the  amount  so  paid 
charged  against  the  contractor  on  the  amount  set  aside 
for  such  neglected  or  annulled  contracts. 

The  money  appropriated  for  uniforms  shall  be  paid  to 
each  man. 

That  all  employees,  now  or  hereafter  employed,  shall 
be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona  fide  residents 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their 
employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents  during 
such  employment. 

And  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrants 
against  any  item  in  this  ordinance  unless  all  conditions 
imposed  are  complied  with. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  in  conformity  with  exist- 
ing ordinances. 

Sect.  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Survey  Bureau  forwards 
to  me  for  an  opinion  a  letter  from  the  surveyor  of  the 
First  District,  with  reference  to  contracts  for  paving  and 
repaving  Passyunk  avenue,  from  Twenty-second  street  to 
T'wenty-eighth  street,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  himself 
in  relation  thereto. 

The  situation,  as  I  understand  it,  which  arises  in  this 
matter  is  substantially  as  follows :  An  appropriation  was 
made  by  Councils  from  loan  funds  in  the  ordinance  of 
January  1,  1915,  for  the  grading,  paving  and  repaving  of 
Passyunk  avenue,  from  Twenty-third  street  westward,  in 
the  sum  of  $50,000.  Another  ordinance  of  ISTovember  1, 
1915,  in  the  language  of  the  appropriating  ordinance,  di- 
rected that  a  contract  be  duly  entered  into,  providing  fur- 
ther for  the  assessment  of  the  paving  against  the  abutting 
property-owners.       Accordingly,     an    advertisement    was 


published,  bids  received  thereunder  and  a  contract  entered 
into  for  the  doing  of  all  of  the  work  at  nnit  prices,  which 
contract,  however,  was  limited  to  the  amonnt  of  the  ap- 
propriation and  included  among  other  items  a  laying  of 
the  asphalt  and  the  sub-grading  work.  The  locality  to 
which  the  contract  related  was  Passyunk  avenue,  from 
Twenty-third  street  to  Twenty-eighth  street.  At  the  unit 
prices  embraced  in  the  bids  and  contract,  the  amount 
thereof  was  insufficient  to  do  all  of  the  work,  and  Councils, 
by  a  second  ordinance  dated  July  10,  1917,  authorized  the 
same  improvement,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  work  should  be 
taken  out  of  any  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
AVorks,  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  paving  intersections. 
Bids  were  again  invited  at  unit  prices,  omitting,  however, 
the  laying  of  asphalt  and  the  sub-grading,  and  the  lowest 
bidder,  who  was  the  contractor  under  the  original  con- 
tract, submitted  bids  at  the  same  figure  for  all  the  other 
items.  The  contract  was  thereupon  awarded  to  him  for 
"the  continuation  of  the  improvement  of  Passyunk  avenue, 
from  Twentv-third  street  to  Twentv-eighth  street,"  the 
limit  thereof  to  be  $12,000,  which  sum  was  set  apart  by 
the  City  Controller  from  Item  193  (loan)  for  paving  in- 
tersections, and  the  contract  duly  executed.  The  w^ork  is 
now  in  process  of  completion.  It  appears  that  one  of  the 
principal  items  of  the  work  assessable  against  abutting 
owners  is  the  asphalt  paving,  which  was  itemized  in  the 
first  contract,  but  not  included  in  the  second ;  the  other 
assessable  item  is,  the  concrete  basis,  which  is  included  in 
both  contracts,  and  the  surveyor  is  asked  to  assess  all  of 
this  work  so  chargeable  against  abutting  owners  under  the 
first  contract.  This  he  objects  to  doing,  because  he  states 
that  the  assessment  bills  cannot  be  made  for  the  earlier 
contract  under  the  ordinance  of  July  10,  1917,  for  the 
reason  that  the  contract  was  executed  prior  to  the  passage 
of  that  ordinance,  the  second  contract  being  executed  after 
its  passage  and  in  compliance  therewith.  The  surveyor 
states:  ''I  take  it  that  they  are  separate  and  distinct  con- 
tracts, and  cannot  be  interlaced."  He  makes  the  further 
objection  on  the  ground  that  the  cost  of  the  work  will 
amount  to  $62,000,  and,  under  the  Bullitt  bill,  it  is  re- 


quired  that  "Every  contract  for  public  improvement  shall 
he  hased  upon  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  furnished  by  the 
proper  officer,  through  the  Department  having  charge  of 
the  improvement,  and  no  bid  in  excess  of  such  estimate 
shall  be  accepted." 

The  first  reason  advanced  by  the  surveyor  seems  to  me 
to  be  untenable.  Xeither  contract  is  so  separate  from  the 
other  that  the  work  of  paving  Passyunk  avenue,  from 
Twenty-third  street  to  Twenty-eighth  street,  may  not  prop- 
erly be  regarded  as  being  included  within  the  two  contracts 
and  authorized  by  the  two  ordinances.  If  one  had  been 
for  the  paving  of  that  street  from,  say,  Twenty-third  street 
to  Twenty-fifth  or  Twenty-sixth  street,  and  the  other  had 
then  taken  up  the  matter  and  provided  for  the  paving  of 
the  balance  of  the  street  to  Twenty-eighth  street,  they  might 
well  be  said  to  be  separate  contracts,  and  that  the  work 
done  under  one  must  be  paid  for  from  that  one  and  not 
under  the  other ;  but  this,  as  already  seen,  is  not  the  case. 
That  the  earlier  contract  was  executed  before  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  directing  the  second  contract  to  be  made 
does  not  appear  to  be  a  relevant  consideration,  because  the 
first  contract  was  operative  up  to  the  amount  of  $50,000, 
based  on  a  proper  appropriation  of  that  sum,  and  until  that 
amount  is  exceeded  it  is  entirely  proper  that  any  portion 
of  the  work  may  be  charged  against  that  contract.  Of 
course,  the  charges  against  it  cannot  exceed  the  sum  of 
$50,000. 

The  inference  that  the  proper  method  of  charge  is 
against  the  first  contract  up  to  the  sum  of  $50,000  is 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  contract  embraced  every 
item  of  the  work ;  whereas,  the  second  contract  was  less 
inclusive,  omitting,  as  already  stated,  the  asphalt  and  the 
sub-grading ;  and  furthermore,  that  in  stating  the  approxi- 
mate quantities  of  the  work  they  were  made  proportion- 
ately smaller  in  the  second  contract. 

As  to  the  second  reason  advanced  by  the  surveyor,  to 
wit:  That  the  Bullitt  bill  restricts  contracts  for  public 
improvements  to  the  amount  of  the  estimated  cost  thereof, 
I  am  informed  by  the  representative  of  your  Department 
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tliat  the  amount  of  the  original  estimate  for  this  improve- 
ment was  not  less  than  the  joint  sums  of  the  two  contracts ; 
that  is  to  say,  $62,000.  If  this  be  the  fact,  the  clause  of 
the  Bullitt  bill  referred  to  has  been  complied  with,  and 
no  objection  arises  by  reason  thereof  and  there  is  no  rea- 
son that  the  entire  assessable  portion  of  the  work  should 
not  be  charged  against  the  first  contract,  and  that  the 
items  to  be  paid  by  the  City  to  be  charged  against  the  first 
contract  up  to  this  limit  of  $50,000,  and  the  remaining 
portion  to  be  charged  against  the  City,  paid  from  the  sec- 
ond, or  smaller,  contract.

Lowengrund,  yourself  and  myself,  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
test that  was  filed  bv  the  Kevstone  State  Construction 
Company  against  the  proposal  of  the  Department  to  omit 
the  underpinning  of  certain  buildings  along  Locust  street 
(Contract  ^^o.  203)  and  Arch  street  (Contract"  :N^o.  201), 
a  subsequent  conference  was  held  in  your  Department  be- 
tween Mr.  Louchheim,  Mr.  Swaab,  yourself  and  the  engi- 
neers of  your  Department,  at  which  you  arrived  at  an 
understanding  and  agreement. 

You  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  whether 
this  adjustment  is  proper  under  the  circumstances.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  reeeipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  Ttli,  wherein  you  say  that  you  are  in  receipt  of 
a  certified  copy  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  approved  by 
the  Mavor,  authorizina;  a  thirtv-year  councilmanic  loan 
of  $2,500,000  for  the  payment  of  mandamus  executions. 
You  ask  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  effect 
of  the  $29,636,797  of  obligations  for  various  improve- 
ments certified  by  me  to  you  in  February,  1916,  and  sub- 
sequently funded  by  the  $42,450,797  electoral  loan  of 
June  29,  1916,  and  whether  or  not  the  case  of  Schuldice 
vs.  City  of  Pi-ttsburgh  (251  Pa.  28)  is  controlling  in  this 
respect. 

You  are  advised  that  undue  stress  and  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  the  above-quoted  case,  and  that  many  of  the 
items  that  vou  have  charged  against  the  councilmanic  bor- 
rowing  capacity  on  the  theory  of  that  case  are  not  war- 
ranted, and  therefore  the  councilmanic  loan  on  the  basis 
of  the  two  per  cent.,  which  I  assume  Councils  had  the 
power  to  make,  is  ppoper  and  correct  as  duly  authorized 
by  councilmanic  action.  In  my  judgment,  you  are  justi- 
fied in  treating  the  $29,636,797  as  an  electoral  instead  of 
a  councilmanic  loan  as  to  borrowed  monev  orioinallv  voted 
on  and  approved  by  the  people,  and  never  actually  bor- 
rowed by  virtue  of  the  authority  of  Councils  alone.  The 
consolidated  loan  fund  may  be  utilized  for  this  purpose.

Vacation  of  Cliveden  Avenue,  front  Lincoln  Avenue  to 

Wayne  Avenue.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  closing  of  Cliveden  ave- 
nue by  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  27,  1911,  says:  "The  follownig  tracts  of 
ground,"  one  along  the  northwest  side  of  Cliveden  ave- 
nue and  the  other  along  the  southeast  side  of  Cliveden 
avenue,  are  condemned  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Park  ^Commissioners. 

The  Act  of  April  14,  1868  (P.  L.  1083),  provided,  first, 
for  the  boundaries  of  Fairmount  Park  and  gave  control 
of  the  park  to  the  Commissioners,  and  in  Section  6  gave 
the  Commissioners  "power  to  vacate  any  street  or  road 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  park,"  and  in  Section  8  pro- 
vided their  jurisdiction  "shall  extend  to  the  breadth  of  the 
footway  next  the  park  in  all  avenues  or  streets  which  shall 
bound  upon  the  park."  Section  6  only  applies  to  laud 
within  the  "boundaries  of  the  park"  as  then  constituted, 
the  "boundaries"  being  set  forth  in  great  detail  in  Sec- 
tion 1. 

It  seems  to  me  this  case  comes  withiu  Section  8  rather 
than  Section  6.  The  park  is  on  either  side  of  Cliveden 
avenue,  for  the  pieces  of  land  condemned  are  specifically 
described,  one  as  lying  along  one  side  and  the  other  as 
lying  along  the  other  side  of  Cliveden  avenue,  and  Clive- 
den avenue  is  not  within  "the  boundary  of  the  park." 

Eli  Kirk  Price,  Esq.,  in  his  letter  of  December  7,  1917, 
addressed  to  the  City  Solicitor,  claims  that  the  Act  of 
April  17,  1913  (P.  L.  92),  affects  the  question.  This  Act 
gives  the  Commissioners  "all  the  power  and  control  over 
parks,  parkways  and  other  ground  now  or  hereafter  com- 
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mitted  to  their  care  which  they  now  have."  All  this  gives 
is  control  over  '"parks,  parkways  and  other  ground  com- 
mitted to  their  care."  It  does  not  give  control  over  the 
streets  within  the  boundary  of  the  park.  In  other  words, 
it  does  not  extend  the  jurisdiction  over  streets  conferred 
by  the  Act  of  1868. 

Mr.  Price  also  refers  to  an  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor 
in  Opinions  of  1916  (p.  167).  In  this  opinion  the  City 
Solicitor  said  that  it  was  within  the  power  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmount  Park  to  vacate  any  street  or 
road  which  may  be  opened  through  Pastorius  Park,  ex- 
cept Lincoln  avenue  and  Hartwell  lane.  That  ordinance, 
however,  was  quite  different  from  the  one  in  this  case. 
That  ordinance  as  amended  condemned  certain  lands  as  a 
whole  through  which  streets  ran,  and  gave  the  Park  Com- 
missioners control  over  those  streets,  except  in  the  two 
instances  enumerated.  In  that  case  the  streets  were  made 
part  of  the  park  system  and,  of  course,  the  City  hatl  the 
power  to  give  to  the  Commissioners  the  right  to  condemn 
those  streets,  and  then  the  Act  of  1913  came  into  opera- 
tion. 

In  this  case  the  lands  given  to  the  Park  Commissioners 
were  merely  pieces  of  land  bounded  by  the  street,  and 
'Cliveden  avenue  itself  was  not  made  a  part  of  the  park, 
and  no  control  over  Cliveden  avenue  was  specifically  given 
by  the  ordinance,  and  no  control  can  be  inferred  by  reason 
of  the  Acts  quoted.

Typewriters  for  Police  Stations.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  15th,  wherein  you  say  that  in  the  annual  appro- 
priation ordinance  of  the  Bureau  of  Police  for  1918  Coun- 
cils have  appropriated  $20,000  in  Item  41  for  "incidental 
expenses  in  station  houses,  including  cleaning,  towel  and 
bed  supplies,  blank  books,  typewriting  paper  and  ribbons, 
extra  cleaning,  etc." 
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You  ask  whether  or  not  typewriters  can  be  purchased 
out  of  this  item. 

The  appropriation  ordinance  provides  for  typewriting 
paper,  and  it  is  necessarily  assumed  that  without  the  use 
of  the  typewriter,  typewriting  paper  would  be  useless.  In 
addition,  jowr  letter  indicates  that  a  typewriter  is  a  neces- 
sity in  the  making  up  of  official  reports  and  communica- 
tions, and  that  the  members  of  the  Bureau  in  each  Dis- 
trict have  been  required  to  contribute  to  pay  the  rental  of 
such  machines.  You  are  advised  that  such  a  condition 
should  not  be  tolerated ;  and  you  are  further  advised  that 
the  item  is  wide  enough  to  include  the  purchase  of  a  type- 
writer in  each  Police  District ;  and  so  that  no  question  can 
arise,  I  am  transmitting  a  copy  of  your  letter  and  of  my 
opinion  to  John  M.  Walton,  Esq.,  City  Controller.

Pneumatic  Tube  Mail  Service. 

Philadelphia,  January  17,  1918. 

Hon.  Thomas  B.  Smith, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Deae  Sie: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  your  Sec- 
retary, Mr.  Joseph  C.  Smith,  bearing  date  December  29, 
1917,  enclosing  for  my  consideration  certain  correspond- 
ence received  from  Hon.  Cecil  A.  Beasley,  Secretary  of 
the  Congressional  Commission  to  Investigate  the  Pneu- 
matic Tube  Mail  Service,  with  an  abstract  of  the  contents 
made  by  Mr.  C'attell  of  your  office,  and  asking  my  opinion 
on  the  subject  of  the  position  the  City  should  assume  to- 
ward the  extension  of  the  pneumatic  tube  service  should 
the  Government  purchase  the  property  of  the  present  com- 
panies. 
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All  examiuation  of  the  correspondence  enclosed  shows 
that  in  1908  a  Committee  of  Congress  reqnested  from  the 
Mayors  of  several  cities  in  the  United  States  certain  in- 
formation with  regard  to  the  installation  of  pneumatic 
tnbes  in  those  cities,  and  desired  answers  to  certain  ques- 
tions therein  submitted.  Those  questions  do  not  appear 
to  have  been  submitted  to  the  Mayor  of  this  City  at  that 
time. 

In  reply  to  your  above  letter  I  state:  The  United  States 
Supreme  Court  rules : 

"^The  police  power   of   a    State   embraces    regula- 
tions designed  to  promote  the  public  convenience  or 
the   general    prosperity,    as   well    as   regulations    de- 
signed to  promote  the  public  health,  the  public  morals 
-    and  the  public  safety." 

C,  B.  &  Q.  Rwy.  vs.   The  Drainage  Commis- 
sioners, 200  U.'  S.  592. 

Our  local  courts  have  held: 

'^All  legislative  grants  of  power  to  private  corpora- 
tions to  carry  on  business  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
are  made  upon  the  implied  condition  that  they  should 
be  subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  City 
shall  think  necessary  to  enact  in  pursuance  of  its 
chartered  powers  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens ; 
and  in  case  of  any  conflict  arising  between  the  City 
and  such  private  corporations  these  regulations  are 
to  be  construed  liberally,  and  in  favor  of  the  City, 
and  in  the  furtherance  of  the  rights  of  the  public." 

'''The  City  ordinance  of  April  18,  18G3,  forbidding 
the  erection  of  telegraph  poles  and  fixtures  in  the 
streets  of  the  City,  or  the  change  of  route  of  any  al- 
ready erected,  without  the  consent  and  authority  of 
Councils,  is  a  lawful  and  reasonable  police  regulation 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  public  interests,  and 
is  binding  upon  the  telegraph  companies  empowered 
bv  legislation  to  run  their  lines  throuo-h  the  Citv." 

"The  Act  of  Congress  of  July  24,  1866,  giving  to 
the  telegraph  companies  the  right  to  construct  lines 
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over  post  roads  of  the  United  States,  is  operative  over 
such  military  post  roads  as  belong  excliisivelv  to  the 
United  States,  but  an  attempt  (bj  virtue,  in  the  pres- 
ent case,  of  the  orders  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
designating  as  post  routes  certain  streets  of  the  City) 
to  extend  its  operation  to  roads  which  are  the  prop- 
erty of  the  several  States  would  be  an  unconstitutional 
exercise  of  power." 

"A  telegraph  company  incorporated  by  the  State 
of  ^ew  York  commenced  to  erect  poles  of  unusual 
size  upon  streets  before  unoccupied  by  such  fixtures, 
claiming  a  right  so  to  do  under  lease  from  Pennsyl- 
vania companies  empowered  by  their  charters  to  lease 
their  lines,  fixtures,  and  apparatus,  and  also  under 
the  Act  of  Congress  giving  rights  to  telegraph  com- 
panies upon  post  roads :  Held,  That  the  company  de- 
fendant had  shown  no  sufficient  title  to  warrant  such 
erections,  and  that  they  are  contrary  to  law,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Citv  ordinances,  and  injurious  to  the  pub- 
lic." 

A  special  injunction  theretofore  granted  was  continued 
by  Judge  Thayer,  who  said,  inter  alia: 

"The  Constitution  declares  (Article  XVI,  Section 
3)  that  'the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State 
shall  never  be  abridged  or  so  construed  as  to  per- 
mit corporations  to  conduct  their  business  in  such 
manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of  individuals 
or  the  general  well-being  of  the  State.'  The  police 
power  exercised  by  the  City  is  a  part  of  the  police 
power  of  the  State,  which  it  exercises  by  virtue  of  a 
delegated  authoritv  derived  from  the  State.  The 
present  Chief  Justice  of  Pennsylvania,  in  delivering 
the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  the  case  of  The  Southwark 
Eailroad  Company  vs.  The  City  (11  Wright,  321), 
said:  'Subject  to  the  paramount  authority  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  regulation  and  control  of  the 
streets,  which  are  the  highways  of  the  City,  belong 
to  the  City  government.  This  is  clearly  within  the 
wide  domain  of  power  conferred  in  the  charters  of 
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1789  and  1854.'  The  same  distinguislied  eliidge,  in 
the  case  of  Branson  vs.  The  City  (11  Wright,  332), 
said:  'In  respect  to  the  care,  regulation  and  control 
of  the  highways,  the  City  exercises  a  portion  of  the 
powers  of  the  State,  subject  only  to  the  end  in  view, 
the  right  of  the  public  to  their  use  as  public  highways, 
and  the  higher  control  of  the  State  herself.'  " 

Philadelphia  vs.  Western  Union  Tel.  Co.,  W.  IST. 
C,  Vol.  II,  p.  461. 

I  quote  the  following  from  the  letter  of  Mayor  McClel- 
lan,  of  jSTew  York,  contained  in  the  above-mentioned  cor- 
respondence : 

''In  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.  vs.  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Xew  York  (38  Fed.  Kep.  552),  Mr. 
Justice  Wallace,  in  the  well-known  case  where  the 
State  and  local  authorities  forced  the  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies  to  take  down  overhead  wires  and 
install  the  same  in  conduits  under  the  streets,  said 
(p.  554)  :  'j^evertheless,  persons  and  corporations  en- 
joying grants  and  privileges  from  the  United  States, 
exercising  Federal  agencies  and  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce,  are  not  beyond  the  operation  of  the  laws  of 
the  State  in  which  they  reside  or  carry  on  their  busi- 
ness, and  it  is  only  when  these  laws  incapacitate  or 
unreasonably  impede  them  in  the  exercise  of  their 
Federal  privileges  or  duties  and  transcend  the  power 
which  each  State  possesses  over  its  purely  domestic 
aifairs,  whether  of  police  or  internal  commerce,  that 
they  invade  the  national  jurisdiction.'  " 

The  following  is  the  law  of  Pennsvlvania : 

"The  owner  of  land  abutting  on  a  public  street 
does  not  suffer  such  special  injury  by  the  mere  occu- 
pation of  the  street  by  a  telephone  conduit  as  will 
entitle  him  to  maintain  a  bill  to  restrain  the  laying 
of  such  conduit." 

"The  owners  of  land  abutting  on  a  street  in  a  city 
filed  a  bill  to  restrain  a  telephone  company  from  en- 
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tering  and  digging  up  said  street  and  laying  conduits 
therein.  The  answer  set  forth  that  such  entry  was 
made  under  authority  of  a  resohition  of  Councils. 
Preliminary  ini unction  dissolved  on  the  ground  that 
the  resolution  was  a  sufficient  authority,  and  that  com- 
plainants had  shown  no  special  damage." 

Heinitsh   vs.   Pennsylvania    Telephone   Co.,    16 
Lancaster  Law  Rep.  396. 

Accordingly,  a  telephone  company  may  dig  up  a  street^ 
having  first  obtained  proper  municipal  authority,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  abutting  owners. 

Therefore,  I  would  say  that  the  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  have  the  power  to  permit  the  construc- 
tion of  conduits  and  the  installation  of  the  pneumatic  tube 
mail  service,  and  that  such  work  may  not  be  done  by  any 
private  corporation  without  first  obtaining  such  permis- 
sion. 

The  attitude  of  the  authorities  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  I  understand  it,  is  so  heartily  in  favor  of  such 
enterprise  that  should  the  LTnited  States  Government  see 
fit  to  enter  into  this  field,  I  feel  certain  that  all  the  said 
authorities  will  heartily  co-operate  to  give  to  the  Federal 
Government  the  fullest  authorization  and  privilege. 

It  is,  therefore,  not  necessary  to  consider  the  question 
of  the  paramount  right,  if  any,  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment acting  in  its  own  behalf.  Whether  or  not  the  Fed- 
eral Government  might  of  itself  have  the  authority  to 
proceed,  subject  only  to  such  regulation  of  Councils  as  not 
to  incapacitate  or  impede  it,  I  am  convinced  that  the  atti- 
tude of  our  civic  authorities,  and,  indeed,  of  practically 
all  our  citizenship,  as  I  have  said  above,  is  one  of  fullest 
co-operation  to  further  any  plan  of  the  Federal  authorities 
in  the  matter  of  the  installation  of  this  service. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  ordinances  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  and  return  to  you  the  correspondence  and  other 
papers  above  referred  to.

Rebate  from  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  on 
Account  of  Decreased  Amount  of  Street  Lighting.

Deae  Sie  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
January  21st,  wherein  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment as  to  whether  or  not,  under  the  terms  of  the  gas 
lease,  or  as  a  matter  of  equitj^,  the  City  is  not  entitled  to 
a  rebate  from  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  as 
the  result  of  the  recent  decrease  of  street  lighting. 

The  lease  between  the  City  and  the  Gas  Company,  under 
Clause  9,  provides  as  follows : 

"The  said  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  as  soon  after  the  de- 
livery to  them  of  said  Gas  Works  hereunder  as  is 
possible  with  due  diligence  and  dispatch,  supply  gas 
of  good  quality  of  not  less  than  twenty-two  (22)  can- 
dle-power, daily  average,  tested  as  above,  and  main- 
tain said  supply  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease 
unless  prevented  by  accidents  beyond  their  control." 

In  the  paragraph  immediately  following,  the  lease  pro- 
vides further,  as  follows : 

"After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date 
of  this  lease  for  every  failure  of  The  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company,  its  successors  or  assigTis,  to 
comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  clause 
relative  to  tests,  quality  and  candle-power  of  gas,  the 
said  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia a  penalty  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for 
each  day  during  which  such  failure  continues.  In 
every  case  of  such  default  and  demand  made  by  the 
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City  for  tlie  payment  of  the  fine,  The  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
be  entitled  to  repayment  of  the  same  by  the  City  if 
it  shall  be  shown  that  the  default  on  account  of  which 
the  fine  was  imposed  was  due  to  causes  beyond  the 
control  of  said  The  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  terms  of 
the  lease  between  the  City  and  the  Gas  Company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Gas  Company  to  maintain  twenty-two 
candle-jDOwer  daily  average,  and  maintain  said  supply  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  this  lease  unless  prevented  by  acci- 
dents beyond  its  control ;  and  the  question  naturally 
arises,  in  view  of  the  abnormal  conditions  of  the  times, 
whether  or  not  these  conditions  exempt  the  Gas  Company 
from  the  twenty-two  candle-power  daily  average. 

In  my  judgTtient,  the  words  "accidents  beyond  its  con- 
trol" would  be  applied  to  present  conditions,  in  view  of 
the  war  and  all  things  incident  thereto.  This  thought 
necessarily  carries  with  it  a  discussion  of  whether  or  not 
the  $500  fine  for  such  failure  shall  be  applied.  In  my 
opinion,  this,  too,  is  a  question  of  fact  which  would  have 
to  be  determined  from  all  of  the  circumstances.  Of  course, 
it  goes  without  saying  that  the  Gas  Company  cannot  wil- 
fully neglect  and  refuse  to  keep  up  the  daily  average.  If 
it  should,  in  that  case  the  fine  would  then  be  summarily 
imposed,  but  both  the  candle-power  and  the  fine  are  de- 
pendent, in  my  judgment^  entirely  on  the  present-day 
conditions,  and  I  doubt  very  much  whether  under  the 
conditions  the  City  could  successfully  maintain  that  the 
Gas  Company  has  been  negligent  in  the  performance  of 
its  duty,  or  that  it  has  in  any  way  violated  the  terms  of 
its  agreement  with  the  City. 

This  latter  thought  is,  of  course,  entirely  dependent  on 
any  other  facts  that  may  be  presented  than  those  contained 
in  your  letter  which  would  change  my  viewpoint. 

You  are  therefore  advised  that  under  the  terms  of  the 
gas  lease,  neither  as  a  matter  of  law  nor  of  equity,  in  my 
judgment,  as  the  situation  stands,  would  the  City  be  en- 
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titled  to  a  rebate  from  tlie  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany as  a  result  of  the  decreased  street  lighting;  and  in 
no  event  could  the  City  demand  or  receive  anything  other 
than  the  penalty  as  stipulated  in  the  lease 'and  as  dis- 
cussed herein.  I  do  not  see  how  the  question  of  equity  can 
possibly  be  applied  to  the  terms  of  the  written  instrument.

Billiard  Room  License  Fees.

Dear  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  inquiries  concern- 
ing the  Act  of  June  7,  1911,  P.  L.  668^  imposing  license 
charges  on  the  proprietors  of  billiard  rooms,  you  ask 
whether  your  Department  should  now  proceed  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  On  a  former  attempt  to  do 
this  a  bill  in  equity  was  filed,  setting  up  the  alleged  un- 
constitutionality of  the  statute.  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
No.  1,  without  an  opinion,  sustained  a  demurrer  to  the 
bill  and  dismissed  it;  thereupon  an  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  which,  as  you  know,  was  finally  non- 
prossed. In  the  meantime,  and  this  occasioned  much  of 
the  delay  in  the  Supreme  Court,  an  Act  of  Assembly  was 
passed  repealing  the  Act  of  1911,  but  failed  to  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Governor. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  seems  to  me  to  be  the  duty 
of  your  Department  to  proceed  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act. 

You  further  ask :  "If  a  person  maintains  such  a  billiard 
or  pool  room  without  a  license,  or,  if  once  having  obtained 
a  license,  it  is  revoked,  and  he  continues  to  maintain  such 
a  place,  what  action  has  this  Department  against  him,  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  ?" 

The  Act,  among  its  other  informalities,  omits  to  pro- 
vide a  penalty  for  the  maintenance  of  billiard  rooms  with- 
out licenses,  although  declaring  it  to  be  unlawful  so  to  do. 
This  would  seem  to  leave  the  only  method  of  enforcement 
to  be  that  under  the  general  police  powers  of  the  City  the 
forcible  prevention  of  an  act  of  this  character  declared  to 
be  unlawful  shall  be  attempted.  The  case  in  question 
arose  under  a  notice  given  by  a  former  Director  of  the 
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Department  of  Public  Safety  that  he  would  follow  that 

course. 

As  to  the  disposition  of  the  $10  required  to  be  paid  by 

the  applicant  for  a  license,  the  Act  declares,  in  Section  4, 

that: 

"At  the  filing  of  such  application,  the  applicant, 
or  apj)licants,  shall  pay  to  the  said  Director  the  sum 
of  $10  for  expenses  connected  therewith,  as  provided 
for  in  this  Act ;" 

and  provides  further  for  publication  of  notices,  etc. 

I  think  under  the  Act  you  would  have  the  right  to  use 
this  fund  directly  "for  expenses  connected  therewith" — 
i.  e.,  for  the  printing  of  blanks,  publication  of  notices,  etc.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  yesterday  you  tell  me 
that  your  Department  on  January  2,  1918,  "diverted"  a 
car  of  coal,  of  which  the  railroad  weight  was  given  as 
forty-two  tons  ten  hundredweight ;  that  the  actual  contents 
of  the  car  when  the  coal  "was  removed  by  the  City"  was 
thirty-four  tons  twenty  pounds,  or  a  shortage  of  eight 
tons  and  eleven  hundred  pounds.  You  ask  for  which  of 
these  amounts  the  City  is  liable. 

The  City  is  liable  for  the  contents  of  the  car  at  the 
time  it  was  taken  over,  or,  as  you  describe  it,  "diverted" 
by  the  City.  If,  after  the  City  took  it,  coal  was  removed 
from  the  car  by  others,  the  City  is  still  liable  for  the 
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quantity  that  was  in  the  car  when  oriji,inally  taken.  If 
the  latter  quantity  was  but  thirty-four  tons  twenty  pounds, 
tliat  is  all  that  the  City  could  be  compelled  to  pay  for,  but 
I  think  the  burden  of  proof  would  be  on  your  Department 
to  show  that  there  was  less  in  the  car  than  the  railroad 
weight  at  the  time  when  the  City  took  possession.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  proposition  to  include 
in  current  estimates  in  Contract  No.  20,  for  collection  and 
treatment  of  sewage,  the  expenses  of  the  contractor  for  the 
various  bonds  required  by  the  City  in  connection  with  said 
contract,  I  do  not  think  that  under  the  terms  of  the  speci- 
fications this  is  permissible. 

By  Specification  ]N"o.  68  it  is  provided  that  estimates 
"of  the  value  of  the  work  done  and  materials  incorporated 
in  the  work"  shall  be  made  and  ninety  per  cent,  thereof, 
when  approved  by  the  Director,  shall  be  paid  to  the  con- 
tractor. The  premium  paid  by  the  contractor  for  the 
necessary  bonds  is  not  in  any  proper  sense,  in  my  judg- 
ment, a  part  of  the  value  of  the  work  done  or  materials 
incorporated  in  the  work,  and  to  permit  the  current  esti- 
mates to  be  based  on  such  premiums  would  correspond- 
ingly deplete  the  amount  to  be  retained  until  the  com- 
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pletion  of  the  contract,  and  would  create  a  precedent  which 
might  have  most  unfortunate  results.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  yesterday  inquires  with  re- 
spect to  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1911,  P.  L.  708, 
whether  the  provisions  of  that  Act  are  sufficiently  broad 
to  subject  to  a  penalty  those  who  smoke  on  premises  of 
the^ character  therein  described;  and  if  not,  whether  an 
ordinance  imposing  a  penalty  for  smoking  in  factories, 
mercantile  buildings  and  garages  would  be  valid. 

In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  repeat  the  views  of 
my  predecessor,  Hon.  ]\Iichael  J.  Evan,  who,  under  date 
of  November  7,  1913  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  1913, 
p.  461),  wrote  to  the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  as  follows : 

"I  regret  that  I  do  not  find  any  authoritv  for  the 
enforcement  by  municipalities  and  their  officers  of 
such  prohibitions.  The  section  of  the  Fire  Marshal's 
Act  of  1911,  to  which  you  refer  in  your  letter,  re- 
lates to  the  authority  of  that  officer  to  cause  the  re- 
moval from  certain  buildings  of  inflammable  sub- 
stances. It  does  not  authorize  him  to  interfere  with 
the  practice  of  smoking  on  private  property." 

Replying  to  your  second  question,  I  think  it  probable 
that  an  ordinance  imposing  a  pecuniary  penalty  for  smok- 
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iiig  on  premises  of  the  c"baracter  described  in  Section  9 
of  the  Act  of  1911  could  be  sustained  as  an  exercise  of 
the  proper  police  powers  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — You  tell  me  in  your  letter  of  13th  inst. 
that  the  sum  of  $oG,346.00  has  been  collected  as  fines ffor 
various  offenses  in  the  park,  which  must  be  turned  over 
for  park  purposes,  and  you  ask  whether  Councils  have 
the  right  to  state  the  special  park  purposes  for  which  this 
money  shall  be  expended. 

Section  23  of  the  Act  of  April  1-1,  1868,  P.  L.  1087, 
provides  that  penalties  of  this  character  "shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  as  a  fund  to  be  exclusively  appro- 
priated by  Councils  for  park  purposes  under  the  direction 
of  said  Commission." 

Section  :.  of  the  Act  of  ]\rarch  26,  18G7,  P.  L.  548, 
also  provides  that  "all  moneys  expended  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners,"  who  alone  shall 
control  "all  expenditures  and  all  plans  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of  the  park." 

In  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  McManes,  175  Penna. 
28,  these  and  other  similar  provisions  of  the  Acts  relating 
to  Fairmount  Park  were  held  to  vest  in  the  Park  Com- 
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missioners  the  entire  and  exclusive  control  of  the  park,  its 
grounds,  its  works,  its  maintenance,  its  improvements,  its 
expenditures,  its  business,  its  offices  and  employees,  to- 
gether with  every  function  of  government  relating  to  the 
subject. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  quite  clear  that  Councils 
have  not  the  right  to  state  the  special  park  purposes  for 
which  the  money  in  question  shall  be  expended.

Deae  Sie  : — Your  Secretary  writes  in  reference  to  the 
practice  of  one  Morris  Hass,  who  has  been  refused  a  pawn- 
broker's license,  of  doing  what  is  substantially  a  pawn- 
broking  business  vmder  the  guise  of  a  purchase  of  the 
personal  property  brought  to  him  by  customers,  and  from 
the  report  of  the  detective,  copy  of  which  you  send  me,  he 
accompanies  this  by  an  oral  agreement  to  resell  the  prop- 
erty to  the  original  owner  at  an  additional  price  for  re- 
purchase within  a  fixed  time.  The  ticket  he  issues,  how- 
ever, copy  of  wdiich  is  also  enclosed  in  the  letter  of  your 
Secretary,  does  not  contain  any  agreement  of  resale,  but 
purports  to  transfer  to  him  absolutely  the  title  to  such 
articles. 

This  would  appear  to  be  a  mere  evasion  of  the  Act  of 
24th  of  February,  1859,  which  makes  it  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
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ness  of  a  pawnbroker  in  Philadelpliia  without  a  license. 
I  think  it  possible  that  a  charge  of  obtaining  property 
under  false  pretenses  might  also  be  sustained.  These  ques- 
tions relate  to  the  criminal  law,  however,  and  I  would 
suggest  that  you  bring  the  facts  to  the  attention  of  the 
District  Attorney. 

As  requested,  I  am  returning  the  ticket  and  the  report 
of  the  detective.

Dear  Sir: — Your  Secretary  inquires,  under  date  of 
18th  inst.,  whether  you  should  refuse  a  license  for  keep- 
ing a  lodging  house  to  a  person  on  the  ground  that  he  is 
not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

The  Act  of  July  2,  1895  (P.  L.  428),  which  regulates 
the  subject,  is  silent  upon  the  question  of  the  citizenship 
of  lodging-house  keepers,  the  only  personal  qualification 
being  that  ''no  such  license  shall  be  granted  to  a  person 
by  the  Mayor  who  is  not  of  good  moral  character." 

If  an  applicant  for  a  license  complies  with  this  and  all 
the  other  provisions  of  the  statute,  I  think  it  is  your  duty 
to  issue  the  license,  irrespective  of  his  citizenship.

Dear  Sie: — From  your  letter  of  March  1st  it  appears 
that  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Sup- 
plies, Bureau  of  Police,  contains  an  item  of  $7,000  "for 
stationery,  printing,  paper,  ice,  household  cleaning,  office 
and  other  supplies."  In  the  appropriation  to  your  own 
Department  and  Bureau  there  is  another  item  of  $20,000 
"for  incidental  expenses  in  station  houses,  including  clean- 
ing, towel  and  bed  supplies,  blank  books,  typewriting  rib- 
bons, extra  cleaning,  etc."  It  further  appears  that  a  num- 
ber of  small  bills  have  been  presented  by  ice  companies 
for  ice  delivered  at  the  station  house,  and  warrants  have 
been  drawn  thereon  against  the  last-named  item,  which 
the  Controller  refuses  to  countersign.  You  ask  whether 
the  ice,  which,  in  former  years,  was  paid  for  by  the  men, 
may  not  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $20,000 
in  question. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  of  $7,000 
mentions  ice  specifically,  whereas  the  other  does  not  in- 
clude that  commodity  and,  in  fact,  enumerates  a  number 
of  subjects  which  are  not  analogous  or  similar  to  it,  the 
City  Controller  is  probably  technically  correct  in  his  con- 
tention. I  would  suggest  that  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover 
these  trivial  expenses  be  transferred  from  the  $20,000  item 
to  the  appropriation  of  $7,000,  or  that  a  resolution  of 
Councils  be  adopted  authorizing  the  appropriation  of 
$20,000  to  your  Department  to  be  used  in  part  to  meet 
the  bills  for  ice.  Either  course  would  obviate  the  objec- 
tion.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  vour  favor  of  22d  inst.,  with  refer- 
eiice  to  'Contract  No.  201  for  the  construction  of  subway 
deliverv  loop  and  station  in  Arch  street.  It  appears  that 
bills  have  been  presented  to  you  for  countersignature,  duly 
authorized  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  City 
Transit,  for  the  restoration  of  an  electric  sign,  for  moving 
stock  from  basement  and  coal  in  basement  of  various  prem- 
ises, and  you  desire  a  ruling  whether  these  are  proper 
charges  to  be  paid  by  the  City. 

I  think  the  matter  pertains  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Director  of  City  Transit,  and  while  there  may  be  doubt  as 
to  detail  with  respect  to  certain  items,  in  general  I  would 
suggest  that  his  decision  in  such  matters  be  followed  by 
you,  unless  it  is  clearly  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract.

Dear  Sie  : — From  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  with  reference  to  contract  with  Ryan  & 
Eeilly  Company,  No.  43992,  for  the  construction  of  sewer 
in  0  street,  from  Kensington  avenue  to  Lycoming  street, 
and  across  private  property,  it  appears  that  the  contractors 
while  laying  the  sewer  in  question  were  required  to  repair 
a  break  in  the  water  main  crossing  the  sewer  trench.  From 
the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  it  appears  that  the 
break  was  not  caused  by  the  work  of  excavating  for  the 
laying  of  the  sewer,  and  that  it  occurred  at  a  location  about 
three  feet  below  the  trench  for  the  sewer,  and  from  five 
to  eight  feet  distant  therefrom  horizontally.  The  work  of 
repairing  the  break  cost  the  contractors  the  sum  of 
$1,914.22,  for  which  they  have  rendered  a  bill  to  the  De- 
partment, and  the  inquiry  is  made  whether  the  Bureau 
would  be  justified  in  paying  the  contractors  this  sum, 
and  if  so,  whether  it  should  be  included  in  the  contractors' 
bill  in  the  final  estimate  under  the  contract,  or  whether 
authority  to  pay  the  bill  should  first  be  obtained  by  an 
ordinance  of  Councils. 

The  work  having  been  made  necessary  without  any 
fault  on  the  part  of  the  contractors,  and  they  having  made 
the  repairs  under  the  oral  direction  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, it  is  manifestly  proper  that  they  should  be  paid  the 
costs  of  such  repairs.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  cites 
C  lause  34  of  the  Specifications,  to  the  effect  that  the  "con- 
tractor shall  be  responsible  for  any  injury  to  water  pipes, 
gas  pipes,  electrical  wires,  conduits,  sewers  and  other 
structures  met  with  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and 
shall  be  liable  for  damage  to  public  or  private  property 
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resulting  therefrom,  which  amounts  may  be  deducted  from 
anv  estimate  due  him."  If  the  injury  to  the  water  pipe 
was  caused  bv  the  work  of  the  contractor  in  layino-  the 
sewer,  undoubtedly  this  clause  would  preclude  him  from 
makinff  anv  claim  aaainst  the  Citv,  but,  as  I  understand 
the  facts,  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  seems  to  be  satisfied  that 
the  work  of  laying  the  sewer  did  not  cause  the  break  in 
the  w^ater  pipe.  On  the  other  hand,  Clause  17  of  the 
Specifications  applies  only  to  changes  in  the  design  or 
specifications,  or  both,  of  any  part  of  the  w^ork  during  its 
progress,  in  which  event  the  increase  or  diminution  of 
expense  is  to  be  estimated  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
agreed  upon  between  the  Director  and  the  contractor.  This 
specification  would  seem  to  have  no  bearing  on  repairs  to 
a  water  pipe  made  without  reference  to  any  change  in  the 
design  or  specifications,  but  to  be  an  entirely  separate 
matter,  having  no  distinct  connection  with  the  work  of 
laying  the  sewer.  If  this  assumption  of  fact  be  correct, 
there  is  no  provision  for  treating  the  repairs  as  extra  wT-rk^ 
payable  by  warrant  under  the  contract. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  while  the  Contractor 
has  an  excellent  moral  claim  asainst  the  Citv  to  be  reim- 
bursed  for  his  outlay,  yet  since  all  contracts  to  be  binding 
upon  the  City  must  be  in  writing,  he  has  no  claim  legally 
enforcible,  and  he  should  be  compensated  by  virtue  of 
an  ordinance  passed  and  approved  as  provided  by  law  for 
ordinances  of  this  character.

Dear  Sir: — You  state  in  your  letter  of  yesterday  that 
complaints  have  been  made  by  persons  patronizing  various 
supposed  eye  dispensaries,  calling  themselves,  respectively, 
The  Pennsylvania,  The  Philadelphia  and  the  City  Free 
Eye  Clinic,  that  there  is  an  opinion  on  the  part  of  many 
persons  that  these  are  official  institutions  connected  with 
the  City  or  State,  which  is  not  the  case,  the  Bureau  of 
Health  maintaining  a  free  eye  clinic  at  City  Hall,  which 
is  only  open  to  children.  You  ask  whether  an  injunction 
can  be  obtained  to  restrain  the  principals  of  these  institu- 
tions from  using  the  above-named  titles. 

I  thinlv  much  would  depend  upon  the  nature  and  the 
truth  of  the  complaints  to  which  you  refer.  If  it  should 
appear  that  persons  are  misled  or  defrauded  by  reason  of 
the  false  assumption  that  these  dispensaries  have  some 
official  status,  it  is  probable  that  they  could  be  compelled 
by  injunction  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  such  misleading 
titles. 

Before  answering  more  positively,  I  would  be  glad  to 
know  the  nature  of  the  complaints  in  question. 

In  addition  to  the  suggested  remedy  by  injunction,  I 
may  call  your  attention  to  the  recent  Act  of  June  28,  1917, 
P.  L.  645,  which  requires,  under  penalty,  all  persons  do- 
ing business  under  a  fictitious  name  to  'file  a  certificate  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  at  Harris- 
burg,  and  in  that  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  business  is 
carried  on.  If  this  has  not  been  done,  it  would  perhaps 
be  best  to  pursue  this  remedy  in  the  Criminal  Court.

Extra  Payment  to  Policemen.

Dear  Sir: — Superintendent  of  Police  Kobinson  writes 
in  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  Marcli  11,  1918,  increas- 
ing the  pay  of  patrolmen  25  cents  per  day  from  the  first 
of  January,  1918.  He  asks  whether  a  patrolman  who  had 
left  the  City's  employ  since  that  date,  and  before  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance  of  March  11,  1918,  is  entitled  to  the 
extra  25  cents  per  day  during  the  term  of  his  employment 
after  January  1st. 

Such  an  ordinance  would  be  invalid  unless  passed  by 
two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  Councils  and  signed  by  the 
Mayor.  If  so  passed  and  signed,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  patrolmen  who  left  the  service  between  January  1  and 
March  11,  1918,  would  be  entitled  to  the  25  cents  extra 
per  day  during  the  term  of  their  service  after  the  former 
date.

Effect  on  Borrowing  Capacity  of  Placing  Parhway  on 

City  Plan.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letters  of 
February  11th  and  March  1st,  requesting  an  opinion  from 
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this  Department  on  certain  questions  hereinafter  consid- 
ered : 

*'l.  What  effect  will  the  placing  on  the  City  plan 
have  on  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City,  if  Conn- 
cils  should  provide  for  the  revision  of  the  lines  of 
the  Parkway  as  indicated  in  this  letter,  and  would 
such  a  debt  be  instantly  chargeable  against  the  bor- 
rowing capacity  of  the  City  ? 

"2.  What  effect  would  this  placing  have  in  view 
of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Parkway 
case  ? 

"3.  Is  or  is  not  the  location  in  question  such  a 
built-up  portion  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  7,  1915,  as  to  require  a 
taking  by  the  City  within  five  years  after  it  shall, 
have  been  placed  upon  the  City  plan  ?" 

The  ordinance  in  question  authorizes  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  from  the 
northeast  line  of  the  Parkway  and  of  Vine  street  to  the 
south  line  of  Race  street,  between  Eighteenth  street  and 
Fairniount  Park,  and  to  place  on  the  City  plan  such  new 
streets  and  parking  places  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete 
the  plan  for  the  development  of  the  Parkway  and  its  ap- 
proaches within  the  area  above  described. 

The  lang-uage  of  this  proposed  ordinance  is  lacking  in 
definiteness  in  that  it  does  not  indicate  what  ''plan  for 
the  development  of  the  Parkway  and  its  approaches  within 
the  area  above  described"  is  intended.  From  your  letter, 
however,  it  appears  that  the  taking  of  a  tract  of  ground 
between  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-fourth  streets,  south  of 
the  present  line  of  the  Parkway,  of  about  three  hundred 
feet  in  width  is  proposed.  Furtherm.ore,  that  the  assessed 
valuation  does  not  greatly  exceed  $1,000,000,  but  that  the 
estimate  placed  upon  the  damage  by  your  Department  ap- 
proximates $3,000,000. 

Your  first  two  questions  may  best  be  considered  to- 
gether. As  you  are  aware,  the  plotting  of  a  street  does  not 
ordinarily  involve  any  taking  of  the  land  covered  by  the 
plotted  street,  or  commit  the  City  to  the  final  opening 
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thereof.  It  is  otherwise,  however,  in  the  case  of  the  Park- 
way, which,  in  250  Par.  257,  was  held  to  have  peculiar 
characteristics  largely  because  it  was  projected  through  a 
part  of  the  City  which  w^as  already  built  up,  and  also  be- 
cause of  subsequent  proceedings  in  the  direction  of  an  ac- 
tual appropriation,  and  for  these  reasons  it  w^as  held  in  the 
case  in  question  that  the  plotting  of  the  Parkway  already 
involved  a  taking  of  the  land  and  a  consequent  liability 
on  the  part  of  the  City  which  would  date  from  such  plot- 
ting. 

In  the  Parkway  case  the  Supreme  Court  considered  all 
of  these  matters,  and  held  the  facts  involved  to  be  so  ex- 
ceptional that  the  City  was  deemed  to  have  committed 
itself  to  the  undertaking  to  all  intents  and  purposes  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  an  opening  ordinance  had  been  duly 
passed.  It  was  therefore  held  that  the  steps  taken  in  that 
matter  constituted  an  opening  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law,  and  that  the  Constitutional  right  to  compensation  at 
once  arose.  Such  a  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  under 
the  present  suggested  ordinance  as  is  characterized  in 
your  letter  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  regarded  by  the 
Courts  as  in  the  same  category  as  the  original  plotting  of 
the  Parkway,  and  I  doubt  if  any  distinction  would  be  made 
in  the  two  cases. 

This  is  further  shown  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Grand  Fraternity  case,  which  was  but  re- 
cently decided.  In  that  case  the  property  141 -t  Arch  street 
was  in  question,  it  being  part  of  the  original  bed  of  the 
Parkway  as  plotted  in  1906.  The  Grand  Fraternity  con- 
tended that  the  valuation  of  the  property  should  be  cal- 
culated as  of  the  3'ear  1916,  because  in  that  year  Councils 
passed  an  ordinance  making  provision  for  the  "opening  of 
the  unopened  portions  of  the  Parkway,  from  City  Hall 
to  Fairmount  Park,"  including  the  Grand  Fraternity  prop- 
erty. The  Court  took  the  contrary  view  and  relegated  the 
taking  to  the  year  1906,  when  this  portion  of  the  Parkway 
was  plotted. 

In  this  connection  I  may  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
effect  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases 
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of  Wetlierill  vs.  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Co.  (195  Pa. 
156)  and  Carpenter  vs.  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Co.  (Id. 
160).  These  decisions  would  be  applicable  if,  as  I  as- 
sume, the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  in  question 
would  include  the  striking  of  any  street  or  streets  from  the 
City  plan.  Those  cases  held  that  such  a  striking  from  the 
City  plan,  or  a  revision  leaving  the  streets  out,  constituted 
a  complete  legal  vacation  of  the  street,  whether  opened  or 
unopened,  and  as  a  consequence  the  right  of  the  abutting 
owner  to  any  damage  incurred  from  the  omission  or  strik- 
ing out  of  a  street  from  such  revised  plan  would  immedi- 
ately arise. 

In  the  case  of  Schuldice  vs.  Pittsburgh  (251  Pa.  28) 
it  was  held  that  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  damage  to 
property-owners  from  the  change  of  gi-ade  of  a  City  street 
(or  from  any  similar  improvement  presumptively),  made 
by  the  official  having  charge  of  such  improvement,  is  a 
sufi-icient  basis  upon  which  to  determine  the  amount  of  the 
liability  of  the  City,  with  a  view  to  calculating  the  amount 
of  its  indebtedness,  and  that  such  estimate  of  cost  must 
be  included  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  the  City's  debt. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you,  in  answer  to  your  first 
and  second  inquiries,  that  if,  in  obedience  to  the  ordinance 
concerning  which  you  inquire,  a  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grades  is  made  involving  an  estimated  expense  to  the  City, 
the  amount  of  such  estimated  expense  by  your  Department 
would  necessarily  constitute  an  increment  to  the  municipal 
debt,  and  that  such  debt  would  be  at  once  chargeable 
against  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City. 

Your  third  inquiry  is  as  follows: 

"3.  Is  or  is  not  the  location  in  question  such  a 
built-up  portion  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  7,  1915,  as  to  require 
a  taking  by  the  City  within  five  years  after  it  shall 
have  been  placed  upon  the  City  plan  ?" 

The  statute  referred  to  is  one  relating  to  and  regulating 
the  plotting  by  cities  of  the  first  class  of  parks  and  park- 
ways in  built-up  sections  of  such  cities.     In  my  opinion 
this  Act  is  unconstitutional.     It  relates  to  a  method  of

proceeding  to  secure  to  a  citizen  compensation  for  an  entry 
on  his  property  for  public  use  by  virtue  of  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain,  and  it  is  limited  to  cities  of  the  first  class. 
I  do  not  see  that  the  ordinance  concerning  which  you  in- 
quire is  necessarily  related  to  the  Act  of  1915,  but  inas- 
much as  you  ask  as  to  the  effect  of  that  Act  it  is  proper 
that  your  inquiry  should  be  answered,  and  I  can  answer  it 
only  by  saying  that  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Act  can  be 
sustained. 

In  the  case  of  Ruan  Street  (132  Pa.  257) — an  Act 
relating  to  the  opening  and  widening,  and  assessment  and 
payment  of  damages  and  benefits  for  the  opening,  widen- 
ing and  change  of  grade  of  streets  in  cities  of  the  first 
class  and  regulating  proceedings  therein — said  Act  was 
held,  excepting  as  to  its  first  section,  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional, because  the  classification  of  cities  was  not  permis- 
sible for  such  a  purpose,  or  for  any  other  purpose  ''not 
relating  to  the  organization  or  administration  of  their 
municipal  governments." 

Again,  in  the  recent  case  of  Laplacca  vs.  Philadelphia 
liapid  Transit  Company  (68  Superior  Court,  208,  Ad- 
vance Reports),  it  was  held  that  the  Act  of  ]\Iay  6,  1915 
(P.  L.  261),  giving  to  an  attorney  of  record,  from  the 
commencement  of  any  action  or  proceeding,  either  at  law 
or  in  equity,  a  lien  for  his  compensation  upon  his  client's 
cause  of  action,  etc.,  was  unconstitutional  as  violating 
Article  III,  Section  7,  of  the  Constitution,  which  pro- 
hibits the  General  Assembly  from  passing  any  local  or 
special  law  authorizing  the  creation,  extension,  or  impair- 
ment of  liens,  or  providing  or  changing  methods  for  the 
collection  of  debt,  it  being  deemed  that  the  last-mentioned 
Act  involves  an  artificial  and  arbitrary  classification  of 
creditors  in  favor  of  attorneys-at-law  as  against  other 
classes  of  creditors. 

The  Act  of  1915  appears  to  me  to  violate  these  canons, 
both  because  it  relates  only  to  cities  of  the  first  class,  and 
also  because  even  in  such  cities  it  makes  an  improper 
classification  and  gives  a  different  remedy  as  between 
similar  classes  of  claimants  without  any  legal  or  proper 
basis  for  the  distinction.     It  would  not  only  permit  claim- 
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ants  in  Philadelphia  to  introduce  elements  of  damage  as 
against  that  City  which  claimants  in  Pittsburgh  might 
not  introduce  under  similar  circumstances,  but  would  also 
differentiate  as  between  claims  for  damages  by  reason  of 
the  opening  of  the  Parkway  in  one  part  of  the  City  and 
claims  for  damages  with  respect  to  improvements,  not  sub- 
stantially different,  in  another  part  thereof. 

Thus  far  I  have  endeavored  to  answer  your  questions  in 
accordance  with  what  I  believe  the  legal  import  of  those 
answers  should  be.  I  wish  to  add  that  I  regard  the  pro- 
posed improvement  of  the  Parkway  as  a  project  which  is 
in  the  highest  degree  a  laudable  and  desirable  one,  and 
would  be  glad  if  a  way  could  be  found  to  carry  into  effect 
the  artistic  conception  which  the  intended  development 
of  the  Parkwav  would  effect.  IS^evertheless,  I  am  com- 
pelled  to  place  before  you,  in  response  to  your  queries,  the 
view  I  believe  the  Courts  would  take  of  the  matters 
therein  involved. 

This  matter  has  been  hanging  fire  for  some  time,  for 
the  reason  that  Eli  Kirk  Price,  Esq.,  asked  that  the  opinion 
be  withheld  until  he  had  had  a  chance  to  talk  with  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  relation  to  a  new  ordinance,  which, 
revises  the  lines  and  grades  of  the  Parkway'  in  its  ap- 
proaches between  Eighteenth  street  and  Fairmount  Park 
in  a  different  manner  from  that  indicated  in  the  ordinance 
which  you  transmitted  to  this  Department.  Such  a  meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Mayor  this  morning — the 
Mayor,  Mr.  Price  and  myself  being  present.  After  dis- 
cussion, it  was  agreed  that,  in  view  of  the  war  and  the 
present  financial  conditions,  this  ordinance  should  be  with- 
held from  further  consideration  until  the  early  part  of 
1919.  And  so,  the  subject  will  rest  until  the  early  part 
of  the  coming  3'ear,  at  which  time  it  will  be  considered.

Pay  of  Employees  in  Government  Service — Subsistence 

Allowance.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Assistant  Director  of  your  Depart- 
ment asks  me,  with  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  Novem- 
ber 9,  1917,  authorizing  the  Departments  to  pay  men  in 
the  Government  service  "the  difference  between  their  Gov- 
ernment and  City  salaries,"  whether  in  the  case  of  men  who 
are  sometimes  ;allowed  .small  amounts  for  subsistence, 
commutation  and  the  like,  in  addition  to  the  regular  salary 
jDaid  by  the  Government,  these  allowances  should  be  taken 
into  mind  in  computing  the  difference  between  the  Govern- 
ment ]Day  and  the  pay  which  they  would  have  received  had 
they  remained  in  the  service  of  the  City. 

In  my  judgment,  the  ordinance  did  not  have  in  view 
these  extra  allowances,  and  I  may  add  that  the  difficulty 
of  taking  these  small  and  irregular  sums  into  calculation 
would  add  greatly  to  the  difficulty  of  estimating  the  amount 
to  be  paid  such  persons  by  the  City.  I  would,  therefore, 
sugoest  that  the  basis  of  estimate  be  the  difference  between 
the  regular  salary  paid  by  the  Government  and  the  salary 
which  the  persons  affected  received  from  the  City  before 
entering  the  service  of  the  United  States.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
April  12tli,  wherein  yon  say  that  "By  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils approved  July  20,  1916  (page  182),  there  is  appro- 
priated to  Item  190  (loan),  Bureau  of  Police,  toward  the 
purchase  of  ground  for  and  the  erection  and  construction 
of  and  repairs  to  police  stations,  $345,000." 

You  ask  whether  or  not  if  satisfactory  terms  can  he 
agreed  upon,  without  condemnation  proceedings,  for  the 
purchase  of  property  for  the  erection  of  a  police  station, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  giving  au- 
thority to  purchase  said  property  at  the  price  agreed  upon 
with  the  owner. 

You  are  advised  that  this  is  a  general  appropriation  and 
that  you  will  have  to  have  specific  authority,  either  for  the 
purchase  of  the  property  in  question  upon  terms  to  be 
agreed  on  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  by  condemnation 
ordinance  chargeable  against  that  particular  item.

Law  Department, 
License  to  Milh  Dealers.

Dear  Sir  : — At  the  instance  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Health  you  inquire  for  an  opinion  whether  it  would  be 
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practicable  tu  require  a  separate  license  for  eaeli  store,  or 
place  of  business,  in  which  milk  is  sold,  where  such  stores 
are  owned  bv  the  same  individual,  as  it  is  felt  that  the 
City  might  secure  additional  revenue  bv  compelling  the 
owner  to  take  ont  a  license  for  each  such  place. 

The  matter  is  governed  bv  the  Act  of  April  2G,  1917, 
amending  the  Act  of  April  27,  1909  (P.  L.  237).  Under 
the  Act  of  1917,  persons  or  corporations  dealing  in  milk, 
or  its  fluid  derivatives  are  required  to  pay  annually  the 
snm  of  $2,  which  shall  entitle  the  dealer  to  a  license  au- 
thorizing him  to  deal  therein.  Each  dealer  is  to  be  given 
a  number,  a  record  of  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  Bureau  of 
Health,  "and  said  license  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed 
in  the  dealer's  chief  place  of  business."  The  license  thus 
required  is  evidently  a  personal  one,  and  not  a  license  of 
the  place  at  which  milk  is  dealt  in.  It  is  quite  evident  that 
the  Act  contemplates  that  one  person  may  have  more  than 
one  place  of  business  by  requiring  the  display  of  the  li- 
cense in  his  "chief"  place. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  you  could  not  lawfully 
require  separate  licenses  for  the  dift'erent  places  of  busi- 
ness owned  or  operated  by  one  milk  dealer.  If  it  is  desired 
to  dn  this,  the  Act  of  Assembly  should  be  amended  accord- 
ingly at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.

Payment   of  Difference  Between   City  and  Army   Wage.

Dear   Sir: — I   acknowledge   receipt   of  your  letter   of 
April  17,  1918,  referring  to  the  case  of  elacob  Ludwig, 
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laborer.  Bureau  of  Highways,  who  appears  to  have  been 
the  employee  of  the  City  particularly  in  mind,  but  not 
referred  to,  in  your  letter  of  April  15th,  where  you  asked 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  or  not  a  laborer 
who  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  City  since  1914,  but 
who  was  dropped  in  Xovember  last  because  of  lack  of 
funds,  then  resigned  in  January  in  order  to  secure  a  re- 
fund of  his  pension  money,  was  reinstated  March  13th  and 
entered  Government  service  April  1st,  is  eligible  for  pay- 
ment under  the  ordinance  of  Councils  authorizing  addi- 
tional payment  to  such  employees  as  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  City  and  have  gone  into  the  Government 
service. 

It  now  appears  that  the  said  Jacob  Ludwig,  having 
been  appointed  November  19,  1914,  and  continued  in  the 
service  of  the  City  until  September  22,  1917,  when  he  was 
drafted  and  sent  to  Camp  Meade  and  assigned  to  Com- 
pany H,  315th  Infanty,  as  a  private  at  $30  per  month, 
and  that  during  the  time  he  remained  at  Camp  Meade  up 
until  the  day  he  was  discharged  from  military  service  for 
physical  reasons,  he  was  paid  the  diiference  between  his 
army  and  his  City  wage,  and  that  after  his  discharge  from 
the  army  and  his  return  from  Camp  ]\Ieade  by  reason  of 
ill  health,  he  was  unable  to  immediately  return  to  work 
and  was  granted  leave  of  absence  without  pay  until  jSTo- 
vember  30th,  and  that  in  the  meantime,  on  November  15th, 
he  was  laid  off  because  of  a  lack-  of  funds,  and  on  January 
15,  1918,  was  separated  from  the  service  because  of  his 
resignation,  which  he  handed  in  to  secure  the  refund  of 
the  money  which  he  had  paid  into  the  Pension  Fund,  it 
being  necessary  that  he  should  have  this  money  that  he 
might  live,  not  having  worked  on  account  of  being  in  ill- 
health. 

It  further  appears  that  Mr.  Ludwig  was  reinstated  in 
the  Bureau  of  Highways  March  13,  1918,  and  on  April 
1st  he  was  again  drafted  and  is  now  at  Camp  Meade  as  a 
private  at  $30  per  month. 

The  ordinance  of  Councils  applying  to  such  cases  is  that 
of  November  9,  1917  (Ordinance,  1917,  p.  378),  amend-

ing  the  ordinance  of  June  13,  1916.     The  ordinance  now 
reads  as  follows: 

''That  leave  of  absence  w^ith  pay  shall  be  granted  to 
any  employee  paid  by  warrant  of  the  City  or  County 
of  Philadelphia,  who  has  been  employed  at  least  three 
months  continuously  and  who  makes  application 
therefor  for  the  purpose  of  military  service  in  the 
Xational  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the  service  of 
the  United  States  Government." 

It  thus  appears  that  last  fall  the  status  of  Mr.  Ludwig 
was  fixed  as  that  of  one  properly  entitled  to  the  difference 
between  his  army  and  City  wage.  Upon  careful  consid- 
eration of  the  circumstances  occurring  subsequently,  I  do 
not  feel  it  proper  to  rule  that  these  circumstances  are  such 
as  w^ould  change  that  status. 

I  therefore  feel,  in  this  particular  case,  that  it  is  proper 
to  say  that  Jacob  Ludwig  may  be  paid  the  difference  be- 
tween his  armv  and  Citv  wage.

Payment  of  Salary  of  Soldier  to  Dependents.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  19th  inst.  you  refer  to 
the  case  of  one  Samuel  Diamond,  a  fireman,  who  on  Aug- 
ust 4,  1917,  executed  a  power  of  attorney,  empowering 
the  captain  of  his  engine  to  collect  and  pay  over  to  his  wife 
all  wages  due  him  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  during  his  term 
of  enlistment  in  the  militarv  service  of  the  United  States 
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Marine  Corps.  On  April  11,  1918,  he  revoked  the  power 
of  attorney  above  referred  to,  and  directed  tlie  payment 
of  the  wages  in  question  to  the  Commonwealth  Title  In- 
surance and  Tl'ust  Company.  The  wife  refuses  to  recog- 
nize this  revocation,  and  you  ask  whether  you  should, 
without  her  consent,  honor  it  and  instruct  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  to  pay  the  wages  to  the  Commonwealth  Title  Insur- 
ance and  Trust  Company,  and  not  to  the  fireman's  wife. 

I  assume  that  the  money  in  question  is  that  which  our 
ordinances  of  June  30,  1916,  and  November  9,  1917,  di- 
rect to  be  paid  to  City  employees  during  their  absence  in 
the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  etc.,  and  which 
consists  of  the  difference  between  the  pay  received  by  them 
in  such  service  and  that  which  they  would  have  received  if 
they  had  remained  in  the  service  of  the  City.  This  money 
is  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  soldier,  and  in  virtue  thereof 
he  would  have  the  same  dominion  over  it  as  he  would  over 
his  regular  salary  if  he  had  not  entered  the  military  serv- 
ice, or  as  any  other  person  entitled  to  receive  money  from 
the  City  would  have  over  such  money.  His  power  of  at- 
torney, therefore,  to  pay  it  to  his  wife  would  be  revocable 
by  him  at  any  time.  All  such  powers  of  attorney  to  pay 
money,  unless  coupled  with  an  interest  in  the  fund,  are 
subject  to  revocation.  The  effect  of  the  instrument  of 
April  11,  1918,  executed  by  Mr.  Diamond,  would,  there- 
fore, be  to  supersede  the  original  power  of  attorney, 
thereby  putting  in  force  his  direction  to  pay  his  salary  or 
wages  as  they  accrue  to  the  Commonwealth  Title  Company. 

In  this  connection,  however,  I  think  your  attention 
should  be  called  to  the  difference  between  the  provisions 
of  the  City  ordinances  and  those  of  the  Act  of  June  7, 
1917  (P.  L.  600).  The  latter  provides  a  different  plan 
of  relief  for  employees  of  the  State  or  any  county,  muni- 
cipality, township  or  school  district  within  it  who  enter 
the  United  States  military  service.  This,  in  brief,  con- 
sists of  a  payment  of  one-half  of  the  salary,  or  other  com- 
pensation of  such  employee  not  exceeding  $2,000  per  an- 
num, etc.,  directly  to  the  dependents  and  not  to  himself. 
Section  2  of  that  Act  contains  the  provision  that:  '^If  he 
have  a  wife  (such  payment  shall  be  made)  to  his  wife  for 
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her  use  and  that  of  his  children."  By  the  same  section 
he  is  authorized  to  file  a  statement  under  oath  containino-, 

o- 

among-  other  things,  "the  names  and  addresses  of  his  wife, 
children  and  dependent  parent  or  parents,  if  any  such  he 
have,"  and  "with  such  statement  he  shall  also  file  powers 
of  attorneys  authorizing  the  proper  dependents  to  receive 
their  proportion  of  said  salary  or  wages  as  aforesaid." 

Under  the  statute  no  provision  seems  to  be  made  for 
those  entering  the  service  who  are  without  dependent  rela- 
tives. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  how  the  conflicting  terms  of  the 
statute  and  of  the  ordinances  may  result  in  embarrass- 
ment to  the  City.  I  understand  that  the  payments  have 
been  made  as  provided  by  the  ordinances  and  without  re- 
gard to  the  statutory  directions,  and  it  is  quite  possible 
that  after  the  City  has  paid  to  the  soldier  the  difference 
between  his  compensation  due  from  the  City  and  that  re- 
ceived from  the  United  States,  the  wife,  or  other  depend- 
ent relatives,  may  make  a  claim  based  on  the  mandatory 
terms  of  the  Act,  and  it  is  conceivable  that  the  City  may 
be  compelled  to  meet  such  a  demand  by  a  second  payment. 

I  think  it  highlv  desirable  that  our  ordinances  should 
be  made  to  correspond  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  at  least  so  far  as  concerns  employees  entering 
the  military  service  and  Avho  have  wives  or  other  depend- 
ent relatives,  as  defined  by  the  Legislature.  I  accordingly 
suo-ocst  that  the  matter  be  brouc-ht  to  the  attention  of 
Councils  so  that  a  change  of  this  character  in  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance  mav  be  made,  and  the  Citv  relieved  of 
the  dilemma  which  is  thus  threatened. 

In  the  meanwhile,  in  the  present  instance,  owing  to  the 
controlling  effect  of  the  statute  and  the  duty  of  the  hus- 
band to  support  his  wife,  and  family  if  he  leave  one,  I 
think  you  should  insist  that  the  parties  adjust  their  dif- 
ferences as  to  the  payment  of  the  money  before  it  shall 
be  turned  over  to  either.

Continuation  of  Subway  Contracts.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  been  shown  the  letter  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  City  Transit  to  you  of  the 
23d  inst.,  with  respect  to  the  suspension  of  construction 
work  on  the  Arch  and  Locust  streets  sections  of  the  sub- 
way, known  as  Contracts  jSTos.  201  and  203,  and  the 
Thompson  street  sewer  contract,  known  as  Contract  Xo. 
16,  as  well  as  the  cancellation  of  the  contracts  covering 
this  work. 

The  present  exigencies  of  the  situation  make  extraordi- 
nary action  imperative.  The  contracts  for  this  work,  like 
all  contracts,  are  binding  upon  the  City  after  it  has  once 
entered  into  them,  and,  like  all  contracts,  they  can  only 
be  broken  or  annulled  by  one  party,  either  in  pursuance 
of  some  adjustment  with  the  other  or  at  the  risk  of  an 
action  for  such  damages  as  may  arise, from  the  breach  of 
the  contract.  This  being  so,  and  owing  to  the  difficulties 
involved  in  the  present  conditions  to  which  Mr.  Twining 
refers,  I  believe  that  the  action  suogested  bv  him — that  is 
to  say,  the  making  of  an  effort  to  adjust  the  entire  sub- 
ject by  amicable  arrangement  based  upon  an  annulment  of 
the  contracts  in  question  and  the  suspension  of  the  work 
thereunder,  together  with  a  proper  compensation  to  the 
contractor,  is  a  necessary  and  beneficial  solution  of  the 
difficulties. 

The  money  having  been  borrowed  under  authority  of 
Councils,  and  the  direction  to  enter  into  these  contracts 
and  proceed  with  the  work  having  emanated  from  those 
bodies,  the  power  to  direct  the  cancellation  of  the  con- 
tracts and  the  suspension  or  discontinuance  of  the  work 
is  also  in  Councils,  and  this  necessitates  the  passage  of 
an   ordinance   directing   the   steps   recommended   by   Mr. 
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Twilling,  unless  yon,  as  Mayor,  are  willing  to  assnnie  tlie 
responsibility  of  taking  such  steps,  relying  npon  Councils 
afterwards  to  ratify  and  eonfirin  what  yon  may  do ;  or,  if 
you  do  not  think  it  well  to  assume  this  responsibility,  a 
resolution  of  Councils  might  be  passed  directing  the  sus- 
pension of  the  work  and  the  subsequent  adjustment  of 
terms  with  the  contractor. 

In  any  event,  it  is  essential,  as  the  basis  of  an  ordinance 
either  to  authorize  or  contirm  your  action  in  the  premises, 
that  the  terms  of  such  an  adjustment  should  be  decided 
upon.  Those  terms  should  be  fixed  by  conference  between 
the  Director  of  City  Transit  and  the  contractor,  and  they 
can  then  be  digested  into  the  form  of  an  ordinance  in 
conformity  with  the  purpose  in  view,  and,  as  prompt  ac- 
tion is  desirable,  it  may  be  advisable  to  direct  the  sus- 
pension of  the  work  in  the  first  instance  by  3'ou,  or  by 
resolution  of  Councils  as  above  suggested,  leaving  the 
terms  of  an  adjustment  of  compensation  to  the  contractor 
for  the  final  annulment  of  the  contract  to  be  arrived  at 
and  put  into  the  form  of  an  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — You  transmit  a  resolution  of  Councils  that 
the  heads  of  the  Departments  be  directed  to  discontinue

advertising  of  every  kind  and  character  published  in  news-- 
papers  in  the  German  language,  and  ask  whether  such  reso- 
lution supersedes  the  Act  of  Assembly  on  this  subject, 
and  what  effect  the  observance  of  the  resolution  would 
have  on  municipal  contracts  and  other  matters  covered  by 
said  Act. 

In  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Unknown,  2-i  D.  R.  753, 
the  Act  of  April  30,  1901  (P.  L.  109),  and  that  of  May 
3,  1915  (P.  L.  242),  were  discussed  at  some  length  by 
President  Judge  Audenried  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
1^0.  4,  and  the  conclusion  reached  that  these  Acts,  which 
required  the  publication  in  certain  counties  of  legal  no- 
tices in  German,  Italian  and  Yiddish  newspapers,  were 
unconstitutional.  The  decision  did  not,  in  terms,  deal 
with  the  Act  of  July  2,  1895  (P.  L.  426),  which  pro- 
fesses to  regulate  the  advertisement  of  notices  required 
to  be  published  by  law  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second 
classes,  and  provided  for  their  publication  in  a  German 
newspaper ;  but  the  principles  which  the  decision  of  Judge 
Audenried  establishes  apply  equally  to  the  latter  Act,  and 
I  believe  that  the  same  reasoning  as  that  of  the  Court  in 
the  case  referred  to  shows  the  unconstitutionality  of  the 
Act  of  1895.  Heretofore  there  have  existed  ordinances, 
in  addition  to  the  Act  of  Assembly,  which  also  provided 
for  the  publication  of  legal  advertisements  in  German 
newspapers,  but  these  can  be  regarded  as  having  been  re- 
pealed by  virtue  of  the  resolution  which  you  send  me. 

The  cessation  to  advertise  in  German  newspapers  in  the 
present  unusual  circumstances  of  the  country,  and  when 
every  favor  or  indulgence  to  persons  of  German  blood  or 
alignment  should  be  rescinded,  is  to  be  commended,  and 
I  have  little  doubt  that  if  the  Legislature  were  now  in 
session  it  would,  without  hesitation  and  probably  without 
dissent,  repeal  all  statutes  directing  such  publication  to 
be  made.  In  any  event,  however,  the  reasoning  of  Judge 
Audenried  in  the  case  above  noted,  and  from  which  no 
appeal  has  been  taken,  makes  it  fairly  certain  that  all  of 
these  Acts  fail  to  accord  with  constitutional  requirements 
and  are,  therefore,  void. 

For  these  reasons  I  think  that  the  terms  of  the  resolution 
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-should  be  respected,   and  official   advertising  in  German 
newspapers  should  no  longer  be  inserted.

Cancellation  of  Electrical  Installations  in  Station

Dear  Sir:- — It  appears  from  jowr  letter  of  29th  ult. 
that  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Keller-Pike  Company 
on  February  1-i,  1918,  on  bids  opened  on  the  same  day  for 
the  erection  of  installations  in  the  station  buildings  at 
Torresdale  and  Kensington  avenues,  and  Tioga  street  and 
Kensington  avenue.  It  was  provided  therein  that:  "If 
the  City  shall  delay  in  the  award  of  the  contract,  or  in  giv- 
ing possession  of  the  site,  so  that  work  cannot  be  com- 
menced within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  the  open- 
ing of  bids,  the  bids  will  be  permitted  to  be  withdrawn, 
or  the  award  may  be  cancelled  at  the  desire  of  either 
party." 

It  appears  that  the  contractor  has  signed  the  contract, 
but  that  the  City  officials  have  not  done  so,  and  the  delay 
is  because  of  negotiations  with  the  Capital  Issues  Com- 
mittee, looking  toward  the  further  borrowing  of  money 
chargeable  to  transit  construction.  The  contractor  now 
gives  notice  that  he  wishes  to  take  advantage  of  the  fore- 
going clause  and  cancel  the  award  of  the  contract. 

I  think,  under  the  terms  referred  to,  there  is  no  option

•iver.  It  seems  that  the  contract  for  dreddng  the  trenAes 
to  prepare  the  site  for  the  construction  of  the  sub  rtruc- 
tures  of  these  piers  was  entered  into  on  May  23,  1917  and 
the  work  commenced  about  August  30,  1917  and  pro",: 
eiited  contmuouslv  until,  at  the  request  of  theVnited 

phnrwa^'r^'  Ir^'  ^"^■■S^ey  Fleet  Corporation     he 
piant  was  released  for  use  in  connection  with  the  Govern

1  he  present  attitude  of  the  United  States  authorities 
s  that  the  construction  of  these  piers  should  not  proceed  at 
the  present  time,  or  for  an  indefinite  period  in  the  toure 
and,  furthermore,  that  it  is  likely  that  all  the  d  ed"e    of 
the  company-contractor  will  be  engaged  upon  Governmen 
work  until  late  in  the  fall,  and  that,  therefore    the  "m 
pany  could  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  coT 
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tract  as  to  time  of  completion.     They  would,  therefore, 
consent  to  the  contract  being  closed  out  or  annulled.  * 
You  state  that: 

"Should  the  dredging  of  the  trenches  covered  by 
the  contract  with  the  American  Dredging  Company, 
referred  to  in  second  paragraph,  be  completed  and 
the  piers  themselves  not  constructed  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time,  the  trenches  would  partly  fill  with 
mud,  which  would  require  their  redredging  at  such 
time  as  the  piers  were  actually  built.  It  is,  therefore, 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  we  cannot  erect  the  piers,  that  the  preparatory 
work  of  dredging  the  trenches  should  be  suspended 
and  the  contract  for  the  work  terminated." 

Work  has  already  been  done  in  the  dredging  which,  un- 
der the  estimates  provided  for  by  the  specifications, 
amounts  in  money  to  $58,882.83,  of  which  the  sum  of 
$52,994.55  has  been  paid,  leaving  unpaid  the  retained 
percentage  of  10  per  cent.,  amounting  to  $5,888.28.  The 
limit  of  the  contract  is  $140,000. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  evident  that  both  parties  to 
the  contract  find  it  advantageous  to  abandon  it  at  the 
present  time,  since  its  completion  is  neither  practicable 
nor  desirable.  I  assume,  though  it  is  not  expressly  so  stated, 
that  upon  the  termination  of  the  contract  payment  would 
be  made  to  the  dredging  company  above  named  the  sum 
of  retained  percentage,  and  thereupon  that  the  contract  be 
annulled.  In  view  of  the  unusual  facts  and  circumstances 
thus  arising,  I  think  the  contract  with  the  American 
Dredging  Company  can  be  legally  terminated,  and  whether 
this  should  be  done  or  not  is  a  question  resting  in  the 
sound  discretion  of  yourself  as  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries.

Pay  for  E)ilisted  Men.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  8th  inst.  makes  inquiries 
with  respect  to  the  ordinances  of  Jnne  30,  1916,  and  No- 
vember 9,  1917,  granting  leaves  of  absence  with  pay  to 
City  employees  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Government  or  the  National  Gnard  of  Pennsylvania,  It 
appears  that  many  of  your  force  have  been  paid  from  loan 
funds,  payments  out  of  such  funds  continuing  after  the 
enrollment  in  the  service  of  those  who  have  left  the  City's 
employment  for  that  purpose.  No  substitute  employees 
have  been  appointed,  with  the  consequent  reduction  of  the 
force,  which  is  now  75  per  cent,  of  that  employed  a  year 
ago. 

You  state  that  in  view  of  the  attitude  of  the  Govern- 
ment with  respect  to  the  issue  of  further  bonds  by  the 
City,  the  status  of  the  employees  of  the  Department  should 
be  determined,  and  it  further  appears  that  at  the  present 
time  about  $850  per  month  is  being  paid  to  the  men  in 
the  Government  service,  and  that  for  the  year  1918  about 
$10,000  will  be  diverted  from  loan  funds  for  such  pay- 
ments. You  are  therefore  asked,  and  in  turn  ask  this  De- 
partment: "If  the  loan  funds  are  exhausted  after  an  em- 
ployee has  entered  the  Government  service,  would  this 
payment  be  continued  for  such  employees,  or  would  other 
provisions  be  made  for  such  men  ?"  and  you  continue  as 
follows : 

"I  personally  do  not  believe  it  is  the  right  thing 
to  divert  this  large  sum  from  loan  funds,  authorized 
for  construction  work,  for  payment  of  Government 
employees.  I  am  sending  you  a  statement  showing 
the  total  amount  which  has  been  paid  by  this  De- 
4 
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partmeut  to  the  employees  in  Government  service  out 
of  general  funds  and  also  out  of  loan  funds.  You 
will  note  that  both  the  number  of  employees  and  the 
amount  paid  monthly  is  steadily  growing. 

"Is  the  ordinance  referred  to  to  be  considered  in 
the  nature  of  a  contract  with  the  employees  of  the 
City  entering  the  Government  service,  and  are  em- 
ployees paid  from  loan  funds  to  be  treated  differently 
from  employees  paid  from  budget  appropriation  ?" 

I  may  say  that  I  agree  with  you  in  thinking  that  it  is 
not  right  to  divert  the  sum  in  question  from  loan  funds  for 
construction  work  in  order  to  pay  it  to  Government  em- 
ployees. Such  use  of  the  money  would  seem  to  be  at  vari- 
ance with  the  purpose  for  which  the  money,  with  the  assent 
of  the  electors,  was  borrowed.  An  appropriation  out  of 
general  funds  of  the  City  should  be  made  so  as  to  avoid  de- 
pleting the  loan  funds  in  this  manner. 

In  answer  to  the  question  which  was  asked  of  you,  I 
would  say  that  after  the  exhaustion  of  the  loan  funds,  if 
they  shall  continue  to  be  used  in  this  manner,  the  pay- 
ment ought  to  be  continued  to  the  employees  in  the  Gov- 
ernment service  from  the  City's  funds,  and  provision 
should  be  made  accordingly ;  but  whether  this  will  be  done 
cannot  be  foretold  by  the  Law  Department,  as  the  matter 
rests  with  Councils. 

You  ask  whether  the  ordinance  of  1916  as  amended  is 
to  be  considered  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  with  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Government  service,  and  whether  employees 
paid  from  loan  funds  are  to  be  treated  differently  from 
employees  paid  from  budget  appropriation.  I  do  not  think 
that  the  ordinances  of  1916  and  1917  constitute  con- 
tracts in  the  strict  sense  of  that  term,  although  if  the  City 
has  assented  to  the  enrollment  of  an  employee  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  country,  the  moral  obligation  to  continue  pay- 
ments, on  the  faith  of  which  the  soldier  enlisted,  would  be 
verv  strong. 

When  you  ask  whether  employees  paid  from  loan  funds 
should  be  treated  differently  from  employees  paid  from 
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budget  appropriation,  I  am  not  quite  clear  as  to  the  exact 
sense  in  which  you  make  this  inquiry.  No  matter  how 
employees  are  paid,  when  they  have  enlisted  under  the 
promise  that  they -will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  City  that 
promise  should  be  kept,  and  if  the  fund  from  which  the 
payments  are  made  should  become  exhausted,  another  ade- 
quate sum  should  be  substituted  by  action  of  Councils. 

In  this  connection,  and  -with  especial  reference  to  the 
qviery  whether  the  ordinances  constitute  a  contract  with 
each  soldier,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  provisions 
of  the  statute  of  June  7,  1917  (P.  L.  600).  This  Act 
makes  it  obligatory  on  cities  to  pay  to  the  dependents  of 
those  employees  entering  the  United  States  service  and 
leaving  dependents  a  sum  equal  to  half  of  the  compensa- 
tion which  they  received  in  the  City's  service,  not  in  ex- 
cess of  $2,000  per  annum.  You  will  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  differ  from  those  of  our  ordinances  in 
two  important  particulars:  First,  they  relate  only  to 
those  City  employees  drafted  or  enrolled  by  the  United 
States  who  leave  dependents;  secondly,  the  standard  of 
compensation  is  a  different  one,  being  one-half  of  the  sal- 
ary, or  wages,  paid  to  the  soldier,  instead  of  the  difference 
between  his  recompense  in  the  service  and  that  paid  him 
in  the  service  of  the  City, 

The  mandatory  provision  of  the  statute,  however,  prob- 
ably supplies  the  place  of  the  supposed  "contract"  which 
was  in  your  mind  when  you  framed  this  inquiry.  Another 
difference  between  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  the  ordinances 
is  that  the  latter  apply  in  terms  to  City  employees,  enter- 
ing the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  as  well  as  those 
in  the  United  States  Service,  while  the  Act  is  silent  with 
respect  to  the  National  Guard.  These  differences  between 
the  ordinances  and  the  statute  are  likely  to  involve  the 
entire  subject-matter  in  confusion  and  possibly  result  in 
the  liability  of  the  City  for  payments  to  dependents  under 
the  statute  after  it  has  made  the  payments  provided  for 
in  the  ordinances  directly  to  the  soldier. 

This  Department  recently  called  the  attention  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  to  those  discrepancies  and 
the  possible  results  thereof,  and  the  latter  Department,  I 
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understand,  is  about  to  ask  Councils  to  remodel  the  ordi- 
nances so  far  as  relates  to  soldiers  having  dependents  in 
order  that  its  provisions  may  be  harmonized  with  those 
fixed  by  the  Legislature.

Advertising  in  Paper  Printed  Partly  in  English  and 
Partly  in  German.

Dear  Sir: — Your  Secretary  sends  me,  under  date  of 
the  17th  inst.,  copy  of  the  Philadelphia  Gazette-Democrat, 
formerly  the  German  Gazette,  which  now  appears  to  be 
printed  partly  in  English  and  partly  in  German,  together 
with  correspondence  between  yourself  and  the  President 
of  the  company  which  publishes  that  journal,  he  claiming 
that  as  it  is  now  no  longer  a  German  newspaper,  it  should 
not  be  excluded  from  a  share  of  the  public  advertising. 

I  am  asked  for  advice  as  to  the  reply  to  be  made  to 
the  letter  of  the  President  of  the  Philadelphia  Gazette- 
Democrat  Publishing  Company. 

This  Department  cannot  undertake  to  decide  wdiat  pro- 
portion of  printing  in  the  English  language  and  in  the 
German  language  will  determine  the  character  of  the 
newspaper  in  which  it  appears  as  a  German  paper  or  an 
English  one,  but  the  answer  to  that  question  is  not  a  neces- 
sary criterion  as  to  whether  official  notices  should  be  pub- 
lished in  such  a  journal,  for  if  the  paper  be  a  German  one, 
under  the  terms  of  the  recent  resolution  of  Councils  no 
official  advertising  is  to  be  placed  therein,  but  if,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  to  be  considered  as  an  English  news- 
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paper,  it  is  on  the  same  plane  as  other  English  papers  and 
would  be  entitled  to  receive  such  advertising  as  a  mat- 
ter of  right,  since  there  is  no  provision  of  the  law  which 
distingnishes  between  individual  papers  of  the  latter  kind. 
As  to  the  reply  to  be  made  to  the  letter  in  question,  I 
think  it  sufficient  if  you  decide  not  to  insert  the  adver- 
tising in  that  paper,  to  simply  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  communication  and  state  that  you  do  not  see  your  way 
clear  at  this  time;  to  publish  the  notices  in  it;  a  contrary 
decision  on  your  part  would,  of  course,  entail  a  letter  of 
the  opposite  tenor.

Payment  of  Salary  to  Employee  in  Military  Service.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Assistant  Director  of  your  Depart- 
ment writes  me  with  reference  to  the  case  of  Thomas  J. 
O'Brien,  a  laborer  in  the  Bureau  of  Water,  who  has  been 
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called  into  the  military  service.  It  appears  that  he  was 
appointed  a  laborer  January  3,  1907,  in  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  and  on  February  1,  1918,  was  dropped.  On 
March  22,  1918,  he  was  appointed  a  laborer  in  the  Bureau 
of  Water, 

The  ordinance  of  Xovember  9,  1917,  amending  the 
earlier  ordinance  on  the  subject,  requires  that  in  order 
that  leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be  granted  to  em- 
ployees of  the  City  making  application  therefor,  and  who 
have  entered  the  military  service  of  the  ^National  Guard 
or  the  United  States  Government,  they  shall  have  been 
"employed  at  least  three  months  continuously."  I  think 
the  three  months'  continuous  service  thus  referred  to 
means  a  period  immediately  preceding  his  leaving  the 
service  of  the  City  to  enter  that  of  the  United  States  or 
the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  O'Brien  does 
not  seem  to  have  complied  with  this  requirement,  since  he 
was  last  appointed  a  laborer  as  late  as  March  22d  of  this 
year,  and  therefore,  insofar  as  concerns  the  ordinance, 
he  would  not  be  entitled  to  receive  the  difference  between 
the  Government  salary  and  the  compensation  paid  him 
by  the  City. 

This  Department  has  been  in  correspondence  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  with  respect  to  the  conflict 
between  the  City  ordinances  on  this  subject  and  the  Act 
of  June  7,  1917  (P.  L.  600),  relating  to  the  payment  of 
persons  leaving  the  service  of  the  City  to  enter  into  that 
of  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States  and  who 
shall  leave  a  dependent  or  dependents,  but  the  foregoing 
reply  to  the  inquiry  of  your  Department  is  based  upon  the 
ordinances  alone.

Payment  of  Gas  Bills  for  Philadelphia  Hospital  for 
Contagious  Diseases — Supplying  Gas  Free  of 

Charge.

Dear  Sir  : — With  reference  to  two  bills  of  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  based  upon  estimates  because 
the  meters  concerned  did  not  register  properly,  said  bills 
as  adjusted  amounting-  respectively  to  $798,90  and 
$102.50,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  method  of  adjust- 
ment pursued  considered  simply  as  such  is  a  reasonably 
fair  one,  I  would  suggest  in  regard  thereto,  however, 
that  a  comparison  be  made  between  the  bills  as  now  ad- 
justed and  bills  for  similar  periods  in  passed  years,  to 
show  a  reasonable  correspondence  between  the  same,  be- 
fore the  City  assents  to  the  adjustment. 

A  more  important  matter  which  seems  to  be  involved  in 
this  inquiry,  however,  is  the  question  whether  the  City 
ought  to  pay  any  gas  bills  for  the  gas  supplied  for  illumi- 
nating purposes  to  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Con- 
tagious Diseases.  I  call  your  attention  to  Clause  10  of 
the  lease  of  the  City  Gas  Works  to  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  authorized  by  the  ordinance  of  No- 
vember 12,  1897,  page  227.  That  clause  is  in  part  as 
follows : 

"The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
same  shall  be  demanded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
supply  to  it  in  each  year,  without  charge,  delivered  in 
its  various  public  buildings  along  the  lines  of  it& 
mains,  such  amounts  of  gas  as  may  be  required  for 
illuminating  purposes  in  said  public  buildings." 

I  question  whether  the  Municipal  Hospital  is  not  a 
public  building  within  the  meaning  of  the  terms  thus  used, 
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and  if  it  be,  and  if,  further,  it  is  situated  along  the  lines 
of  the  company's  mains,  then  it  would  result  that  gas 
used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  that  building  is  to  be 
furnished  without  charge.  If  the  gas  is  used  "for  other 
purposes  than  illumination,  the  City  would  have  to  pay 
for  it,  as  would  a  private  consumer.

Method  of  Purchasing  Uniforms  for  Police  Officers.

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.  you  de- 
scribe the  method  of  purchasing  uniforms  for  members  of 
the  Bureau  of  Police,  and  I  assume  that  the  description 
holds  good  for  the  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire.     From 
this  it  seems  that  a  committee  is  chosen  by  the  men,  who 
advertise  for  proposals  for  the  uniforms  and  accept  the 
bid  therefor.     This  was  done  in  December  of  last  year. 
The  bid  is  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and 
Director  of  Public  Safety,  and  the  bidder  notified  by  the 
Committee  of  the  acceptance  of  the  proposal.     Such^ioti- 
ficatjon  in  the  present  case  was  given  on  December  27, 
1917.  _  The  appropriation  by  Councils  is  of  a  certain  sum 
for  uniforms,  and  each  uniform  man  is  allowed  his  proper 
amount  thereof.     If  the  amount  required  under  the  terms 
of  the  bid  is  less  than  this  allowance,  the  man  receives  the 
difference;  if  more,  the  difference  is  collected  from  him. 
The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Bureau  collects  the  amount  re- 
quired for  uniforms,  and  the  lieutenants  of  the  district, 
as  per  bills  rendered  by  the  contractor  to  each  district,

then   pay  the  contractor,   the  amount  so  collected  being 
paid  j\lay  1st  and  JSTovember  1st  of  each  year. 

Under  this  arrangement  the  City  does  not  appear  to 
be  a  party  to  the  proposal  and  acceptance,  or  contract,  at 
all,  and  in  my  judginent  the  fact  that  such  proposal  and 
acceptance  preceded  the  ordinance  of  March  11,  1918, 
does  not  bring  the  matter  within  the  intendment  of  Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  Act  of  1874,  or  make  it  what  is  known  as  a 
"moral  claim"  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  for  its  validity. 

I  therefore  think  that  insofar  as  this  feature  of  the 
case  is  concerned,  the  warrants  for  the  appropriation  in 
that  ordinance  for  uniforms  may  be  properly  drawn, 
countersigned  and  paid. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  opinion  to  the  City  Con- 
troller.

You  ask  whether  or  not, 
in  preparing  future  specilications,  it  is  necessary  for  your 
Department  to  make  any  mention  of  the  foregoing  ordi- 
nances. 
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You  are  advised  that  in  the  preparation  of  all  future 
specifications  reference  to  the  ordinances  need  not  be  had. 
The  Supreme  Court  has  declared  the  ordinances,  as  well 
as  the  Act  of  1917,  invalid.

Chairje  as  to  Assessment  Bills.

Dear  Sir:— The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  in- 
quires, under  date  of  June  6th,  as  to  the  rate  at  which 
assessment  bills  should  be  made  out  for  the  laying  of 
sewers  in  Conlyn  street,  from  Woodstock  to  Twenty-first 
street,  and  in  Lambert  street,  from  Thorps  lane  to  Nedro 
street,  whether  at  $1.50  per  linear  foot,  or  at  $2.50  per 
linear  foot. 

It  appears  that  the  proposals  for  the  building  of  these 
sewers  were  originally  invited  on  October  19,  1916,  and 
as  the  amount  l)id  was  greater  than  the  estimate,  the  pro- 
posals were  re-advertised  November  21,  1916.  As  the  rate 
charged  to  abutting  owners  for  sewers  at  that  time  was 
$1.50  per  foot,  that  sum  was  specified  and  the  limit  of 
cash  required  fixed  accordingly.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  D.  J.  Perna.  who,  after  notification,  however, 
refused  to  proceed  with  the  work,  and  it  was  again  adver- 
tised a  third  and  a  fourth  time,  and  fin.ally  let  to  the 
O'Neill  Company.  This  letting  was  under  different  con- 
ditions entirely  from  that  on  which  the  original  Perna 
contract  was  founded,  and  the  effort  to  compel  Perna  and 
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his  surety  to  make  sood  any  difference  in  cost  to  the  City 
has  been  abandoned  because  of  the  changes  thus  made  in 
the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  sewers.  The  O'jSTeill 
Company  was  notified  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  the  sewer  on  October  29,  1917,  and  work  has  been  in 
progress  since  that  date. 

The  ordinance  changing  the  charge  to  abutting  owners 
from  $1.50  to  $2.50  was  approved  December  28,  1916, 
after  the  date  of  the  original  letting  to  Perna  and  before 
the  date  of  the  present  letting  to  the  0']^eill  Company, 
and  the  inquiry  as  to  the  amount  which  should  be  charged 
abutting  owners  arises  from  the  change  in  the  conditions 
made  by  that  ordinance,  which  provides:  "That  on  and 
after  the  date  of  this  ordinance  all  bills  of  asssesment 
which  shall  be  prepared  against  properties  fronting  on 
streets  in  which  sewers  hereafter  shall  he  huilt  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  $2.50  per  linear  foot  of  frontage." 

The  question  now  asked  was,  I  think,  answered  in  a 
communication  to  you,  dated  January  22,  1917,  and  ap- 
pearing on  page  10  of  the  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  of 
that  year.  Three  queries  were  made  in  the  communica- 
tion to  which  that  opinion  was  an  answer,  the  third  of 
which  was :  "Whether  the  assessment  bills  should  be  made 
out  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  foot  if  bids  were  received,  con- 
tracts awarded  and  sewers  completed  after  December  28, 
191G,  for  which  ordinances  were  passed  before  that  time." 
In  response  to  this  the  following  was  stated : 

"To  the  third  query,  what  the  rate  should  be  in  the 
case  of  contracts  entered  into  on  bids  received  after 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  and  when  the  sewers,  of 
course,  are  constructed  after  that  period,  but  for 
the  building  of  which  sewers  the  ordinances  direct- 
ing their  construction  were  passed  prior  to  December 
28,  1916,  I  answer  that  in  such  cases  the  district  sur- 
veyor would  be  justified  in  making  out  the  assessment 
bills  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  linear  foot." 

In  the  present  case,  if  the  O'lS'eill  contract  were  con- 
nected with  the  original  one  with  Perna,  it  might  well  be 
supposed  that  since  the  first  contract  was  made  before  the 
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change  in  the  rate  of  charge,  the  building  of  the  sewer 
wonld,  in  its  initial  stage  of  the  making  of  the  contract, 
relate  back  to  the  date  of  the  original  contract,  and  conse- 
quently that  the  rate  of  charge  ought  to  be  the  then  estab- 
lished one  of  $1.50,  but  since  the  Perna  contract  has  been 
definitely  discarded  and  the  new  one  is  in  no  sense  to  bear 
any  relation  thereto,  but  is  to  be  an  independent  transac- 
tion, I  think  the  latter  should  be  treated  as  an  original 
contract,  and,  therefore,  that  the  sewers  to  which  it  relates 
should  be  regarded  as  being  built  after  the  date  of  the 
ordinance.  It  would  result  from  this  that  the  charge  should 
be  at  the  new  rate  of  $2.50  per  foot,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  assessment  bills  should  be  made  out  accordindv.

Wages  of  Engineers  and  Pilots  on  Fire  Boats.

Deae  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  your  Sec- 
retary, wherein  you  enclose  copy  of  a  communication  from 
Director  Wilson,  bearing  date  June  2-lth,  in  reference  to 
the  difference  in  wages  required  to  secure  the  services  of 
engineers  and  pilots  on  police  and  fire  boats.  You  ask 
whether  or  not  their  wages  could  be  paid  out  of  the  Special 
Fund  for  War  Emergencies  of  $100,000. 

^In  my  judgment,  these  wages  cannot  be  paid  out  of  this 
War  Emergency  Fund,  and  I  do  not  believe  it  was  the 
intention  of  Councils,  in  making  the  appropriation,  that 
the  fund  should  be  used  for  any  such  purpose.     The  wages 
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of  these  emplovees  have  been  fixed  by  Councils^  and  it 
would  be  the  duty  of  that  body  to  re-adjust  the  same,  if  it, 
in  its  judgment,  deems  it  wise  and  proper.

Deae  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  June  27th  you  ask  whether 
in  the  emergency  which  you  describe  it  would  be  legal 
to  utilize  the  fund  of  $100,000'  recently  appropriated  to 
the  Mayor  for  "emergency  expenses  incident  to  prepara- 
tion for  war  and  defense  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia"  in 
paying  additional  wages  to  the  pilots  and  engineers  of  the 
police  and  fire  boats,  who  have  recently  resigned  in  a  body, 
in  order  to  retain  their  services. 

This  is  substantially  the  same  question  to  which  I  re- 
plied to  the  Mayor,  under  date  of  June  25,  1918,  saying: 
''In  my  judgment,  these  wages  cannot  be  paid  out 
of  this  War  Emergency  Fund,  and  I  do  not  believe 
it  was  the  intention  of  Councils,  in  making  the  appro- 
priation, that  the  fund  should  be  used  for  any  such 
purpose.  The  wages  of  these  employees  have  been 
fixed  by  Councils,  and  it  would  be  the  duty  of  that 
body  to  readjust  the  same,  if  it,  in  its  judgment, 
deems  it  wise  and  proper." 

I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  such  letter  from  me  to  the  Mayor. 

If  the  present  emergency  is  as  pressing  as  your  com- 
munication seems  to  indicate.  Councils  should  be  called 
in  special  meeting  to  deal  with  the  situation.

Payment  of  Patrolman  in  IVar  Service.

Deak  Sik: — AVitli  reference  to  your  inquiries  of  July 
llth  relative  to  the  case  of  J.  F.  Patterson,  patrolman, 
who  is  now  in  the  military  service,  I  have  examined  the 
Act  of  Congress  to  which  you  refer  (p.  103,  65th  Con- 
gress, H.  E.  6361),  and  am  of  opinion  that  this  Act  of 
Congress  does  not  abrogate  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  Penn- 
sylvania of  June  7,  1917,  providing  for  the  payment  of 
officers  and  employees  of  the  State,  cities,  etc. 

You  are,  I  suppose,  aware  that  Councils  took  no  action 
on  the  proposed  ordinance  to  harmonize  the  legislation  of 
the  City  with  that  of  the  State  upon  this  subject,  and  the 
matter  is  left  in  the  same  confusion  as  attached  to  it  when 
this  Department  suggested  that  the  ordinances  be  made 
to  harmonize  with  the  statute  some  months  ago. 

You  will  notice  that  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
provides  for  a  statement  in  writing,  executed  under  oath, 
to  be  filed  by  the  person  entering  the  military  service,  and 
while  his  superior  officers  are  given  the  right  to  verify  the 
facts  thus  placed  before  them,  I  do  not  find  any  provision 
giving  to  such  superiors  the  power  to  ascertain  for  them- 
selves, where  no  such  statement  has  been  filed,  whether 
there  are  dependent  relatives  and  who  they  may  be,  but 
the  different  terms  of  the  statute  and  of  our  ordinances 
undoubtedly  add  much  difficulty  and  embarrassment  to 
the  solution  of  questions  arising  where  the  power  of  at- 
torney to  collect  has  been  left  with  one  not  a  dependent 
and  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  soldier  and  where  it  appears 
that  he  has  dependent  relatives. 

Until  Councils  readjust  the  ordinances  to  conform  to 
statutory  requirements  I  can  only  suggest  for  practical 
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purposes  that  the  same  course  be  now  followed  as  in  the 
previous  instances— that  is,  to  endeavor  to  induce  the 
parties  to  the  conflicting  claims  to  come  to  some  agree- 
ment for  the  adjustment  thereof;  and  if  this  cannot  be 
done,  to  leave  them  to  wliatever  rights  tliev  mav  have  in 
the  premises  so  that  the  Courts  may  pass  upon  the  validity 
of  their  several  claims.

Payment  of  Difference  in  City  and  Army  Wages.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  communication  of  the  Assist- 
ant Director  of  your  Department,  ^'whether  we  are  author- 
ized to  pay  the  difference  between  Government  and  City 
salaries  to  men  now  in  military  service  who  have  no  de- 
pendents," I  would  say  that,  in  view  of  the  differing  terms 
of  the  statute  and  the  ordinances  upon  this  subject,  the 
whole  matter  is  in  a  state  of  great  confusion. 

As  you  are  probably  aware,  the  statute  provides  for  the 
payment  to  soldiers  only  who  have  dependents,  whereas, 
the  ordinance  makes  no  such  distinction.  Again,  the  rate 
to  be  paid  as  provided  by  statute  is  one-half  of  the  salary 
or  other  compensation  paid  by  the  State  or  City,  not  ex- 
ceeding $2,000,  while  the  ordinance  has  no  limitation  in 
amount,  and  fixes  the  difference  between  the  sum  received 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  that  paid  by  the 
City  as  the  amount  going  to  the  soldier,  and  there  are 
other  discrepancies  between  the  two.  Some  months  ago 
this  Department  called  the  attention  of  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  these  divergences,  and 
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at  liis  request  an  ordinance  was  prepared  with  the  object 
of  harmonizing  the  City's  provisions  on  the  subject  with 
those  of  the  State,  but  Councils  adjourned  for  the  summer 
without  taking  any  action  thereon. 

On  the  whole,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  statute  was  in- 
tended to  legislate  only  for  those  entering  the  military 
service  who  might  leave  dependents,  leaving  Councils  free 
to  make  such  arrangements  for  the  benefit  of  those  without 
dependents  as  they  might  see  fit,  and  at  least  to  that  extent 
the  Act  of  Assembly  would  not  be  effective  to  abrogate 
the  ordinances. 

While  the  statute  undoubtedlv  legislates  for  the  case  of 
those  who  leave  dependents,  you  will  notice  from  the  sec- 
ond section  thereof  that  the  fact  of  dependency  is  to  be 
found  in  the  first  place  from  the  statement  under  oath 
which  the  soldier  is  required  to  make  and  which  shall  be 
pri7na  facie  evidence  thereof,  though  subject  to  verification 
by  the  head  of  the  Department,  etc.  (See  Section  3  of  the 
Act.) 

This  does  not  impose  upon  the  head  of  the  Depaitment 
the  duty,  and  probably  does  not  give  him  the  power,  to 
seek  out  for  himself,  in  the  absence  of  such  a  statement, 
for  dependents  upon  the  soldier.  Where  they  are  thrust 
upon  his  attention,  however,  by  such  dependents  coming 
forward,  a  most  embarrassing  situation  may  arise. 

To  deal  with  this  practically,  and  until  Councils  shall 
amend  the  ordinances  to  correspond  with  the  statute,  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  has  been  advised  to  endeavor 
to  induce  the  representative  of  the  dependents  and  of  the 
soldier's  personal  attorney  to  come  together  upon  some 
amicable  adjustment  of  their  claims,  and  until  they  do  so 
to  withhold  payment  to  either,  leaving  them,  if  they  see 
fit,  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  thev  mav  deem 
proper. 

I  enclose  copy  of  opinion  this  day  sent  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  upon  this  subject  and  very  much 
upon  the  lines  of  this  opinion.

Status  of  City  Employee  as  to  Pension  Fund.

Dear  Sik: — You  send  me  copy  of  a  letter  to  the  Pen- 
sion Board  from  the  Register  of  Wills,  with  reference  to 
the  application  of  Eobt  M.  Boyle,  Esq.,  who  has  been  long 
and  favorably  known  to  the  bar  in  connection  with  the 
business  of  the  Register  of  Wills,  and  who  is  himself  an 
attorney. 

It  appears  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  to  the 
Register  of  Wills  for  the  services  of  an  attorney,  and  Mr. 
Boyle  has  been  carried  for  many  years  on  the  rolls  as  a 
miscellaneous  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $1,200,  his  services  to 
the  County  going  back  for  a  period  of  over  twenty  years. 
He  has  also,  however,  been  in  receipt  of  a  sum  of  $2,000 
per  annum,  appropriated  to  the  Register  of  Wills'  office 
for  stenographic  services.  He  has  now  left  the  Register  of 
Wills'  office  and  is  employed  by  the  State,  but  according 
to  your  statement  "is  still  rendering  monthly  bills  for 
special  stenographic  services,  based  upon  the  number  of 
folios  at  thirty  cents  per  folio." 

Mr.  Boyle's  application  is  to  pay  into  the  Pension  Fund 
until  he  shall  reach  the  age  of  sixty  years  on  the  basis  of 
$3,200  per  annum,  and  not  $1,200  per  annum;  this  to  con- 
tinue for  about  fifteen  years  until  he  attains  that  age,  and 
thereafter  I  assume  that  the  pension  due  him  shall  be  cal- 
culated upon  the  same  basis. 

It  is  further  proposed  that  the  rate  of  payment  into 
the  Pension  Fund  on  the  above  basis  should  be  dated  back 
to  the  enactment  of  the  statute  of  1915  and  the  arrears 
to  be  paid  into  the  fund. 

x\s  the  maximum  basis  for  payment  into  the  Pension 
Fund  and  for  the  payment  of  pensions  therefrom  is  at  the 
rate  of  $2,400  per  annum,  the  foregoing  figures  should 
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be  modified  accordingly,  insofar  as  concerns  the  applica- 
tion, but  I  greatly  fear  that  the  proper  basis  of  computa- 
tion in  the  matter  is  at  the  rate  of  $1,200  per  annum,  the 
regular  salary  payable  to  Mr.  Boyle  by  reason  of  the 
official  position  which  he  held,  which  is  that  of  a  miscel- 
laneous clerk  at  $1,200  per  annum. 

It  is  true  that  the  Act  of  July  5,  1917,  P.  L.  689, 
changes  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  20,  1915,  so  that 
instead  of  the  pension  being  fixed  on  the  average  annual 
salary  or  wages  which  the  employee  receives,  it  is  made 
to  depend  upon  the  average  rate  of  pay  at  which  he  or 
she  was  employed.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  both  Acts 
contemplate  a  payment  based  upon  the  compensation  which 
is  received  in  the  character  of  a  City,  County  or  other  em- 
ployee. The  entire  scope  of  the  Acts  shows  that  this  is 
their  purpose  and  intention.  A  salary  of  $1,200  to  one 
doing  the  actual  work  which  Mr.  Boyle  did  is  manifestly 
inadequate,  but  the  basis  on  which  the  pension  is  to  be 
computed  is  clearly  that  which  attaches  to  the  amount 
paid  him  as  the  regular  compensation  for  his  services  in 
the  position  which  he  occupied. 

The  appropriations  to  the  Kegister  of  Wills  are  pro- 
vided to  be  for  "personal  services,  regular  employees  as 
listed,"  to  which  is  appended  a  list,  including  the  Register 
of  Wills  and  the  various  employees,  among  them  two  mis- 
cellaneous clerks  at  $1,200  per  annum,  and  another  item 
of  appropriation  is  as  follows:  "Personal  services,  steno- 
graphic services,  $2,000."  The  latter  is  not  attached  to 
any  particular  position  in  the  Register's  office,  but  might 
be  paid  either  to  one  person  or  to  several,  and,  as  your 
letter  indicates,  is  at  the  rate  of  so  much  per  folio  and 
not  by  way  of  fixed  compensation  for  periodical  payments 
for  services. 

Again,  since  the  applicant  is  still  rendering  monthly 
bills  for  stenographic  services,  it  would  seem  to  follow 
that  if  the  payments  in  pursuance  thereof  are  to  be  re- 
garded as  part  of  the  rate  of  pay  on  which  payments  to 
the  Pension  Fund  are  to  be  computed,  the  period  has  not 
yet  arrived  from  which  an  estimate  of  the  average  rate  of 
pay  for  the  last  five  years  of  service  can  be  made. 
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You  call  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  similar  situa- 
tion exists  with  regard  to  the  stenographers  of  the  Courts 
who  are  paid  annual  salaries  as  employees,  and  also  certain 
other  amounts  in  addition  for  the  actual  work  performed. 
In  these  cases  no  attention  is  given  to  the  over-payments, 
beyond  the  salary  fixed,  in  making  the  deductions  for  the 
Pension  Fund.  I  assume  that  the  same  course  has  been 
followed  in  regard  to  stenographic  services  in  the  Register 
of  Wills'  Department — that  is  to  say,  that  the  deductions 
for  the  Pension  Fund  have,  from  the  establishment  of 
that  fund,  been  made  from  the  salary  of  the  miscellaneous 
clerk  only  in  the  proper  proportion  with  respect  to  that 
salary  and  without  considering  the  extra  compensation 
which  has  been  received  by  the  incumbent  of  such  clerk- 
ship for  his  special  services  for  stenographic  work.  This 
consideration  is,  perhaps,  not  conclusive,  but  it  at  least 
establishes  the  practice  which  has  heretofore  prevailed. 

I  should  be  glad  to  be  able  to  reach  a  different  conclu- 
sion, for  I  feel  assured  that  the  desire  of  the  Register  of 
Wills  to  place  Mr.  Boyle  in  line  ultimately  to  receive  a 
pension  bearing  some  relation  to  the  real  value  of  his 
services  is  a  most  laudable  one  and  one  in  which  I  would 
willingly  co-operate,  but  I  believe  that  this  cannot  be 
done  without  violence  to  the  real  purpose  and  spirit  of  the 
Acts  providing  for  the  pensioning  of  the  public  employees 
who  are  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury.

Status  of  Employee  in  Surveyor's  Office  as  to  Pcnsio7i 

Fund.

Dear  Sir  : — In  coformity  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Pensions  you  inquire  as  to  tlie  duty  of  the  Board  with 
respect  to  the  application  of  Thomas  Mercer,  an  employee 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  to  be  retired  on  pension  under 
the  Municipal  Pension  Act  of  May  20,  1915  (P.  L.  566), 
together  with  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, from  which  it  appears  that  Mr.  Mercer  claims  to 
have  been  in  the  service  of  the  City  from  1865  to  1878 
and  again  from  1909  continuously  to  the  present  time, 
making  up  together  a  period  considerably  in  excess  of 
twenty  years. 

So  far  as  the  period  of  service  is  concerned,  this  would 
be  amply  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  a  pension  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  11th  Section  of  the  Act  of  1915, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  July  5,  1917  (P.  L.  689). 

It  appears,  however,  that  during  the  time  from  1865 
to  1878,  to  quote  from  the  letter  to  yourself  above  referred 
to,  "Mr,  Mercer  was  not  paid  directly  by  the  City,  but 
was  employed  by  and  received  the  pay  he  mentioned  in 
his  application  from  the  district  surveyor,  who,  at  that 
time,  held  an  elective  office  and  received  his  pay  from 
the  fees  he  collected  plus  a  salary  from  the  City  of  $500 
per  annum  for  attendance  at  Board  meetings."  This 
raises  the  question  whether  Mr.  Mercer  was  employed  by 
the  City  between  the  years  1865  and  1878. 

The  Act  of  1915,  defining  those  entitled  to  pension,  pro- 
vides, Section  1,  that: 

"A  pension  fund  shall  be  created  for  the  pension- 
ing of  employees  of  said  cities,  and  of  all  county  or 
other  public  employees,  if  any,  paid  by  appropriation 
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of  the   City   Councils  thereof,   and  out  of  the  City 
Treasury  thereof." 

Section  3  provides  that: 

''Every  person  now  or  liereafter  employed  by  the 
said  cities,  or  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury  thereof, 
as  herein  above  provided,  if  of  the  age  of  sixty  years 
and  upwards,  who  shall  have  been  so  employed  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years  or  more,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  pension  upon  making  application  therefor." 

And  in  Section  10  it  is  provided  that : 

"The  benefits  conferred  by  this  Act  shall  apply  to 
all  persons  employed  in  any  capacity  by  or  holding 
positions  in  the  cities  included  in  its  provisions,  or 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  thereof,  as  aforesaid." 

It  is  clear  that  Mr.  Mercer  was  not  paid  out  of  the 
City  Treasury  and  his  claim  to  a  pension  must  be  sus- 
tained, if  at  all,  on  the  theory  that  he  was  employed  in 
some  capacity  by  or  held  a  position  in  the  City  service. 
During  the  period  in  question  the  Board,  or  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  as  then  organized,  was  governed  by  the  Act  of 
February  2,  ISoi  (Consolidation  Act),  the  Act  of  April 
21,  1855,  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  and  the  ordinance 
of  June  20,  1863  (page  187).  Under  these,  the  Board  or 
Bureau  was  provided  for  and  provision  w^as  also  made  for 
certain  assistants  to  it  as  a  Board.  This  legislation  ex- 
tended to  the  district  surveyors  as  well,  but  no  assistants 
or  clerks  to  such  district  surveyors  were  contemplated,  and 
no  appropriation  appears  to  have  been  made  therefor. 
The  district  surveyors  were  paid  a  salary  of  $500  per  an- 
num by  the  City  and  were  also  paid  certain  stipulated  fees 
— some  hj  the  persons  requirino-  surveys,  etc.,  and  some 
were  payable  directly  by  the  City  for  other  services ;  for 
example,  see  Section  13  of  the  ordinance  of  June  20,  1863. 

The  status  of  the  assistants  or  clerks  to  the  district  sur- 
veyors was  the  subject  of  inquiry  to  one  of  my  predeces- 
sors, the  Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick,  wdio,  under  date  of 
October  20,  1885  (City  Solicitor's  Opinions,  page  84), 
said: 
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'The  district  surveyor  is  not  compelled  by  law  to 
perform  all  the  details  and  clerical  work  connected 
with  his  office.  In  fact,  there  is  much  work  in  prac- 
tical surveying  one  man  cannot  do.  There  is  certain 
work  which  he  must  do,  and  is  responsible  for  every- 
thing performed  in  his  office,  whether  done  in  person 
or  by  assistants.  He  has  the  right  to  employ  com- 
petent persons  to  assist  him,  but  such  assistants  or 
employees  have  no  legal  claim  against  the  City  for 


services." 


This,  in  my  judgment,  correctly  epitomizes  the  situa- 
tion of  the  assistants  to  the  district  surveyors  with  rela- 
tion to  the  City.  I  fear,  therefore,  that  such  assistants  or 
clerks  cannot  lie  said  to  have  been  at  the  time  mentioned 
"persons  employed  in  any  capacity  by  or  holding  posi- 
tions in  the  cities  included  in  its  provisions,"  and  that 
accordingly  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pensions  to 
refuse  the  present  application  of  Mr.  Mercer,  unless  di- 
rectly judicially  to  grant  it. 

The  subject  is  not  entirely  free  from  doubt,  however, 
and  I  would  welcome  anv  action  which  Mr.  Mercer  miaht 
be  advised  to  take  to  bring  the  matter  before  a  court  for 
its  decision,  and  would  be  glad  to  join  with  his  counsel 
therein.

This  is  entirely  up  to  you,  and,  in  my  judgment,  you 
would  be  justified  in  eliminating  the  time  charge,  if  you 
think  it  right  to  do  so.

Police  Uniforms.

Dear  Sir: — You  inquire  under  date  of  the  20tli  in- 
stant as  to  the  appropriation  of  $77,460  in  the  ordinance 
of  March  11,  1918,  being  an  additional  sum  for  the  uni- 
forms of  policemen. 

It  appears  that  under  the  payroll  made  up  on  April  30, 
1918,  there  was  added  to  the  pay  of  each  patrolman  $20 
for  his  uniform;  at  the  same  time  the  sum  of  $9.85  was 
collected  from  him,  making  a  total  of  $29.85,  which  is 
the  exact  cost  of  the  summer  uniform. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  $77,460  in  the  ordinance  of 
August  11,  1918,  an  increase  of  $10  for  the  allowance  of 
each  patrolman  is  provided  for.  Since  the  approval  of 
the  ordinance,  you  say  between  May  1st  and  June  30th, 
a  number  of  policemen  have  resigned,  but  they  are  now 
making  a  demand  for  the  $10  above  mentioned.    You  ask 
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whether  this  should  be  paid  them,  and,  if  so,  whether  they 
should  not  return  the  uniforms  before  the  payment  shall 
be  made. 

The  ordinance  of  March  11,  1918,  is  still  in  litigation, 
a  bill  in  equity  having  been  filed  to  have  it  declared  in- 
valid, which  bill  in  equity  has  not  yet  been  disposed  of. 

I  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  ample  time  to  deal  with 
the  questions  you  ask  when  the  Courts  have  determined 
whether  the  ordinance  is  valid  or  not,  and  until  its  validity 
is  settled  you  should  refuse  to  pay  the  policemen  in  ques- 
tion the  sum  thus  appropriated.

Award  of  Garbage  Contract  for  1919.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of 
Street  Cleaning  approved  by  you,  containing  a  very  com- 
plete statement  of  the  facts  relative  to  the  award  of  the 
contract  for  the  removal  of  garbage  in  1919  to  Edward  T. 
Murphy,  and  of  Mr.  Murphy's  present  position  with  re- 
spect to  his  refusal  to  enter  into  such  contract. 

Without  going  at  length  into  all  the  matters  covered  by 
such  statement,  it  appears  that  in  May  of  the  current  year 
sealed  proposals  were  invited  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  garbage  for  the  year  1919.  It  was  provided  that 
the  bids  were  to  be  opened  on  May  23d.  There  was  but 
one  bid  received,  being  that  of  Mr.  Murphy,  who  proposed 
to  do  the  work  of  removing  the  garbage  and  the  incidental 
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work  in  connection  therewith  during  the  vear  1919  for 
the  Slim  of  $486,000.  The  bid  was  accompanied  by  the 
usual  proposal  bond,  by  a  certified  check  for  $7,500,  and 
by  the  guarantee  of  a  surety  company  that  should  the 
bid  be  accepted  in  accordance  with  the  annexed  specifica- 
tions, the  bidder,  within  five  days  of  the  notice  of  award, 
would  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  2:ive  bond,  with  sufiicient  suretv  or  sureties,  for  the 
faithful  fulfillment  of  such  contract,  the  guarantor  com- 
pany agreeing  to  pay  the  difference  between  the  amount  of 
the  bid  of  such  bidder,  on  the  work  so  accepted,  and  the 
amount  for  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  contract 
with  another  party  to  perform  said  work,  together  with 
other  expenses  in  case  the  accepted  bidder  should  default 
in  entering  into  such  contract. 

The  specifications  provided  that  the  award  of  the  con- 
tract should  be  subject  to  future  appropriation  by  Coun- 
cils for  the  purpose  thereof,  and  in  Section  16  it  was  pro- 
vided as  follows : 

16.  Desceiption  of  Disposal  Plant:  Each  bid- 
der shall  furnish,  if  required,  a  complete  descrip- 
tion of  the  plan  and  equipment  intended  to  be  used 
for  the  disposal  of  garbage,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Director  to 
determine  its  feasibility.  The  written  description 
and  plans  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  bidder,  and  so 
marked  as  to  enable  their  identification  with  the  pro- 
posal to  which  they  relate.  Each  bidder  shall  also 
state  the  location  where  the  disposal  plant  is  or  will 
be  located,  and  such  other  information  necessary  to 
satisfy  the  Director  that  by  January  1,  1919,  they 
will  have  the  facilities  to  collect  and  dispose  of  the 
garbage  and  dead  animals  by  such  processes  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  said  Director,  and  the  location  of 
the  plant  shall  be  subject  to  the  written  approval  of 
the  Director.  Garbage  shall  not  be  disposed  of  at 
any  place  other  than  the  said  disposal  plant  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Director." 
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On  June  6tli  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  transmitted  to 
you  a  schedule  of  bids,  and  recommended  that  the  contract 
be  awarded  to  the  bidder  as  noted  in  the  cohimn  on  left 
of  the  form — that  is,  to  Edward  T.  Murphy  on  his  bid 

of  $486,000. 

One  June  7th  you  instructed  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
to  apprise  Mr.  Murphy  ''that  the  award  is  made  subject 
to  future  appropriation  by  Councils,  provided  suitable 
progress  be  made  in  preparing  the  installation  for  next 
year's  use,"  and  on  the  same  date  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
notified  the  bidder  that  his  bid  "has  been  accepted  and 
the  contract  awarded  to  you,  subject  to  future  appropria- 
tion by  Councils,  provided  suitable  progress  be  made  in 
preparing  and  installing  all  equipment  necessary  for  use 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract." 

A  print  had  been  submitted  showing  the  proposed  gar- 
bage plant  to  be  located  on  the  property  of  the  American 
Agricultural  Chemical  Company  at  Greenwich  Point, 
Philadelphia. 

Considerable  further  correspondence  and  several  inter- 
views took  place,  both  before  and  after  the  award  of  the 
contract,  between  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Murphy, 
aiid  others  more  or  less  intimately  associated  with  him 
with  respect  to  the  matter,  in  regard  to  the  work,  the  na- 
ture and  character  of  the  plant,  the  dismantling  of  the 
plaut  in  :N"ew  England,  to  be  re-assembled  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  contract,  the  disposition  of  by-products,  the 
interest  of  the  United  States  Government  in  the  latter 
subject  and  various  other  matters  directly  or  incidentally 
related  to  the  contract— and  finally,  a  letter,  dated  July 
17,  1918,  was  received  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  from 
Joseph  Thompson,  the  attorney  for  Mr.  Murphv,  stating 
that  the  letter  of  June  7,  1918,  advising  Mr.  Murphy  of 
the  award  of  the  contract  to  him  had  been  submitted  for 
an  opinion.     Among  other  things,  Mr.  Thompson  states: 
"This  bid  was  submitted  on  May  23d  last,  and  Mr.  Murphv 
heard  from  you  in  respect  to  the  same  on  June  7th,  at 
which  time  he  took  exception  to  the  latter  clause  in  your 
letter" — that  is  to  say,  the  clause  providing  "suitable  prog- 
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ress  be  made  in  preparing  and  installing  all  eqnipment 
necessary  for  use  under  the  terms  of  the  contract." 

Mr.  Thompson  complains  that  this  clause  was  not  justi- 
fied by  anything  in  the  specifications.  He  states  that  he 
does  not  know  why  it  was  added,  but  that  the  legal  effect 
of  it  is  to  destroy  the  award,  and  "no  person  or  corpora- 
tion would  be  wise  to  install  a  plant  necessary  to  take  care 
of  this  work  when  your  Department  might  determine  later 
on  that  the  plant  installed  was  unsuitable  and  did  not  meet 
with  your  approval." 

Mr.  Thompson  accordingly  says :  "I  have  advised  Mr. 
Murphy  that  he  should  abandon  any  thought  of  attempt- 
ing to  erect  any  plant  to  do  this  work  without  any  assur- 
ance from  your  Department  that  it  would  be  acceptable  to 
them  after  completion."  He  also  states  that  he  is  very 
doubtful  that  the  so-called  award  of  the  contract  emanates 
from  the  proper  source,  as  the  power  semes  to  be  vested  in 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  in  the  Mayor,  rather  than 
in  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning.  He  there- 
fore has  advised  Mr,  Murphy  he  has  no  contract  for  doing 
the  work  that  he  could  enforce  in  law,  and,  of  course,  no 
contract  that  could  be  enforced  against  him,  and  that  he  is 
entitled  to  the  return  of  the  deposit  of  $7,500  made  at  the 
time  the  bid  was  submitted. 

It  is  upon  these  propositions  of  law  that  the  opinion  of 
this  Department  is  solicited. 

The  latter  objection  made  by  Mr.  Thompson  I  regard 
as  wholly  untenable.  The  award  was  made,  it  appears, 
just  as  he  says  it  should  be,  to  wit,  by  you  acting  as  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works ;  that  it  was 
originally  recommended  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  and 
that  that  official  communicated  the  fact  of  the  award  to 
Mr.  Murphy  seems  to  me  wholly  immaterial. 

You  will  note  that  Mr.  Hicks'  letter  does  not  say  that 
he  or  his  Bureau  has  accepted  the  proposal,  but  that  it 
"has  been  accepted  and  the  contract  awarded  to  you." 
This,  in  my  judgment,  is  not  a  proper  objection  to  the 
award,  and  does  not  furnish  any  grwmd  for  the  refusal 
of  the  bidder  to  abide  by  his  proposal. 
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The  other  question  is  a  more  serious  one.  CLaiise  16 
of  the  specifications  is  the  only  one  which  has  been  called 
to  my  attention  that  has  any  intimate  connection  with 
the  question  involved.  This  provides  that  the  bidder  shall, 
if  required,  furnish  a  complete  description  of  the  plant 
and  equipment  intended  to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  gar- 
bage and  such  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enable  the  Director  to  determine  its  feasibility.  He  shall 
state  the  location  where  the  disposal  plant  is  to  be  placed 
and  such  other  information  necessary  to  satisfy  the  Di- 
rector that  by  January  1,  1919,  the  facilities  to  collect 
and  dispose  of  the  garbage,  etc.,  by  such  processes  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Director,  and  the  location  of  the  plant 
shall  be  subject  to  his  written  approval.  Furthermore, 
that  garbage  shall  not  be  disposed  of  at  any  place  other 
than  the  said  disposal  plant  without  the  Director's  con- 
sent. 

All  of  this  relates  to  matter  which  is  to  be  made  the 
subject  of  written  communication  or  print  drawing,  and 
when  the  bidder  had  furnished  this  to  the  Department 
and  his  bid  had  been  accepted,  there  was  nothing  in  the 
specifications  to  inform  him  that  any  further  risk  in  meet- 
ing the  approval  of  the  City  authorities  was  in  issue. 

In  making  the  award,  however,  in  the  communication 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  to  the  bidder,  the  award  is 
specifically  made  subject  to  the  proviso  that  "suitable 
progress  be  made  in  preparing  and  installing  all  equip- 
ment necessary  for  use  under  the  terms  of  the  contract;" 
or,  in  the  language  of  your  letter  to  Mr.  Hicks,  that  suit- 
able progress  be  made  in  preparing  and  installing  it  for 
next  year's  use. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  contract,  being  subject 
to  appropriation  of  Councils,  is  not  to  be  executed  until 
such  appropriation  of  Councils  is  made,  which,  in  the 
usual  course  of  practice  in  this  City,  occurs  late  in  De- 
cember, and  which  will  probably  be  made  about  that  time 
in  the  current  year  for  the  removal  of  the  garbage  in  1919. 

The  effect  of  the  proviso  attached  to  the  award,  there- 
fore, would  seem  to  leave  the  question  whether  the  bidder  is 
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entitled  to  receive  the  contract  in  an  nncertain  and  ambigu- 
ous situation  practically  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  and  until 
the  very  inception  of  the  work  of  garbage  removal.  Dur- 
ing this  interval  the  prospective  contractor  would  neces- 
sarily be  expending  money  in  the  erection  or  assembling 
of  his  plant,  and  this  he  would  do  without  any  guarantee 
from  time  to  time  that  the  progress  of  the  work  would  be 
satisfactory  to  you,  or  that  he  would  actuallv  receive  the 
contract.  This  is  a  risk  to  which  he  is  not  required  by  the 
terms  of  the  specifications  to  expose  himself,  and,  in  my 
judgment,  an  award  so  conditioned  could  not  be  sustained. 

I  doubt  whether  any  of  the  correspondence  or  oral  in- 
terviews which  took  place  subsequent  to  the  award  of  the 
contract  would  have  sufficient  weight  to  be  properly  re- 
o'arded  as  a  waiver  of  this  defect.  You  will  note  that  in 
Mr.  Thompson's  letter  he  states  that  Mr.  Murphy  ''heard 
from  you  in  respect  to  the  same  on  June  7th,  at  which 
time  he  took  exception  to  the  latter  clause  in  your  letter." 
This  raises  a  question  of  fact,  and  if  ]\Ir.  Thompson's 
statement  be  true,  it  is  very  clear  that  no  inference  of 
waiver  of  the  defect  in  the  award  by  imposing  such  new 
conditions  can  arise  from  anything  which  is  stated  by  you 
to  have  subsequently  transpired.  And  as  to  all  of  the 
statements  resting  alone  on  conversations  and  interviews, 
they  are  subject  to  denial  and  dispute,  and  therefore  might 
be  of  little  service  to  the  City  in  any  litigation  which 
might  ensue. 

Moreover,  it  is  thoroughly  settled  that  awards  of  muni- 
cipal contracts  must  be  made  strictly  on  the  basis  of  the 
invitations  and  specifications  upon  which  the  bids  are 
founded,  and  that  no  changes  therein,  either  favorable  or 
unfavorable  to  the  City,  can  be  made  by  subsequent  ar- 
rangement or  negotiation  between  it  and  the  bidder.  As 
stated  by  the  Supreme  Court:  ''Private  negotiations  be- 
tween a  Director  and  a  successful  bidder,  after  which  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  competitive  bids  are  modified 
or  changed,  resulting  either  to  the  advantage  or  disadvan- 
tage of  the  City,  are  not  within  the  spirit  and  purpose  of 
the  law."     Louchheim  vs.  Phila.,  218  Pa.  100,  page  103. 
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To  Slim  up  the  entire  matter,  I  believe  that  in  attach- 
ing to  the  award  the  condition  in  question  you  have  gone 
beyond  the  specifications  and  have  attempted  to  place  upon 
the  proposed  contractor  an  obligation  land  risk  which 
he  is  not  required  by  his  bid  and  by  the  terms  of  the  speci- 
fications to  assume.

Deae  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  July 
30th,  concerning  whether  the  dollar  which  is  collected 
from  the  owner  for  detaining  a  licensed  dog  by  the  So- 
ciety for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  is  to  be 
retained  by  the  Society  or  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury and  then  the  Society  be  reimbursed  for  the  services 
rendered,  I  would  state  that  where  the  dollar  is  actually 
paid  to  the  Society  by  the  owner  it  should  be  retained  by 
the  Society,  first,  because  the  Act  provides,  Section  19: 

"All  expenses  incurred  under  this  Act  or  the  pre- 
ceding section  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall 
be  paid  by  the  proper  county." 

It  would  seem  that  the  dollar  being  paid  directly  to  the 
Society  and  in  their  possession  the  same  would  come 
within  the  meaning  of  the  word :  "And  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for."  There  would  be  no  liability  upon  the  County 
to  again  pay  that  money,  and  it  would  merely  be  a  cir- 
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ciiitons  and  ciimbersome  method  to  have  the  Society  pay 
the  money  into  the  City  Treasury  and  the  City  Treasury 
reimburse  the  Society  for  the  same  amount.

Deae  Sie: — I  return  you  herewith  papers  left  by  As- 
sistant Director  Mace  a  few  days  ago.  We  do  not  know 
what  your  wishes  in  the  matter  are,  but  if  you  are  to  go 
on  with  this  work,  in  view  of  the  attitude  of  the  contrac- 
tor and  the  bonding  company,  it  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
advertise  and  then  hold  the  contractor  and  surety  for  the 
difference  between  the  new  contract  and  that  which  was 
awarded  to  William  McCoach,  Jr.,  and  on  which  the  iSTa- 
tional  Suretv  Companv  is  suretv. 

In  the  meantime,  whatever  you  do,  I  would  advise  vou 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Law  Department,  and  that  no- 
tice of  the  advertisement  and  of  the  award  and  of  all  the 
steps  incident  to  whatever  you  might  do  be  given  to  the 
contractor  and  surety  company ;  and  I  would  have  this 
donei  in  such  a  way  that  the  notice  would  be  served  per- 
sonally and  a  record  thereof  made  in  order  that  complete 
proof  could  be  made  on  the  trial  of  any  subsequent  case.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  McCoacli  contract  for 
phimbing  at  the  Philadelphia  Institute  for  the  Feeble- 
Minded,  you  state  in  your  letter  of  the  21st  inst.  that  ''it 
is  the  wish  of  this  Department  that  this  work  be  done  as 
speedily  as  possible,  as  these  buildings  are  badly  needed  for 
the  care  of  the  patients  now  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  and  we  urge  the  Department  of  Law  to 
take  the  necessary  action  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable  for  the 
completion  of  this  work." 

This  Department  cannot  take  any  action  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  as  that  is  to  be  done  by  your  Depart- 
ment. In  my  letter  of  the  19  th  inst.  I  endeavored  to  make 
the  situation  clear  to  you. 

Since  Mr.  McCoach  refuses  to  go  on  with  the  work  and 
his  surety  does  the  like,  it  should  be  readvertised  after 
dne  notice  to  them,  and  himself  and  his  surety  held  respon- 
sible for  the  difference  between  his  bid  and  the  new  one. 
The  specifications  on  which  the  new  bids  are  to  be  invited 
should  be  identical  in  every  respect  with  those  upon  which 
Mr.  McCoach's  contract  is  founded.  If  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient money  available  for  the  new  contract,  the  matter 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils  and  an  ap- 
propriation obtained  of  a  sum  which,  with  that  now  al- 
lotted to  the  contract,  will  be  adequate  for  the  purpose. 

This  Department  can  take  no  action  until  the  amount 
for  which  the  contractor  and  his  surety  are  to  be  sued  is 
ascertained  in  the  above  manner.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
September  6th,  in  connection  with  Contracts  K^os.  103  and 
204,  awarded  to  the  Keystone  State  Construction  Com- 
pany and  never  formally  executed  by  the  City,  in  which 
you  say  that  the  contractor,  in  order  to  protect  himself, 
purchased  in  1917  a  considerable  quantity  of  plates  for 
this  work,  upon  which  his  option  is  about  to  expire. 

You  are  advised  that  any  claim  arising  out  of  this  pur- 
chase comes  within  the  Act  of  18Y4.  If  the  contractor  de- 
sires, he  may  have  an  ordinance  introduced  in  Councils 
to  reimburse  him  on  the  basis  of  a  moral  obligation.  There 
is  no  lesal  oblioation  resting  on  the  Citv,  inasmuch  as 
there  is  no  formally  executed  contracts,  and  as  this  matter 
has  heretofore  been  discussed  in  a  general  way,  it  would  be 
advisable  that  this  question  should  be  treated  as  a  separate 
report,  independent  of  the  other  subway  contracts  which 
were  formally  executed  by  the  City  and  have  a  legal  stand- 
ing, and  Councils  can  then  pass  on  this  disassociated  from 
all  other  lee;al  contracts.

Adjushnent  of  Contract  with  E.  A.  Wright  Company  for 

Printing  Bonds. 

Philadelphia,  September  9,  1918. 

Hon.  Thomas  B.  Smith, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  Secretary  sends  me  a  contract  between 
the  City  of  Philadelpliia  and  the  E.  A.  Wright  Company 
for  the  fifty-,  thirty-  and  five-year  bond  issues,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  bids  and  the  amount  already  paid  under 
the  contract  to  date.  He  asks  as  to  the  legal  status  of 
the  contract  and  what  method  of  procedure  would  be  re- 
quired should  it  be  expedient  to  acquiesce  to  the  terms  of 
the  letter  from  the  Wright  Company,  which  he  encloses. 

The  letter  states  in  substance  that  the  original  contract 
was  on  the  basis  that  the  plates  were  to  be  engraved  free 
of  charge,  but  that  it  was  the  understanding  of  the  Wright 
Company  and  all  concerned  that  the  issues  would  be  on  a 
four  per  cent,  basis,  as  they  had  been  for  years,  and  that 
therefore  one  set  of  plates  would  answer  for  all  the  bonds 
that  would  be  needed  for  "these  two"  loans.  The  last  is- 
sued, however,  was  at  four  and  one-half  per  cent.,  and  the 
contractor  was  therefore  compelled  to  engrave  a  new  plate, 
as  to  which  it  says :  '^We  therefore  believe  that  you  will 
see  the  fairness  of  our  asking  that  we  be  paid  for  this  en- 
graving, amounting  to  $295."  It  also  sets  forth  that  the 
contract  was  awarded  more  than  two  vears  ago,  since  which 
time  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  has  tremendously  ad- 
vanced, and  manufacturing  conditions  are  so  very  unusual 
that  the  goods  are  being  made  at  a  cost  far  in  excess  of 
the  amount  which  the  City  is  paying  for  them.  The  com- 
pany therefore  asks  to  be  allowed  a  price  of  $15  per  100 
for  the  registered  bonds  and  $30  per  100'  for  the  coupon 
bonds  on  the  order  that  is  now  being  executed,  which 
amount,  it  is  stated,  will  not  any  more  than  pay  the  cost 
of  manufacture.     Further,  that  if  after  further  considera- 
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tion  you  do  not  see  your  way  to  do  this  in  future  issues, 
they  desire  the  annulment  of  the  contract  with  an  oppor- 
tunity to  bid  in  the  open  market  with  competitors  for  the 
required  bonds. 

An  examination  of  the  contract  shows  that  no  prices  are 
stipulated  therein,  the  City  agreeing  to  pay  for  the  plates 
and  bonds  ''the  sums  or  prices  as  set  forth  in  the  said  bid, 
dated  August  4,  1916,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Con- 
troller."    The  limit  of  the  contract  is  fixed  at  $1,800. 

The  bids  show  that  there  was  to  be  no  charge  for  the 
plates,  and  that  the  bonds  were  to  be  paid  for  at  $8  for 
printing  the  registered  bonds,  per  book  of  100,  and  that 
$18.50  and  $16.50,  respectively,  was  to  be  paid  for  print- 
ing the  coupon  bonds  per  100,  in  three  sheets  and  two 
sheets.  The  contract  is  without  limitation  as  to  time,  but, 
in  my  judgment,  that  limitation  of  $1,800  as  the  amount 
to  be  expended  under  the  contract  gives  the  right  to  either 
party  to  refuse  to  carry  it  on  further  after  that  limit  is 
reached.  The  Wright  Company,  therefore,  would  be  justi- 
fied in  declaring  the  contract  to  be  at  an  end,  since  the  sum 
of  $1,401.76  has  already  been  paid;  or,  as  they  phrase  it, 
to  insist  upon  "the  annulment  of  the  contract."  This 
would  require  that  new  bids  be  asked  for,  enabling  the 
Wright  Company  to  appear  as  a  bidder  at  such  prices  as 
they  may  name  in  competition  with  other  bidders. 

As  far  as  concerns  the  claim  of  $295  for  printing  the 
bonds,  I  do  not  see  how  you,  as  an  executive  official,  would 
have  the  right  or  power  to  accede  to  this  claim,  since  it 
was  distinctlv  agreed  in  the  bids  and  the  contract  that 
there  was  to  be  no  charge  for  the  plates.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances stated,  however,  this  may,  in  your  discretion, 
raise  an  equitable  or  moral  claim,  which  you  may  feel 
justified  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  Councils  for  such 
action  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  meet  it. 

Replying,  therefore,  to  your  Secretary's  inquiries  as  to 
what  method  of  procedure  would  be  required,  I  would  sa^ 
that  the  proper  method  is  to  advertise  for  new  bids  for 
the  printing  of  the  bonds,  and  if  you  see  fit  to  do  so,  to 
place  before  Councils  the  claim  for  engTaving  the  new 
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plate,  with  such  recommendation  as  your  judgment  may 
suggest.     Contract  returned  herewith.

Reimhursement  of  J.  TI.  LoucJiJieim  for  UncoUectihle 

Seiver  Bills.

Deak  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  the  10th  inst. 
from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with 
reference  to  an  ordinance  making  a  transfer  of  appropria- 
tion of  $11,702.27  to  J.  H.  Louchheim  to  reimburse  him 
for  sewer  hills  against  properties  not  collectible  and  which 
have  failed  to  be  collected.  The  ordinance  is  dated  July 
3,  1918. 

It  further  appears  that  a  number  of  these  bills  were 
against  properties  consisting  of  narrow  strips  of  ground 
(presumably  of  less  value  than  the  liens  against  them)  in 
front  of  dead-end  streets :  some  showing  a  ehano-e  of  owner- 
ship  before  the  filing  of  the  liens,  others  where  the  liens 
had  not  been  revived,  and  some  properties  sold  by  the 
Sheriff,  etc.  Seventeen  claims  have  ben  revived,  and  can 
therefore  be  transferred  to  the  City,  and  including  these 
there  is  a  total  of  thirtv-three  claims  of  the  general  char- 
acter  mentioned,  amounting  in  all  to  $6,677.58. 

It  is  stated  that  your  Department  is  prepared  to  adjust 
some  of  the  bills,  whereas  others  must  await  examination 
and  determination  of  their  status  before  payment  can  be 
made. 
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The  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  therefore,  writes  to  ask 
whether  or  not,  Councils  having  authorized  the  payment, 
your  Department  is  justified  in  drawing  a  warrant  for 
such  chiims  as,  in  its  judgment,  the  City  is  responsible 
for,  due  to  the  reasons  aforesaid,  or  where  by  transfer  of 
the  claim  the  City  may  realize.  The  other  twenty-three 
claims  included  in  the  transfer  ordinance  are  withheld 
from  inquiry  for  the  present. 

If  the  ordinance  making  the  transfer  was  passed  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  Councils  and  signed  bv 
the  Mayor,  it  would  be  valid  insofar  as  it  recognizes  any 
genuinely  moral  or  equitable  obligation  of  the  City,  and 
directs  the  payment  of  claims  arising  therefrom.  Where, 
however,  no  such  obligation  exists.  Councils  have  not  the 
power  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  claims  lacking  such 
support,  and  where  they  are  not  legal  claims. 

Assuming  that  the  ordinance  was  thus  passed  and  ap- 
proved, many,  if  not  all,  of  the  particular  cases  referred 
to  would  seem  to  be  such  as  have  the  basis  of  a  moral  con- 
sideration to  sustain  them.  As  to  the  cases  where  the  liens 
are  in  full  force  and  the  City  chooses  to  resume  the  owner- 
ship thereof  by  taking  an  assignment  of  the  claim,  this  I 
believe  Councils  have  the  right  to  do. 

I  would,  therefore,  answer  in  the  affirmative  the  inquiry 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  whether  or  not  your  Depart- 
ment would  be  justified  in  drawing  a  warrant  for  such 
claims  as  in  its  judgment  the  City  is  responsible  for  in 
equity,  due  to  the  reasons  mentioned,  or  where  by  transfer 
of  the  claim  the  City  may  realize,  the  claims  being  of  the 
character  above  described,  provided  that  the  ordinance  re- 
ceived a  two-thirds  vote  in  each  branch  of  Councils  and 
was  duly  signed  by  the  Mayor.

Additional  C ompensation  to  C ontractor ;  Abolition  of 

Grade  Crossings.

Deak  Sir: — It  appears  from  tlie  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  of  September  12th  that  a  coutract 
was  entered  into  under  ordinance  of  May  27,  1915,  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Company, 
under  which  the  railroad  company  was  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  and  carry  out  the  work  necessary  to 
construct  bridges,  etc.,  and  the  City  was  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts to  carry  out  other  work  in  connection  with  the  im- 
provement. That,  accordingly,  the  railroad  company  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  John  Goll  &  Co.,  under  which 
the  contractor  was  required  to  commence  work  within 
fifteen  days  of  the  execution  of  the  contract  and  complete 
it  October  31,  1916,  with  liquidated  damages  of  $25  per 
day  for  delay. 

The  work  under  this  contract  was  commenced  Septem- 
ber 18,  1916,  and  completed  JMay  31,  1917,  but  owing  to 
the  delay  of  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Company  in  plac- 
ing the  supports,  which  it  undertook  to  do,  the  contractor 
with  it  has  presented  a  claim  to  that  company  for  addi- 
tional compensation  on  account  of  the  increased  cost  of 
labor,  prices  of  material  and  decreased  eflieiency  of  labor 
on  account  of  winter  work,  their  claim  amounting  to 
$5,090.  This  amount  after  audit  by  the  railroad  company 
is  found  to  be  $4,148.16  as  the  actual  allowable  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  contractor. 

As  the  City  under  the  ordinance  is  to  pay  one-half  the 
cost  of  the  work  authorized  by  it,  it  is  interested  in  the 
claim  of  the  contractor  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  for  the  additional  compensation  for  loss  to  the 
extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  thereof. 
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The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  concludes  his  letter  by  saying : 

''I  believe  there  is  some  justice  in  the  contractor's 
claim  for  additional  compensation,  but  before  taking 
any  action  in  this  matter  the  Department  desires  your 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  Director  has  a  legal  right, 
under  the  ordinance  of  May  27,  1915,  or  any  other 
ordinance,  to  approve,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, of  paying  its  share  for  additional  compensa- 
tion." 

It  is  quite  clear  that  the  intention  of  the  ordinance  of 
May  27,  1915,  is  that  the  cost  of  the  entire  work  of  getting 
rid  of  the  grade  crossings  which  are  involved  is  to  be  borne 
equally  by  the  City  and  the  railroad  company,  and  any 
charge  or  expense  which  is  naturalW  and  properly  inci- 
dent thereto  ought  to  be  equally  divided.  If,  however,  one 
of  the  parties  to  that  arrangement,  by  its  own  iinexcused 
delay  or  negligence,  has  incurred  such  charges  or  expense 
not  properly  incidental  to  the  work,  but  arising  alone  out 
of  such  negligence  or  delay,  it  would  be  neither  equitable 
nor  proper  that  such  charges  should  be  borne  jointly  by  the 
two  parties  to  the  enterprise. 

It  appears  that  the  contract  between  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  the  City  was  dated  July  20,  1915,  and  the  con- 
tract between  the  railroad  company  and  Goll  &  Co.  was 
dated  April  25,  1916,  and  provided  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany should  support  its  tracks  without  cost  to  the  con- 
tractor. The  railroad  company  commenced  the  work  of 
supporting  its  tracks  on  June  10,  191G,  and  finished  Aug- 
ust 5,  1916;  the  contractor  commenced  and  completed  the 
tvork  on  the  dates  already  stated. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  simply  states  that  "owing  to 
the  delay  caused  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
placing  the  supports"  the  claim  of  the  contractor  was  pre- 
sented. 

This  in  itself  scarcely  affords  a  sufficient  basis  on  which 
to  determine  whether  the  claim  should  be  allowed  by  the 
City  or  not.  I  would  say  that  ordinarily  all  the  expenses 
of  the  work  should  be  equally  shared,  but  if,  in  the  present 
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instance,  the  increased  expenditure  was  due  solely  to  the 
fault  or  negligence  of  the  railroad  company  in  delaying 
the  time  for  supporting  the  tracks,  which  was  necessary  in 
order  that  the  contractor  could  do  his  part  of  the  work, 
then  I  do  not  think  that  the  City  should  be  asked  to  share 
in  this  increased  expense.

Dear  Sir: — The  Asssistant  Director  of  your  Depart- 
ment states,  in  a  letter  of  the  20th  instant,  that  Harry  D. 
Edgar,  an  inspector  in  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  was  killed 
in  France  on  August  10,  1918;  that  notification  of  his 
death  was  not  received  until  September  6th ;  and  that  pre- 
vious to  this  date  his  dependent  had  been  paid  for  the  full 
period  from  August  16th  to  August  31st,  inclusive. 

Inquiry  is  made  whether  the  municipality  could  hold 
the  paymaster  personally  responsible  for  such  payment. 

I  tliink  in  these  circumstances  it  would  be  legally  im- 
practicable to  hold  the  paymaster  personally  responsible 
for  the  over-payment. 

I  would,  however,  suggest  that  in  all  cases  of  this  kind 
an  affidavit  should  be  required  of  the  person  receiving  the 
payments  that,  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  knowledge  and 
belief,  the  City  employee  was  still  living  at  the  time  when 
the  payment  is  made. 
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This  Department  sometime  ago  prepared  quite  inform- 
ally a  form  of  such  affidavit  for  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  Mr.  MacLaughlin,  who  will,  doubtless,  give  you  a 
copy  thereof  for  use  in  your  Department.

Fire  Escapes  on  Tenement  Houses  of  More  Than 

Three  Stories. 

William  H.  Wilson,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection refers  to  Section  35  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1915, 
relative  to  the  requirement  to  erect  fire  escapes  on  build- 
ings of  more  than  three  stories  and  used  for  rooming  or 
tenement  house  purposes. 

He  asks  whether,  if  a  building  is  more  than  three  stories 
in  height  and  the  three  lower  stories  are  used  for  rooming 
or  tenement  house  purposes,  the  third-story  containing  not 
more  than  five  rooms  and  a  bath-room,  and  the  stories 
above  the  third-story  being  vacant  or  used  for  a  purpose 
not  requiring  fire  escapes — the  Act  would  allow  such  a 
building  to  be  used  for  a  rooming  or  tenement  house  with- 
out the  erection  of  fire  escapes  as  required  by  law. 

This  appears  to  be  essentially  the  same  inquiry  as  that 
made  of  my  predecessor,  Honorable  Michael  J.  Kyan,  and 
answered  by  him  on  December  5,  1913,  City  Solicitor's 
Opinions,  page  515.  In  that  case  the  query  related  to  the 
Act  of  July  22,  1913,  but  the  provisions  in  question  of 
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that  Act  were  substantially,  if  not  identically,  the  same  as 
those  of  the  Act  of  1915,  concerning  which  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  now  asks. 

In  response  to  the  inquiry  in  that  case,  whether  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  applicable,  "where  the  owner 
will  agree  to  abandon  the  fourth  or  upper  story,"  the  then 
City  Solicitor  said,  page  516: 

"I  think  this  would  depend  upon  what  is  meant  by 
the  abandonment  of  the  fourth  or  upper  story.  If 
the  interior  construction  is  so  modified  that  the 
fourth  story,  or  the  attic  which  takes  its  place  in  a 
tliree-and-a-half-story  building,  is  made  totally  inac- 
cessible, as  by  the  removal  of  the  staircase  above  the 
third  floor  and  the  sealing  up  of  the  opening  thereto 
by  plastering,  it  would  seem  that  for  all  practical 
purposes  the  building  is  made  'one  having  less  than 
four  stories.'  and  your  department  would  probably  be 
justified  in  so  regarding  it." 

I  share  the  views  thus  expressed,  and  am  of  opinion 
that  the  statute  may  properly  be  held  not  to  be  mandatory 
in  cases  where  the  story  or  stories  above  the  third  are  so 
isolated  (in  the  manner  indicated  by  Mr.  Ryan)  as  to  be 
incapable  of  being  used  for  tenement  or  rooming  house 
purposes. 

The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  should,  however,  in 
all  such  cases  be  very  careful  that  the  upper  stories  of 
such  houses  are  made  inaccessible  in  the  manner  thus  ad- 
vised, or  in  some  other  equally  effective  way.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  considered  the  question 
that  you  suggested  verbally  yesterday,  in  relation  to  an 
Act  restrainino'  and  reo'ulatinc:;  the  use  of  billiard  tables, 
pool  tables,  bagatelle  boards  or  tables  connected  and  main- 
tained for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  for  hire  or  reward, 
in  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth ;  provid- 
ing for  the  granting  of  licenses,  and  providing  for  punish- 
ment for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  particular  inquirj^  to  which  you  liave  directed  my 
attention  pertains  to  the  fourth  section  of  the  iVct,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

''Every  person  intending  to  apply  for  a  license  as 
aforesaid  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  Common- 
wealth, from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall 
file  with  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  his,  her,  or 
their  petition.  It  shall  not  be  considered  or  passed 
upon  until  the  same  shall  have  been  on  file  at  least 
three  weeks,  and  public  notice  of  the  same  caused  to 
be  given  at  least  once  a  week  in  three  daily  news- 
papers by  the  said  Director  of  Public  Safety ;  said 
notice  to  contain  the  name  or  names  of  the  applicant 
or  applicants,  their  residence,  and  the  location  of  the 
place  for  which  license  is  sought,  and  the  time  and 
place  when  said  application  shall  be  heard.  At  the 
time  of  said  application  the  applicant  or  applicants 
shall  pay  to  the  said  Director  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  expenses  connected  therewith  as  provided  for  in 
this  Act.     Said  petition  shall  contain  ******  *," 

The  question  arises,  in  view  of  your  inquiry,  as  to 
whether  or  not^  under  the  aforesaid  section,  the  payment 
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of  ten  (10)  dollars  goes  personally  to  the  Director  or  is 
to  be  accounted  for  by  him,  and  after  the  deduction  of  the 
legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith,  the 
same  is  to  be  deposited  in  the  City  Treasurer's  office  to  the 
general  credit  of  the  City. 

In  considering  this  Act,  you  will  observe  that  its  title 
has  relation  to  billiard  tables,  etc.,  kept  and  maintained 
for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  for  hire  or  reward,  in 
cities  of  the  first  class ;  and  that  the  word  '"Director"  is 
simply  the  official  desigTiation  for  the  person  selected  by 
law  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  intended  as  a  payment 
to  the  Director  in  the  first  instance  in  order  to  carry  its 
provisions  into  eft'ect,  and  thereafter  this  fund  was  to  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
City,  and  not  for  the  use  or  uses  of  the  Director,  no  mat- 
ter how  the  same  might  be  applied.  It  cannot  be  consid- 
ered money  within  the  control  of  the  Director  in  a  per- 
sonal sense.  It  is  a  public  fund,  and  belongs  to  the  public 
treasury,  and  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
that  specifically  designated  by  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation in  the  above  matter.  You  ask  the  opinion  of  this 
Department  as  to  whether  or  not  Mr.  Fletcher,  who  was 
stricken  over  a  year  ago  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
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duties,  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  12^ 
1913  (P.  L.  492),  entitled  '^\n  Act  authorizing  cities  of 
the  first  and  second  class  to  compensate  .employees  for 
time  lost  while  in  the  employ  of  the  City^  as  a  result  of 
injuries,  sickness  or  disablement  of  any  kind  sustained 
while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties." 

You  are  advised  that  the  Prothonotary's  office  is  not  a 
part  of  the  City  government  in  the  sense  that  it  is  classed 
as  a  City  office,  but  that  the  Prothonotary's  office  is  a 
county  office,  and  therefore  the  provisions  of  the  Act  above 
quoted  are  not  applicable  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Fletcher.  The 
title  and  body  of  the  Act  have  relation  to  cities  and  not 
counties,  and  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  harmonized  in 
any  way  as  to  be  applicable  to  the  facts  in  this  case. 

Article  V,  Section  1,  of  the  present  Constitution,  under 
the  title  of  "Judiciary,"  defines  judicial  power;  and  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  same  article  designates  that  for  Philadelphia 
there  shall  be  one  Prothonotary's  office  and  one  Prothono- 
tary  for  all  of  said  Courts,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Judges 
of  the  Courts,  and  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years;  and  as  the  judicial  power  is  expressly  defined  by 
the  Constitution  and  comes  within  the  scope  of  a  county 
office,  you  will  therefore  see  tht  your  office  and  the  em- 
ployees thereunder  are  in  that  category. 

You  will  see,  therefore,  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act 
of  1913  wdiich  requires  you  to  limit  the  time  during  which 
Mr,  Fletcher  can  be  paid  as  in  that  Act  provided,  or  to 
forbid  your  continuance  to  draw  warrants  on  his  behalf. 

I  am  transmitting  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  John  M.  Wal- 
ton, Esq.,  City  Controller,  so  that  he  too  may  be  informed 
of  the  decision  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — From  your  letter  of  the  3d  instant  it  ap- 
pears that  Councils  having  appropriated  $35,000  for  tem- 
porary employees  to  operate  the  City's  dredging  plant,  the 
positions  of  four  messmen  were  created  at  $40  a  month 
each  with  the  assent  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  In 
the  present  condition  of  the  labor  market  it  is  impossible 
to  obtain  and  keep  such  men,  and  their  absence  will  close 
down  the  plants. 

You  now  propose  to  offer  the  stewards  of  the  dredges 
"Philadelphia"  and  '^Schuylkill"  $1  per  day  as  overtime 
as  long  as  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  the  messmen  con- 
tinues, ''if  the  same  can  be  done  without  breaking  any  of 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

I  think  the  emergency  thus  arising  fully  justifies  your 
taking  the  step  proposed  without  breach  of  the  laws  or 
ordinances,  provided  that  the  appropriation  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  cover  the  charges  thus  incurred. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  your  letter,  and  this  reply 
thereto,  to  the  City  Controller  for  his  information.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  in 
the  above  matter,  in  which  you  ask  the  following  questions : 

"1.  Since  it  is  recognized  during  the  war  emerg- 
ency the  contractor  is  unable  to  secure  building  ma- 
terials, except  at  a  price  largely  in  excess  of  his  con- 
tract price  for  those  materials,  and,  as  from  a  busi- 
ness standpoint,  it  is  advisable  for  the  City  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  roof  upon  the  grit  chamber  as  an 
emeroencv,  in  order  to  avoid  claims  for  pavment  un- 
der  seven  other  contract,  amounting  to  $24,000,  with- 
out securing;  adequate  return  therefor,  which  obliga- 
tion is  acknowledged,  is  or  is  it  not  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  Committee  on  Adjustment  of  Contracts, 
constituted  in  accordance  with  ordinance  of  Councils, 
to  pass  upon  the  advisability  of  paying  a  sum  for 
materials  in  excess  of  the  contract  figures  of  about 
$2,000,  in  order  to  permit  of  the  installation  of  the 
machinery  and  to  pay  the  demands  made  under  the 
other  contracts  ? 

"2.  Would  or  would  not  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment, upon  the  expression  of  the  views  of  this 
Committee,  be  justified  in  ordering  the  contractor  to 
proceed,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Committee 
would  recommend  the  extra  payment  to  Councils, 
funds  for  which  are  available  in  the  contract?" 

In  reply  to  your  first  question  I  would  say:  The  in- 
tention of  the  ordinance  of  Councils  was  that  the  Director 
in  charge  was  to  make  a  report  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
contract  should  be  terminated,  or  what  there  was  in  con- 
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nection  with  the  contract.  Before  anythino;  was  done,  it 
was  to  be  approved  by  Councils.  As  I  understand  your 
first  question,  the  most  that  you  can  do  is  to  make  a 
recommendation  to  Councils,  and  it  is  for  them  to  say 
whether  or  not  that  recommendation  is  to  be  approved. 
I  do  not  see  how,  as  a  Director,  you  can  agree  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  sum  outside  of  the  contract  price,  except  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  ordinance  and  its  approval  by 
Councils. 

As  to  your  second  query :  I  do  not  think  any  steps  should 
be  taken  to  commit  the  City  to  any  particular  course  in 
advance  of  the  ratification  of  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation to  Councils,  and  therefore,  as  a  Director,  you 
would  not  be  justified  in  approving  the  contract  to  pro- 
ceed, with  the  understanding  that  the  Committee  would 
recommend  the  extra  payment  to  Councils,  funds  for 
which  are  available  in  the  contract.

Ordinance  of  Deceynber  10,  1878,  Section  1 — Duty  of  the 

City  Treasurer. 

John  M.  Walton,

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  as 
above.  This  ordinance  provides  for  the  accumulation  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  in  the  months  of  September,  October, 
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November  and  December  of  the  current  vear,  of  the  amount 
necessary  to  pay  the  interest  due  by  the  City  on  the  fol- 
lowing first  day  of  January,  and  that  one-quarter  of  such 
amount  is  to  be  accumulated  in  each  of  those  months. 
The  provision  of  the  ordinance  is  that  the  funds  so  ac- 
cumulated shall  be  deposited  with  the  fiscal  agent  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

You  state  that  on  January  1,  1919,  the  City  will  be 
obliged  to  pay  $3,067,887.62  interest  on  its  loans,  and 
$966,000  on  account  of  the  principal.  You  further  state 
that  in  these  unusual  demands  the  provision  of  an  ordi- 
nance as  specific  as  the  above-quoted  one  should  be  ad- 
hered to. 

The  ordinance  is  silent  upon  the  subject  of  principal 
of  the  Citv  loans,  and  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  interest  on 
the  loans  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  expressly  re- 
pealed, and  so  long  as  it  remains  a  valid  ordinance  and 
is  not  in  any  wise  in  contravention  of  the  law,  it  should, 
of  course,  be  adhered  to  not  only  in  these  unusual  times 
but  at  all  times. 

Your  attention  is  called,  however,  to  the  provisions  of 
Item  10  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  the 
City  Treasurer  for  the  year  1918,  which  makes  an  ap- 
propriation of  $5,655,731.50  for  interest  on  existing  sink- 
ing fund  bonds  as  listed — payments  to  be  made  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  just  prior  to  the 
time  the  interest  in  question  is  to  be  paid  by  them.  The 
important  question,  however,  for  your  consideration  is 
that  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 10,  1878,  the  provisions  of  the  Item  10  to  the  appro- 
priation to  the  Department  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  the 
year  1918— you  and  the  Treasurer  should  carry  out  not 
only  the  spirit,  but  the  absolute  letter  of  this  ordinance 
in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  a  method  by  which  the  interest  is 
set  aside  in  order  to  be  paid  out  when  due,  with  such  pro- 
tection to  the  principal  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
obligation  when  due.  If  this  method  provides,  as  the 
ordinance  of  1878  clearly  indicates,  that  the  monthly  pay- 
ment should  be  made,  then  you  are  advised  that  this  is 
the  way  in  which  it  is  to  be  done,  but  the  important  pro- 
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visions  at  all  times  is  that  these  payments  should  be  regu- 
lated and  provided  for  in  order  to  be  promptly  disposed 
of  when  due.

Deae  Sie: — Under  date  of  the  21st  instant  you  write 
me  in  reference  to  the  specifications  for  the  construction 
of  the  substructure  of  McKean  Street  Pier. 

From  various  extracts  from  these  specifications  it  ap- 
pears that  the  cost  of  engineering  supervision  and  inspec- 
tion, etc.,  were  to  be  charged  in  the  contract  at  the  daily 
rate  of  $100  during  the  whole  period  of  construction,  the 
bidders  to  add  this  sum  to  their  lump  sum  bids.  In  addi- 
tion, if  any  bidder  required  more  than  eighteen  months 
for  the  work  of  construction,  he  was  so  to  state  in  his  pro- 
posal, and  the  sum  of  $100  per  day  was  to  be  added  to  his 
bid  for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  amounts  of  the  sev- 
eral bids,  for  each  day  in  excess  of  the  eighteen-month 
limit. 

The  general  proposition  embodied  in  the  specifications 
was  that  the  substructure  was  to  be  completed  in  eighteen 
months.  The  charge  of  $100  a  day,  above  referred  to,  was 
to  be  exclusive  of  ''Sundays  and  holidays,  on  which  no 
work  is  done."     It  was  further  provided  as  follows: 

« 

"Xo  work  shall  be  done  on  Sundavs  or  leoal  holi- 
days,  or  before  or  after  the  regular  working  hours, 
excepting  in  cases  of  great  emergency,  and  then  only 
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upon  first  having  received  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Director." 

In  view  of  the  wordings  of  the  various  paragraphs 
quoted  in  your  letter,  you  ask  advice  whether  or  not  the 
full  time  charge  of  $100  per  day  can  be  legally  charged 
for  work  done  on  Saturday,  which  is  a  legal  half-holiday. 

I  think  the  limitation  excluding  Sundays  and  holidays 
on  which  no  work  is  done  refers  onlv  to  those  Sundavs 
and  holidavs  which  are  so  described — that  is,  those  on 
which  "no  work  is  done.  This  does  not  preclude  work 
being  done  on  such  days,  and  the  inference  that  it  may  be 
done  thereon  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  paragraph 
which  excepts  cases  of  great  emergency  from  the  general 
rule  providing  for  the  cessation  of  work  on  Sundays  or 
legal  holidays,  and  further  indicates  that  in  the  case  of 
emergencies  such  work  may  be  done  "upon  first  having 
received  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Director." 

It  would  seem  to  follow  that  if  a  full  day's  work  is  done 
on  any  Saturday,  pursuant  to  the  last-recited  provision, 
the  time  charge  of  $100  should  be  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  upon  any  other  day  when  the  full  day's  work  is 
performed. 

I  do  not  know  what  vour  custom  has  been  in  this  mat- 
ter,  when  only  half  a  day's  work  is  done  on  Saturday. 
As  to  this,  the  practice  of  your  Department,  if  it  has  been 
acquiesced  in  by  the  contractor  without  question,  would 
seem  to  furnish  the  rule  which  may  continue  to  be  fol- 
lowed.

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  the  contract  and  specifications 
for  substructure,  McKean  Street  Pier,  .1  regret  that  the 
exact  point  of  your  earlier  inquiry  was  misapprehended 
by  this  Department. 

The  legal  doctrine  in  such  matters  is  that  fractions  of 
a  day  are  not  recognized,  and  it  would  follow  that  work 
done  on  Saturday,  even  though  but  for  the  half  of  a  day, 
is  to  be  legally  regarded  as  if  it  were  done  on  any  other 
day.  Equitable  considerations  might  possiblj^  soften  this 
doctrine  somewhat,  since  I  understand  it  to  be  based  on 
the  expense  by  the  City  for  supervision,  etc.,  if  that  ex- 
pense were  less  on  Saturday  than  on  the  other  days  of  the 
week.  But  it  is  well  for  the  City  to  be  consistent  in  its 
various  Departments  in  these  matters,  and  I  learn  that  in 
the  Department  of  City  Transit,  at  least,  where  such  con- 
tracts are  customary,  the  practice  has  been  to  treat  Satur- 
day for  this  purpose  as  if  it  were  a  full  day. 

I  would,  on  the  whole,  advise  you  to  follow  the  same 
course.

]\rY  DEAR  Me.  Mayor: — I  have  been  considering  the 
ordinance  that  you  have  before  you  in  the  above  matter  in 
relation  to  the  objection  that  has  been  raised.  Personally, 
I  see  nothing  legally  in  the  objection.  I  believe  it  right 
to  take  it  from  the  Parkwav  item,  inasmuch  as  it  borders 
on  the  Parkway  and,  undoubtedh',  will  be  improved  as'  an 
embellishment  to  the  Parkway,  but  in  anticipation  of  any 
captious  criticism,  you  might,  if  you  deem  it  advisable, 
have  the  ordinance  withdrawn  and  the  words  stricken  out 
which  have  relation  to  charging  the  same  against  the 
Parkway  item.  The  ordinance  could  then  be  passed  im- 
mediately and  returned  for  your  signature,  if  y»u  deem 
it  advisable  and  proper  to  append  your  signature  thereto. 
This  would  leave  it  in  the  pt  sition  in  which  any  damages 
that  were  to  accrue  in  reference  to  this  matter  would  have 
to  be  taken  out  of  the  general  mandamus  fund.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion in  reference  to  the  above.    You  ask  to  be  informed  as 
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to  whether  the  members  of  the  Home  Defense  Eeserve, 
who  have  taken  the  oath  and  been  sworn  in,  possess  the 
same  legal  right  of  making  arrests  as  is  possessed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Bureau  of  Police  in  this  City,  either  when  on 
active  police  duty  or  when  off  duty  and'^in  civilian  cloth- 
ing; and  you  further  say  that  the  ^  Mayor  has  not  author- 
ized the  payment  of  compensation  to  members  of  the  Home 
Defense  Reserve  sworn  in  as  special  emergency  patrol- 
men, and  that  they  receive  no  pay  for  their  services. 

You  are  advised  that  as  emergency  policemen  these  men 
have  the  right  to  make  arrests  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  but,  like  any  other  policemen,  would  be  liable  per- 
sonally for  any  false  arrest  or  any  arrest  that  was  not 
legally  justifiable.  The  same  thing  applies  when  these 
men  are  off  duty. 

Any  citizen,  of  course,  has  the  right  to  make  an  arrest 
for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  but  if  it  is  shown  that  the  arrest 
was  without  warrant  or  authority  of  law,  in  that  event, 
he  would  be  responsible  accordingly. 

The  Home  Defense  policemen  have  no  legal  authority 
except  as  emergency  patrolmen,  as  defined  by  the  Bullitt 
Bill  and  quoted  in  your  letter.  Their  duty  only  extends 
that  far,  and,  of  course,  as  hereinbefore  indicated,  they 
must  discharge  their  duties  as  any  other  officer  of  the  law 
in  the  emergency,  and  liability  attaches  accordingly.  The 
mere  fact  that  they  receive  no  pay  for  services  does  not, 
in  my  judgment,  alter  the  case,  because  the  false  arrest— 
if  it  should  be  a  false  arrest — is  one  wherein  the  person 
who  makes  it  is  liable  in  damages  for  such.

Deak  Sir: — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  October 
25th,  enclosing  one  to  the  Board  of  Recreation,  dated 
October  24,  1918,  from  Anna  H.  Mellinger,  it  appears 
that  Miss  or  Mrs.  Mellinger  applies  for  the  difference  in 
pay  she  is  receiving  as  a  teacher  in  the  Board  of  Becrea- 
tion,  a,t  $83.33  per  month,  and  $50  per  month,  which  she 
would  receive  from  the  Government.  She  is  entering  the 
service  of  the  United  States  Army  as  a  reconstruction  aid 
in  the  Medical  Department.  The  applicant  has  been  in 
the  employ  of  the  Board  for  eight  years,  presumably  as 
such  teacher. 

On  these  facts  you  ask  advice  whether  the  application 
is  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  the  ordi- 
nances authorizing  the  payment  of  the  difference  in  sal- 
aries for  those  who  are  enlisted  in  the  military  service. 

The  application  is  within  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nances bearing  upon  the  subject  which  have  heretofore 
been  followed  in  spite  of  some  differences  between  the 
ordinances  and  the  Act  of  Assembly.  The  ordinance  of 
June  30,  1916,  as  amended  by  that  of  November  19,  1917, 
page  378,  provides  that  leave  of  absence  with  pay  shall  be 
granted  to  any  employee  paid  by  warrant  of  the  City  or 
County  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  been  employed  at  least 
three  months  continuously,  and  who  makes  application 
therefor  for  the  purpose  of  military  service  in  the  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  or  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  Government — the  amount  of  compensation  being 
fixed  at  the  difference  in  pay  received  from  the  City  and 
that  allowed  by  the  Government. 

The  service  in  which  the  applicant  is  about  to  embark 
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is,  I  think,  the  military  service  of-  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinance,  and  hence 
this  application  is  within  the  provisions  and  intent  thereof.

Payment  of  Watchman — Loan  Funds.

Dear  Sir: — The  Chief  Engineer,  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
writes  me  under  date  of  October  25th,  asking  whether  he 
was  justified  in  employing  watchmen  to  guard  certain  re- 
inforced concrete  pressure  pipes,  and  whether  the  City 
Controller  is  authorized  to  approve  the  payment  of  the 
bill  for  such  services  from  loan  item  for  the  collection, 
treatment  and  disposal  of  sewage  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

It  appears  that  this  sewer  pipe  was  contracted  for  and 
delivered  under  the  agreement  of  the  company  which  sup- 
plied it.  and  with  a  stipulation  that  that  companv  should 
guard  the  pipe  for  a  period  of  three  months,  which  it  did. 
But  it  became  necessary,  through  unexpected  circum- 
stances, that  the  pipe  should  remain  unused  for  a  longer 
period,  and  being  especially  valuable  it  was  necessary  that 
the  guarding  of  it  should  be  correspondingly  lengthened. 

In  the  meantime  contracts  had  been  entered  into  for  the 
laying  of  the  intercepting  sewer  in  question,  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  reqnested  the  contractors  to  provide  watch- 
men to^  safeguard  the  pipe  until  it  could  be  used.  A  bill 
for  $431.43,  which  is  stated  to  be  in  proper  form  in  all 
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respects,  lias  now  been  rendered  by  one  of  the  contractors 
and  a  warrant  for  that  amount  drawn  for  the  payment 
thereof. 

The  City  Controller,  I  gather,'  questions  his  right  to 
countersign  the  warrant  on  two  grounds : 

First,  because  he  doubts  whether  such  use  of  the  money 
is  proper,  because  the  appropriation  was  from  a  loan  for 
the  construction  of  the  sewer,  and,  secondly,  because  no 
written  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  guarding  of  the 
pipe. 

I  do  not  think  that  either  of  the  suggested  objections 
must  necessarily  prevail.  The  guarding  of  the  pipe  seems 
to  have  been  necessary  from  considerations  of  prudence  in 
order  that  it.  should  not  be  purloined — and  therefore  to 
have  been  a  proper  incident  of  the  construction  of  the 
sewer  for  which  the  loan  was  made.  As  to  the  necessity 
for  a  written  contract,  the  circumstances  presented  such 
an  emergency  as  justified  dispensing  w^ith  this  legal  pre- 
requisite. If  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  or  yourself  had 
paused  to  advertise  for  bids  and  award  a  contract  for 
watching  the  pipe  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  form,  it 
might  readily  have  been  stolen  in  the  meantime. 

Ordinarily,  considerations  of  this  character  are  for 
Councils  under  an  application  for  reimbursement  upon 
the  moral  claim  thus  arising,  but  in  view  of  the  special 
circumstances  of  this  case,  and  of  the  contracts  already 
executed  for  the  building  of  the  sewer,  I  think  the  need 
to  watch  and  guard  the  pipes  may  well  be  regarded  as 
merely  incidental  to,  or  as  extra  work  under  those  con- 
tracts, and  therefore  as  not  beyond  the  authority  of  your 
Department  to  recognize  it  as  such. 

In  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  he  states  that 
the  warrant  is  drawn  against  Item  196  loan  of  appropria- 
tion to  his  Bureau,  and  he  refers  to  ordinance  of  July  8, 
1915,  page  3G5,  Section  2.  That  section  of  the  ordinance 
directs  the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  paid  from  Item  171  loan 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys.  I  learn, 
however,  that  by  a  later  ordinance  of  July  20,  1916,  page 
195,  Section  4,  the  expenditure  is  authorized  to  be  met 
from  Item  196. 
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I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  opinion  to  tlie  City  Con- 
troller for  his  information.

Deak  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion in  relation  to  the  above.  You  are  advised  that,  in  mv 
judgment,  the  war  is  such  an  emergency  as  would  justify 
the  Mayor  in  swearing  in  these  Home  Defense  Keserves 
as  special  emergency  patrolmen.  I  take  it  for  granted,  in 
view  of  your  inquiry,  that  these  men  have  been  sworn  in 
as  special  emergency  patrolmen  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
the  regular  patrolmen,  and,  of  course,  the  City  must  at 
all  times  be  protected — this  would  be  your  legal  justifica- 
tion for  the  swearing  in  of  such  reserves. 

This  is  a  supplement  to  the  letter  heretofore  sent  to 
you  on  October  2Sth  in  relation  to  this  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  vour  communi- 
cation in  reference  to  the  above,  and  enclose  von  herewith 
a  copy  of  the  Supreme  Court  decision.  This  case  pre- 
sented unusual  and  exceptional  features,  inasmuch  as  the 
legal  question  arose  as  to  the  charge  of  the  Court  on  the 
Interest  Act  of  1915,  which,  you  will  note,  the  Supreme 
Court  declared  unconstitutional. 

In  many  of  these  cases,  however,  interest  has  not  been 
computed,  but  the  question  of  compensation  for  delay  has- 
entered  into  the  same. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  after  consultation  with  Mr.  Mead, 
the  Chief  of  the  Road  Bureau  of  this  Department,  that 
the  suits  that  are  now  pending  on  which  the  time  limit  has 
expired  and  which  are  awaiting  payment  because  of  the 
lack  of  the  necessary  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer are  not  affected  by  this  decision. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  been  carrying  out  the 
practice  as  set  forth  in  the  opinion  for  the  last  two  and 
a  half  years,  and  have,  in  every  instance  wdiere  possible, 
deducted  from  the  face  of  the  award  the  amount  of  rent, 
or  for  use  and  occupation ;  and  a  great  sum  of  money  has 
been  saved  to  the  City — in  one  instance,  $50,000 — so 
that  the  policy  of  the  office  has  been  indirectly  commended 
by  this  decision  of  the  Court. 

I  do  not  see,  however,  on  the  broader  aspect  of  the  case, 
where  the  City  has  been  in  any  wise  affected,  because  the 
question  of  damages  is  such  an  open  one  that  perhaps 
greater  burdens  would  be  placed  on  the  City,  and  for  that 
reason  we  have  proceeded  on  cautious  lines. 

Answering,  therefore,  your  question  specifically,  I  be- 
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lieve  that  the  awards  now  in  your  office  should  be  paid, 
because  they  are  practically  all  based  upon  the  question  of 
compensation  for  delay,  and  while  the  word  "^'interest"  is 
used,  it  is  only  in  that  sense ;  but  in  the  Miles  case  it  was 
used  in  a  broader  sense,  because  there  was  an  award,  and 
the  Jury  gave  a  verdict  over  the  Board  of  View  award  of 
$150,000. 

I  trust  this  explanation  is  satisfactory  to  you,  and  if 
there  is  anything  further,  will  you  please  let  me  know.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  Secretary  sends  me  a  communica- 
tion from  the  President  of  the  Gazette  Publishino;  Com- 
panv,  asking  that  municipal  advertising  may  be  resumed 
in  the  newspaper  published  by  it.  He  asks  whether  it 
would  be  legal  and  proper  for  the  City  Departments  to 
place  advertising  with  this  paper  at  the  present  time,  as 
to  which  matter  he  also  says  that  the  publishing  company 
has  "been  unable  to  obtain  your  (my)  approval." 

In  my  letter  to  you  of  May  20th  on  this  subject,  and 
with  respect  to  the  same  newspaper,  I  said,  in  reference  to 
a  letter  from  the  publisher  to  yourself,  ''as  to  the  reply 
to  be  made  to  the  letter  in  question,  I  think  it  sufficient  if 
you  decide  not  to  insert  the  advertising  in  that  paper,  to 
simply  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  communication  and 
state  that  you  do  not  see  your  way  clear  at  this  time  to 
publish  the  notices  in  it;  a  contrary  decision  on  your  part 
would,  of  course,  entail  a  letter  of  the  opposite  tenor." 

You  will  see  that  this  left  the  matter  largely  in  your 
own  hands  and  subject  to  your  best  judgTiient. 

The  resolution  of  April  18,  1918,  while  reciting,  by 
way  of  preamble,  that  the  taxpayers'  money  should  not  be 
used  in  doins;  what  had  been  construed  as  giving  aid  and 
comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
in  its  enacting  clause  provided  that  the  heads  of  the  de- 
partments were  requested  to  discontinue  advertising  of 
every  kind  and  character  in  newspapers  published  in  the 
German  language.  This  was  a  mere  request,  and  was  not 
mandatory  to  yourself.  Since  the  passage  of  that  resolu- 
tion the  conditions  have  changed  by  reason  of  the  recent 
armistice  between  this  country  and  Germany,  which,  we 
all  hope,  is  preparatory  to  an  early  peace.     This  coiisid- 
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eration  may,  perhaps,  largely  influence  your  view  whether 
the  request  contained  in  the  resolution  of  April  18th  is 
to  be  any  longer  regarded  by  you  as  determining  your 
action  in  the  matter. 

The  question  is  less  a  legal  one  than  one  of  expediency 
and  possibly  of  sentiment;  if  you  regard  it  as  advisable 
and  proper  to  resume  advertising  in  this  paper,  which  I 
understand  is  printed  both  in  German  and  in  English,  I 
do  not  think  it  would  be  illegal  for  you  to  do  so.

Recession  in  Widening  Carlton  Street.

Deae  Sie  :— The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys transmits  copy  of  a  letter  to  himself  from  Mr.  F. 
Bloch,  surveyor  and  regulator  of  the  Fourth  District,  with 
blueprint  and  plan  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  prem- 
ises on  Carlton  street,  west  of  Thirteenth  street,  contain- 
ing on  Carlton  street  29  feet  11  inches,  with  a 'depth  of 
35  feet;  Carlton  street  is  18  feet  in  width,  and  the  ques- 
tion is  whether  the  owner  is  compelled  to  recede  one  foot 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of 
April  21,  1855,  providing  for  the  widening  of  streets  to 
the  width  of  20  feet,  so  that  buildings  to  be  erected  front- 
ing thereon  shall  recede  proportionately. 

In  the  present  case  it  appears  that  the  building  to  be 
erected  ''is  to  be  a  part  of  another  building  erected  and 
fronting  on  Thirteenth  street,"  being  connected  with  the 
latter,  which  is  owned  by  the  same  person. 
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If  the  jjroposed  building  is  to  Le  notliinc  more  than  a 
part  of  a  building-  already  standing,  and  which  fronts  on 
Thirteenth  street,  it  cannot  be  said  to  front  upon  Carlton 
street  within  the  judicial  interpretation  of  the  Act  of 
1855.  If,  however,  it  is  a  separate  building  from  that 
upon  Thirteenth  street,  and  so  constructed  that  the  front 
of  the  building  is  on  Carlton  street,  it  would,  of  course, 
come  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  I  would  gather 
from  the  language  used  bv  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  that  the  former  is  the  actual  condition — that  is, 
that  this  is  merely  a  part  of  the  Thirteenth  street  build- 
ing, but  whether  such  is  the  case  is  not  entirely  clear  from 
the  blueprint  and  jjlan  submitted.

Dear  Sir  : — AVith  reference  to  the  ordinance  before  you 
for  approval,  authorizing  the  Schuylkill  Biver  East  Side 
Bailroad  Company  to  construct,  etc.,  a  siding  from  its 
tracks  on  Oregon  avenue,  to  connect  with  the  property  of 
the  City,  as  trustee  under  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard,  on 
the  south  side  of  Oregon  avenue,  w^est  of  Twentieth  street, 
which  I  herewith  return,  together  with  the  letters  sub- 
mitted to  me,  the  proviso  suggested  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  provides  that  the  siding  shall  be  re- 
moved at  the  entire  expense  and  cost  of  the  Schuylkill 
Biver  East  Side  Bailroad  Company,  wdien  the  existing 
tracks  of  that  company  on  Oregon  avenue  are  removed 
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under  the  contract  for  tlie  improvement  of  Soiitli  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  proviso  already  in  the  draft  of  ordinance  requires 
the  removal  of  the  siding  at  any  time  upon  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  and  does  not  specifically  state 
that  such  removal  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  railroad 
company,  although  that  is  probably  understood. 

On  the  whole,  I  would  suggest  the  return  of  the  ordi- 
nance to  Councils  for  the  insertion  therein  of  the  proviso 
recommended  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  or 
its  substitution  for  the  first  proviso  as  now  appearing 
therein.  By  adding  to  Mr.  Albright's  suggested  proviso 
the  words  "or  at  any  time  upon  the  passage  by  Councils 
of  an  ordinance  to  that  efi^ect,"  the  advantages  of  both 
forms  would  be  retained  by  the  City.  If  that  should  be 
done,  of  course,  the  proviso  which  is  now  in  the  ordinance 
should  be  omitted.

Salary  Payment  to  Policeman  in  Military  Service.

Deae  Sie  : — With  reference  to  your  inquiry  what 
should  be  done  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  salary  in  the 
case  of  Peter  Bullock,  patrolman,  who  has  been  in  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  it  appears  that  be- 
fore leaving  for  camp  he  executed  a  power  of  attorney  to 
a  third  person  to  collect  his  money  from  the  City.  ISTo 
payments  were  made  thereunder,  because  it  was  discov- 
ered that  he  had  a  wife  with  whom  he  was  not  living, 
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although  not   divorced  from  her.      Bullock  has  now  re- 
turned and  demands  that  the  money  be  paid  to  him,  and 
you  inquire  what  should  be  done  in  these  circumstances. 
The  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  7,  1917,  which  deals  with

payments  by  municipalities,  etc.,  to  the  dependents  of  per- 
sons in  the  military  service  of  one-half  of  the  salary  or 
other  compensation  of  such  persons  not  in  excess  of  $2,000, 
provides  in  Section  2  for  a  statement  to  be  made  by  the 
officer  or  employee,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  his 
wife  or  other  dependents.  This  statement  is  to  be  prima 
fade,  but  not  conclusive  evidence  ''of  the  dependency  of 
any  person  named  as  a  dependent  in  said  statement."  No 
duty  is  placed  upon  the  head  of  the  Department  to  search 
for  dependents  not  so  named,  although  when  they  are 
named  he  has  the  power  to  inquire  into  the  actual  facts 
of  the  alleged  dependency.  If  the  soldier  in  the  present 
case  made  no  statement,  as  required  by  Section  2  of  the 
Act,  with  respect  to  dependent  relatives,  or  if  he  made 
such  statements  naming  his  wife,  and'  subsequent  inquiry 
showed  that  the  wife  was  not  actually  dependent  upon  him, 
the  statute  would  have  no  application  to  the  case;  nor  does 
it  apply  to  any  sums  to  be  paid  to  the  soldier  himself,  or 
to  his  attorney  for  him.  The  payment  to  the  soldier  him- 
self is  provided  for  by  the  ordinances,  with  which  you  are 
familiar. 

The  present  case  illustrates  the  confusion  resulting  from 
the  contradictory  terms  of  the  Act  and  the  ordinances,  to 
which  your  attention  was  called  by  this  Department  sev- 
eral months  ago,  with  the  suggestion  that  another  ordi- 
nance be  prepared  and  passed,  removing  the  discrepancies. 
Through  no  fault,  either  of  your  Department  or  mine, 
this  was  not  done,  and  we,  of  course,  have  to  deal  with 
the  situation  as  it  exists. 

Under  our  ordinances  the  money  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
soldier  himself,  and,  inferably,  to  his  attorney-in-fact. 
How  far  the  ordinances  may  be  valid,  in  view  of  the  con- 
flicting provisions  of  the  statute,  is  a  question  of  some 
delicacy,  I  understand  that  the  City  officials  have,  how- 
ever, proceeded  under  the  ordinances  rather  than  the  Act, 
and  I  believe  that  they  are  valid,  and  when  no  statement 
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has  been  made  as  required  by  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly, it  is  proper  to  pay  the  soldier  under  the  ordi- 
nances. 

As  some  uncertainty  exists,  however,  upon  the  subject, 
I  suggest  the  propriety  of  securing  the  protection  of  a 
judicial  decree  or  judgment,  or  the  assent  of  the  wife,  be- 
fore taking  the  responsibility  for  making  the  payment  in 
this  instance,  especially  if  it  is  likely  to  become  a  prece- 
dent governing  other  cases  more  or  less  similar  in  char- 
acter.

Injurij  to  Fire  Apparatus.

Deak  Sie:— You  inquire  in  your  letter  of  yesterday 
what  should  be  done  in  cases  where  the  apparatus  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  is  injured  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of 
the  operators  of  trolley  cars,  wagons,  automobiles,  etc. 

I  think  there  is  no  necessity  to  allow  the  damaged  ap- 
paratus to  remain  in  its  disabled  condition  until  the  claim 
IS  settled.  It  would  be  quite  proper  to  have  the  necessary 
repairs  made  at  once,  being  careful,  of  course,  that  the 
amount  paid  for  such  work  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  not  in 
excess  of  the  price  at  which  it  ought  to  be  done. 

This  is  the  usual  course  in  the  case  of  property  so  dam- 
aged which  is  owned  by  private  persons,  and  I  see  no  rea- 
son why  the  City  should  be  in  any  different  position    or 
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why  there  should  he  especial  difficulty  in  its  collecting  the 
cost  of  making  repairs  more  than  any  other  corporation  or 
private  person  would  experience.

Deae  Sie: — You  write  me  under  date  of  the  23d  in- 
stant Avith  reference  to  the  contract  for  the  construction  of 
the  McKean  street  pier  sub-structure  for  which  bids  were 
invited  in  August,  1915,  under  specifications  fixing  the 
time  of  completion  at  eighteen  months  from  date  of  notice 
to  begin  work,  and  with  the  provision  that  $100  a  day  was 
to  be  added  to  the  bid  to  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia for  each  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday's  and  legal  holi- 
days, that  the  work  was  in  progress  to  cover  cost  of  super- 
vision, inspection  and  contingent  expenses.  It  was  further 
provided  that  the  Director  might  grant  an  extension  of 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  which  was  ordered  to 
be  commenced  on  February  16,  1916,  and  should,  there- 
fore, have  been  actually  completed  on  August  15,  1917, 
the  actual  completion  was  upon  ISTovember  5th  of  the  lat- 
ter year. 

Under  normal  conditions  the  eighteen  months  period 
would  have  been  sufficient,  and  it  appears  that  the  con- 
tractor expected  to  be  able  to  complete  the  work  consider- 
ably earlier,  and  thus  not  be  required  to  pay  the  $100  per 
day  for  so  long  a  time,  and  presumably  not  adding  so 
much  to  his  bid. 
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Unusual,  extraordinary,  and  wholly  unexpected  inci- 
dents supervened,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  United  States, 
in  the  meanwhile,  entered  into  a  state  of  war,  with  result- 
ing abnormal  industrial  conditions,  railroad  congestion, 
embare:oes,  the  need  of  the  Government  to  commandeer 
materials,  the  giving  of  priority  orders  which  in  certain 
cases  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  obtain,  the  dearth  of 
labor,  and  various  other  elements  entering  into  the  com- 
plicated problems  involved. 

The  contractor,  however,  appears  to  have  adhered  loy- 
ally to  his  undertaking,  and  I  gather  from  your  letter  that 
you  are  of  opinion  that  he  suffered  loss  by  so  doing. 

You  now  ask,  after  reviewing  the  circumstances  briefly 
indicated  above: 

"7.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contractor,  not- 
withstanding war  conditions,  has,  at  a  claimed  great 
loss,  gone  ahead  and  completed  the  work  so  that  the 
City  has  thereby  become  possessor  of  this  portion  of 
the  pier  construction,  your  opinion  is  requested  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  Department  can  legally  grant  an 
extension  of  time  which  would  have  the  effect  of  re- 
mitting the  time  charge  intended  to  cover  enoineer- 
ing,  supervision,  inspection  and  contingent  expenses 
for  the  periods  of  delay  caused  by  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing men  and  materials  due  to  said  war  conditions. 

"8.  We  also  desire  your  opinion  as  to  whether,  by 
reason  of  the  contract  time  being  fixed  at  eighteen 
months,  we  are  required  to  charge  him  for  this  period 
of  time,  less  Sundays  and  holidays,  irrespective  of 
the  fact  that  the  actual  time,  less  deductions  allowed 
bv  war  conditions,  would  be  less  than  the  number  of 
working  days  in  the  said  eighteen  months  period." 

Answering  the  first  inquiry,  numbered  seven,  I  think 
that  in  view  of  the  most  unusual  circumstances  which 
arose,  and  especially  in  view  of  paragraph  109  of  the 
specifications,  authorizing  the  Director  to  grant  an  exten- 
sion of  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  he  unques- 
tionably has  that  power. 
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The  wide  discretion  vested  in  you  as  the  Director  of  the 
Department,  I  think,  would  justify  you  in  taking  the  ex- 
traordinary conditions  into  consideration  and  making  such 
adjustment  of  these  charges  as  seems  proper  and  equitable 
under  all  the  circumstances. 

The  foregoing  would  also  appear  to  answer  your  second 
inquiry  (numbered  eight). 

In  my  judgment  you  would  have  the  power  to  make  a 
just  allowance  for  the  prevalence  of  war  conditions,  and 
the  fact  that  the  time  limit  was  fixed  at  eighteen  months 
does  not  affect  this  power,  because  the  daily  charge  was 
to  be  based  entirely  on  the  actual  time  elapsing  between 
the  order  to  begin  work  and  its  completion,  irrespective  of 
the  period  of-  eighteen  months  fixed  for  the  completing  of 
the  pier  sub-structure,  specification  11  providing  only  for 
the  continuance  of  the  $100  per  day  time  for  every  day 
beyond  the  eighteen  months. 

I  need  hardly  say,  perhaps,  that  in  granting  the  exten- 
sion the  qualification  to  specification  109,  authorizing  you 
to  do  this,  should  be  always  kept  in  mind,  that  is,  that  in 
giving  extensions,  because  of  delays  or  hindrances,  "due  to 
extraordinary  causes,  or  to  the  acts  of  omission  or  com- 
mission by  the  City,"  such  extensions  "shall  in  no  instance 
exceed  the  time  actually  lost  to  the  contractor  by  reason 
of  such  causes"

Dear  Sir: — The  subject-matter  of  your  letter  dated 
May  31,  1917,  addressed  to  me  has  called  for  considerable 
iuvestigation,  and  the  delay  in  answering  is  due  to  this 
and  to  the  necessity  of  getting  affidavits  of  properly  quali- 
fied persons  residing  in  the  neighborhood. 

Attached  hereto  are  affidavits  of  nine  citizens,  setting 
forth  that  "Brown  street,  between  Eorty-eighth  and  Forty- 
ninth  streets,  in  the  Forty-fourth  Ward  of  the  said  City, 
has  been  open,  of  the  width  of  80  feet,  and  in  use  notori- 
ously and  openly  by  the  public  continuously  for  a  period 
of  more  than  twenty-one  years  previous  to  this  date  with- 
out protest,  interruption  or  objection." 

The  facts  obtained  by  Assistant  City  Solicitor  Goglia 
as  set  forth  in  his  letter  to  me,  dated  October  4,  1917, 
together  with  the  affidavits  before  mentioned,  are  suffi- 
cient, in  my  judgment,  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  there 
was  an  intention  on  the  part  of  abutting  property  owners 
to  dedicate  the  said  street  to  public  use,  between  the  points 
named,  and  that  the  public  has  used  it  in  pursuance  of 
that  dedication. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  it  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  facts  to  enter  Brown  street,  between  Forty-eight 
street  and  Forty-ninth  street,  on  the  records  of  your  De- 
partment as  a  public  highway.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  ]S[ovember  25tti  you  send 
me  a  letter  to  yourself  from  Michael  J.  Kelly,  Chief  of  the 
Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  with  reference  to  the 
application  of  the  statutes  relative  to  the  licensing  of  rag 
shops,  second-hand  paper  shops  and  junk  shops. 

It  appears  that  "large  firms,  such  as  Ilitner  &  Sons, 
handling  scrap  iron,  etc.,  claim  they  do  not  come  within 
the  provision  of  this  Act."  In  this  connection  the  Chief 
of  the  Division  also  refers  to  second-hand  concerns  deal- 
ing in  "second-hand  clothing,  etc.,"  and  you  ask  for  in- 
struction relative  to  these  subjects. 

The  matter  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  July  5,  1917,  P. 
L.  676,  which  makes  it  unlawful  in  cities  of  the  first  class 
"for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  own,  operate  or 
conduct  any  rag  shop,  second-hand  paper  shop,  or  junk 
shop  *  ""  *  without  having  first  received  a  license 
from  the  Board  of  Health  for  said  cities  to  own,  operate 
or  conduct  the  said  shop" — under  penalty  as  provided  by 
Section  3  of  the  Act. 

In  my  judgment,  rag  shops,  second-hand  paper  shops 
and  junk  shops  are  wholly  distinct  from  establishments, 
the  proprietors  of  which  deal  in  scrap  metals,  and  the 
latter  do  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  nor 
is  there  anything  therein  which  relates  to  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  selling  second-hand  clothing. 

It  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  statutory  interpretation  that 
Acts  of  Assembly  are  to  be  strictly  construed  where  they 
are  of  a  penal  character,  and  are  therefore  to  be  confined 
to  the  subject-matter  distinctly  specified  in  them.  There 
may,  of  course,  be  cases  which  are  on  the  border  line, 
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wherein  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  dealing  in  scrap  metals 
is  not  practically  a  junk  business,  but  concerns  such  as 
that  mentioned  by  you  are  not  of  this  kind,  and  they  are 
in  no  sense  to  be  included  as  rag  shops,  second-hand  paper 
shops  and  junk  shops. 

You  also  send  me  with  this  inquiry  a  copy  of  the  Hous- 
ing and  Sanitation  Act  of  June  11,  1915,  P.  L.  954,  with 
Section  37  thereof  marked.  I  do  not  think  that  that  sec- 
tion has  any  application  to  the  subject  of  the  inquiry, 
which  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  1917,  and  that  Act  should 
be  interpreted  as  already  indicated.

Insurance  Funds  to  Raise  Sunhen  Dredge. 

A.  E.  H.  Morrow,  Esq., 

Secretary,  Committee  on  Finance, 

Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Dear  Sir  : — From  your  communication  of  the  fourth 
instant  it  appears  that  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  has  made  application  for  an  appropriation  of 
$9,740  to  pay  for  raising  the  dredge  "Philadelphia,"  sunk 
in  the  Delaware  river  on  November  -Ith;  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  believing  this  bill  should  be  paid  out  of  the 
insurance  fund,  requests  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
on  that  point. 

The  insurance  fund  was  originally  provided  for  by 
ordinance  of  March  29,  1904,  page  55,  covering  fire  in- 
surance only.  By  ordinance  of  March  9,  1911,  page  31, 
this  was  amended  "so  that  the  said  ordinance  shall  pro- 
vide for  marine  insurance,"  an  accumulated  insurance 
fund  of  $500,000  being  substituted  for  one  of  $250,000.

In  my  jiidginent,  a  floating  dredge  used  npon  tlie  rivers 
on  which  the  City  is  situated,  or  on  other  waters  as  I  as- 
sume' this  to  be,  is  the  subject  of  marine  insurance,  and 
any  damage  occurring  thereto  may  properly  be  provided 
for  out  of  the  marine  insurance  fund. 

It  would,  therefore,  be  proper,  I  think,  that  this  ex- 
penditure should  be  taken  care  of  from  that  fund,  al- 
though it  is  undoubtedly  within  the  power  of  Councils, 
if  they  so  prefer,  to  provide  for  it  otherwise.  Should  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  have  any  doubt  upon  the 
subject,  a  resolution  of  Councils,  requesting  the  payment 
to  be  made  out  of  the  insurance  fund,  would,  doubtless, 
remove  all  difficulty.

Bonus  Payment  to  City  Employees;  Interpretation  of 

Ordinance. 

WiLEiAM  S.  Twining,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  City  Transit,

Dear  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.  you  in- 
quire with  reference  to  the  interpretation  of  the  ordinance 
of  December  7,  1918,  appropriating  funds  to  the  City 
Treasurer  out  of  temporary  loan,  to  provide  additional 
compensation  to  employees  of  the  City  and  County  and  all 
other  Departments  paid  by  appropriation,  from  July  1  to 
December  31,  1918,  inclusive. 

The  ordinance  provides  for  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent, 
in  the  salaries  of  such  employees  for  the  period  between 
July  1  and  December  31,  1918,  provided  that  said  em- 
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ployees  shall  have  been  in  continuous  service  from  July 
1st,  or  a  date  subsequent  thereto,  until  December,  1918. 

You  inquire:  First,  whether  this  relates  to  employees 
of  the  City  paid  out  of  loan  funds  ? 

I  think  the  purpose  of  the  ordinance  is  universal  as  to 
all  employees  receiving  $2,000  or  less,  other  than  those 
specifically  excejDted  by  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 
This  would  relate  to  employees  whose  salaries  or  other 
compensation  is  paid  out  of  loan  funds,  as  well  as  all 
others;  but  the  additional  ten  per  cent,  to  the  former 
class — that  is,  those  paid  out  of  loan  funds— is  to  come 
out  of  the  $800,000  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and 
not  out  of  loan  funds  from  which  their  ordinary  salaries 
are  paid. 

You  ask  further  whether  the  language  providing  that 
the  said  employees  "shall  have  been  in  continuous  service 
from  July  1st,  or  a  date  subsequent  thereto,  until  De- 
cember, 1918"  should  not  be  interpreted  by  substituting 
"previous"  for  "subsequent." 

It  would  not  be  admissible  to  do  this  even  if  such  were 
the  probable  intention  of  Councils.  The  language  of 
statutes  or  ordinances  cannot  be  changed  bv  mere  inter- 
pretation  to  something  quite  different  from  that  which  they 
express,  even  though  it  be  apparent  that  some  error  has 
been  committed.  In  the  present  case,  however,  I  think 
Councils  used  the  word  "subsequent"  advisedly.  Their 
purpose,  evidently,  was  to  limit  the  increased  payment  to 
those  who  had  been  in  continuous  service  of  the  City  and 
County  up  to  December,  and  for  a  period  beginning  on 
July  1st,  or  at  any  date  later  than  that  and  earlier  than 
December.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for- 
wards copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the 
construction  of  curbs  and  footways,  under  ordinance  of 
August  15,  1916. 

He  states  that  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  regu- 
lations are  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  work  of  curb  set- 
ting, etc.,  being  done  by  non-registered  and  inexperienced 
persons,  which  puts  extra  expense  on  the  house-owner  to 
remedy  the  evils  thus  produced,  and  has  other  bad  con- 
sequences with  respect  to  the  condition  of  the  pavements 
and  curbs.     To  remedy  these  conditions  he  says : 

''My  thought  is  that  a  requirement  in  the  shape 
of  a  bond,  say  for  $200,  would  not  be  unreasonable 
to  ask  curb  setters  to  file  at  the  time  of  registering, 
and  would  request  you  to  give  me  an  opinion  as  to 
our  right  to  insert  this  requirement,  as  ]3roperty- 
owners  must  have  their  curb  and  footway  work  done 
by  registered  curb  setters,  and,  naturally,  are  under 
the  impression  that  any  one  so  registered  is  reliable 
and  competent  and  will  comply  with  the  regulations 
governing  such  work." 

Section  7  of  the  ordinance  provides  that  contractors  em- 
ployed in  the  construction  or  reconstruction,  setting  or  re- 
setting of  curb  and  paving  and  repaving  of  footways  shall 
be  reffularlv  encased  and  familiar  with  this  class  of  work, 
and  shall  be  registered  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
They  are  required  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  stating  certain  details  as  to  the  pro- 
posed work,  and  to  obtain  from  the  district  surveyor  the 
necessary  lines  and  grades  before  they  shall  begin  it. 

By  Section  8  failure  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance,  or  the  unlawful  setting  or  re- 
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setting  of  the  curbs  or  repaying  of  driveways  or  footways, 
not  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  or  to  lines  and  grades  furnished 
by  the  district  surveyor,  is  made  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
/$20  for  each  offense,  and  the  person  so  offending  shall  be 
refused  further  permits  and  prohibited  from  doing  any 
further  work,  such  as  is  provided  for  in  the  ordinance. 

There  is  no  provision  for  requiring  a  bond  of  ciirb- 
setters,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  executive  officials  of 
the  City  have  the  power  to  make  such  requirement.  If 
the  ordinance  as  it  stands  is  insufficient  «o  achieve  its 
purpose,  the  attention  of  Councils  should  be  called  to  the 
fact,  and  the  sue-o-ested  remedy,  and  those  bodies,  if  they 
SO  decide,  may  amend  the  ordinance  accordingly,  or  pass 
a  new  one  em.bodying  such  suggestions  in  the  premises 
as  commend  them^selves  to  their  judgment.

Deae  Sir: — Under  date  of  ISTovember  20th  you  make 
certain  inquiries  concerning  the  rights,  duties  and  neces- 
sities of  the  City  in  supplying  equipment  for  the  high- 
speed lines,  the  construction  of  which  is  pending,  es- 
pecially in  regard  to  the  Frankford  Elevated  Line,  which 
is  nearing  completion. 

Referring  to  the  contract  which  has  been  signed  by  the 
City,  and  is  now  pending  before  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, for  the  lease  of  the  City's  lines  to  the  Philadel- 
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phia  Rapid  Transit  Companv,  whieh  you  state  requires 
the  equipment  to  he  furnished  by  the  City,  you  ask  if  it 
is  still  my  opinion  that  the  rolling  stock,  etc.,  necessary 
to  equip  the  City's  lines  for  operation  cannot  be  bought 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  $57,100,000  loan;  and,  if  so, 
what  remedy  should  be  pursued. 

You  further  inquire  whether  the  assumed  terms  of  a  non- 
existent contract  (with  the  Philadelphia  Tvapid  Transit 
Company)  should  govern  the  interpretation  of  the  ordi- 
nance for  the  borrowing  of  the  money  and  the  appropria- 
tion thereof,  and  you  wish  to  know  whether  expert  assist- 
ants to  design  rolling  stock  can  be  employed  without  ordi- 
nance of.  Councils. 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  of  November  22,  1916, 
from  which  you  quote,  was  directed  to  the  subject  of  the 
•capitalization  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges,  and 
the  language  which  you  cite  was  used  to  illustrate  that 
subject.  Whatever  bearing  it  may  have  had,  or  however 
it  may  have  seemed  to  decide  questions  relating  to  the 
right  to  borrow  money  for  equipment  was  purely  incidental 
to  the  main  subject  of  consideration. 

The  Constitutional  amendment  authorized  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  borrow  an  additional  three  per  cent,  of  its 
assessed  valuation,  among  other  things  ''for  the  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  railways,  ele- 
vated railways,  and  other  transit  facilities/'  It  also  au- 
thorized the  capitalization  of  sinking  fund  and  interest 
charges  "accruing  and  which  may  accrue  thereon  through- 
out the  period  of  construction  and  until  the  expiration  of 
one  year  after  the  completion  of  the  work  for  which  said 
indebtedness  shall  have  been  incurred."  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  an  additional  borrowing  capacity  was  conferred 
upon  the  City  for  the  construction  and  iynprovemejit  of 
subways,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways,  and  other 
transit  facilities;  whereas  the  period  of  capitalization  of 
periodic  pa^'ments  was  limited  to  the  work  of  construction 
and  one  vear  afterward. 

I  think  this  distinction  is  highly  sig-nificant.  I  still  be- 
lieve, as  I  did  in  191G,  that  the  period  of  capitalization  is 
limited  strictly  to  the  work  of  construction  and  the  period 
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of  one  year  aftenvard,  but  when  the  subject  of  the  addi- 
tional borrowing  capacity  comes  to  be  considered,  the  lan- 
guage is  more  inclusive.  The  words  ''subways,  tunnels, 
railways,  elevated  railways,  and  other  transit  facilities" 
in  themselves  suggest  something  more  than  merely  a  con- 
structed railroad.  They  impl}^  if  they  do  not  expressly 
cover,  complete  railways  ready  for  operation,  which  would 
include  rolling  stock  and  other  equipment,  and  they  pro- 
vide both  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  these 
various  facilities. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  while  such  a  loan 
can  capitalize  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  only  for 
the  time  which  must  elapse  in  constructive  work  on  the 
railroad,  and  for  one  year  afterward,  the  power  to  borrow 
the  money  extends  to  equipment  of  every  kind  which  is 
necessary  to  make  a  working  and  complete  railway  or  tran- 
sit facilities  fit  for  operation,  and  that,  therefore,  the  Con- 
stitution as  amended  authorizes  the  City  to  borrow  money 
for  construction  and  equipment  and  every  other  incidental 
purpose  fairly  applicable  to  the  completion  of  a  workable 
railway  system. 

The  exact  Constitutional  langiiage  was  embodied  in  the 
ordinance  of  June  29,  1916,  page  130,  authorizing  the 
loan  and  the  ordinance  of  July  20,  1916,  page  177,  appro- 
priating the  funds  so  authorized  to  be  borrowed,  and  they 
are  to  have  the  same  interpretation  in  this  connection.  It 
would  follow  that  their  effect  is  to  authorize  the  equipment 
of  the  roads  as  well  as  their  constniction. 

In  authorizing  the  loans  and  making  the  appropriations, 
specific  sums  were  set  apart  for  the  various  separate  lines 
of  railway  for  which  the  money  was  to  be  borrowed,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  provision  that  "any  surplus  or  balance  re- 
maining in  any  of  the  foregoing  paragraphs  of  this  transit 
item  after  the  completion  of  the  work  herein  specified  shall 
be  used  toward  the  completion  of  the  work  in  any  of  the 
other  paragraphs  therein  where  there  has  not  been  suf- 
ficient money  provided  to  complete  that  particular  work." 

The  sum  of  $4,400,000  was  thus  dedicated  to  the  Frank- 
ford  Elevated  Line  to  include  construction,  improvement 
and  capitalization  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges. 
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In  addition,  a  part  of  an  earlier  lease  of  $G, 000,000  was 
apportioned  thereto.  Beyond  tliis,  no  part  of  tlie  balance 
of  the  $57,100,000  borrowed  for  transit  purposes  can  be 
used  on  the  Frankford  system  until  after  the  completion 
of  the  work  specified  for  some  of  the  other  railways. 

Answering  your  inquiry  v/hether  the  rolling  stock,  etc., 
necessary  to  equip  the  City's  lines  for  operation  can  be 
bought  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  $57,100,000  loan,  I 
would  say  that  taking  the  lines  separately  I  think  they  can 
be  so  bought,  if  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  apportioned  to 
the  road  in  question  will  extend  so  far,  but  as  to  any  par- 
ticular line  of  railroad  no  funds  can  be  diverted  from 
other  roads  until  their  completion. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  lay  the  matter  before  the 
Mayor  so  that  in  the  near  future,  when  the  borrowing  ca- 
pacity of  the  Cty  is  determined,  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  can  be  authorized  to  be  borrowed  for  the  purpose 
of  equipping  rolling  stock,  shops,  store  yards,  car  houses, 
etc.  As,  however,  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
Rapid  Transit  Company  has  not  been  approved,  changes 
may  possibly  have  to  be  made  in  that  contract;  or,  if  dis- 
approved, a  new  contract  may  have  to  be  entered  into 
wherein  this  question  again  must  bo  broadly  treated.  In 
either  event,  the  operating  company  imight,  perhaps,  obli- 
gate itself  to  provide  the  equipment,  and  if  the  City  mean- 
while had  actually  borrowed  this  money,  it  would  be  com- 
mitted to  a  plan  which  had  become  obsolete.  I  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  advisability  of  thus  tying  up  the 
money  from  some  other  useful  and  desirable  purpose  by 
issuing  such  a  loan  until  it  is  absolutely  sure  to  be  needed 
for  the  object  in  view. 

The  foregoing  probably  covers  your  next  question, 
whether  the  assumed  terms  of  a  non-existent  contract  are 
to  govern  the  interpretation  of  the  ordinance. 

With  reference  to  the  designing  of  the  rolling  stock  and 
the  employment  therein  of  expert  assistants,  much  would 
depend  upon  the  nature  of  the  expert  assistance  desired. 
If  they  are  to  be  permanent  employees  of  the  City,  carried 
regularly  upon  its  rolls  as  such,  Councils  should  provide 
for  them  and  authorize  their  employment  in  the  usual 
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way ;  but  if  the  casual  or  temporary  employment  of  ex- 
pert assistants  is  required  in  connection  with  the  design- 
ing of  rolling  stock  and  the  like,  this  comes  within  the 
meaning  of  the  ordinances  already  passed  making  the  ap- 
propriation and  providing  for  the  borrowing  of  the  money. 
If  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the  Transit  Com- 
pany, now  before  the  Public  Service  Commission,  shall  be 
approved  and  there  will  arise  the  obligation  upon  the  City 
to  provide  for  equipment,  your  Department  is  charged 
with  that  responsibility.  It  is  to  be  assumed  that  in  the 
near  future  the  Frankford  Line  will  be  ready  for  opera- 
tion, and  I  would  emphasize  the  expediency  of  having  the 
equipment  provided  simultaneously  with  the  construction 
of  the  road,  for,  if  this  is  not  done,  the  period  of  one  year 
after  completion  of  the  work  of  actual  construction  will 
be  to  that  extent  wasted  in  an  idle  and  unproductive  enter- 
prise. 

To  avoid  any  uncertainty  or  question,  I  would  suggest 
that  authority  be  granted  by  Councils  for  your  Department 
to  enter  into  the  necessarv  contracts  for  the  desiirning:, 
etc.,  of  the  equipment  on  the  same  basis  as  those  of  the 
Ford,  Bacon  &  Davis  contracts ;  and  Councils  could,  in 
any  such  ordinances,  direct  whether  the  necessary  funds 
should  come  from  loan  money  or  should  be  appropriated 
from  some  other  source. 

To  summarize,  I  would  say: 

1.  In  capitalizing  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges, 
the  limit  of  time  is  one  year  from  the  completion  of  the 
constructive  work. 

2.  The  equipment  of  the  roads  may  properly  be  con- 
sidered part  of  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the 
subways,  tunnels,  railways,  elevated  railways,  and  other 
transit  facilities,  and  the  power  to.  borrow  and  appropriate 
for  this  purpose  was  consummated  in  the  ordinance  of 
1916. 

3.  That  no  part  of  the  funds  borrowed  for  specific  lines 
of  railway  can  be  diverted  to  other  lines  until  the  first- 
mentioned  lines  are  completed. 

1.  That  if  the  funds  now  available  to  build,  equip  and 
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provide  for  carrying  charges  for  the  Frankford  Elevated 
Lines  are  insufficient,  authority  must  be  sought  from  Coun- 
cils to  provide  other  moneys,  by  loan  or  otherwise,  for  this 
purpose. 

5.  That  any  permanent,  regular-salaried  positions  in  the 
City's  service  must  be  provided  for  by  Councils,  but  that 
authority  for  occasional,  temporary  or  expert  service  in 
designing  cars  and  the  like  is  already  sufficiently  con- 
ferred. 

6.  If  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  shall  take  legal  effect,  it  would  be 
advisable  to  procure  from  Councils  the  necessary  pro- 
vision of  money  to  procure  equipment  and  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  engineers  competent  to  design  the  cars. 

7.  That  every  effort  should  be  made  to  have  the  rollinc; 
stock  and  equipment  ready,  so  that  there  may  be  the  least 
possible  interval  between  the  completion  of  the  Frankford 
Line  and  its  immediate  operation, 

I  trust  that  these  suggestions  will  sufficiently  clarify 
the  situation  for  your  purposes.

DexVE  Sir: — In  the  above  estate,  as  you  are  aware, 
while  the  will  of  the  testator  bequeathing  his  art  collec- 
tion to  the  City  made  elaborate  provision  for  the  erection 
of  a  gallery  for  the  display  of  the  pictures,  etc.,  this  latter 
provision  was  revoked  by  a  later  codicil  which  devised  the 
premises  No.  510  South  Broad  street  to  the  City,  with 
the  objects  of  household  use  and  adornment,  and  directing 
"it  to  be  maintained  as  a  museum — a  public  museum — 
to  stand  pretty  much  as  it  will  be  at  my  decease." 

He  further  directed  ''that  the  art  objects,  shall  not  be 
removed  for  permanent  exhibition  to  any  other  place,  un- 
less some  extraordinary  situation  shall  arise,  making  it 
extremely  injudicious." 

Accordingly,  preparation  had  been  made  by  Mr.  Joseph 
E.  Widener,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  property  on  Broad  street  and  the  building  on 
the  lot  of  a  gallery  to  be  connected  by  a  passageway  with 
the  house — the  two  to  be  used  together  for  the  exhibition 
of  the  collection  as  provided  for  in  the  codicil  to  the  tes- 
tator's will. 

After  the  plans  for  this  improvement  had  been  com- 
pleted, the  architect  secured,  and  bids  about  to  be  invited 
for  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  new  building  and 
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the  improvement  of  the  old  one,  it  was  suggested  that  the 
permission  of  the  Conrt  might,  perhaps,  be  secured  for 
the  removal  of  the  art  objects  to  a  building  on  a  different 
site,  preferably  on  the  Parkway — such  building  to  be 
•erected  by  the  City — and  the  house  on  South  Broad  street 
to  be  sold,  the  proceeds  thereof  being  used  in  partial  pay- 
ment of  the  expense  of  the  new  building. 

The  art  collection  was  appraised  for  the  purpose  of  taxa- 
tion at  approximately  $4,500,000,  and  the  City  has  paid 
the  taxes  thereon  to  the  United  States  Government  and  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  about  $900,000,  under  the  provisions  of  ordi- 
nances, the  passage  and  approval  of  which  you  will  recall. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  will  the  Citv  was  oblic-ed  to  en- 
ter  into  an  agreement,  within  six  months  of  Mr.  John- 
son's death,  to  provide  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the 
taxes,  and  also  to  agree  to  abide  by  the  terms  of  the  will 
and  codicil.  In  default  thereof,  there  was  an  alternative 
bequest  of  the  collection  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
ISTew  York — the  dwelling  house,  in  that  event,  falling  into 
the  residuary  estate.  The  agreement  was  duly  entered 
into  within  the  period  of  six  months,  as  required  by  the 
foregoing  provision. 

The  pictures  and  other  art  objects  have  been  removed 
to  the  Twentieth  Century  Storage  Warehouse  at  Thirty- 
first  and  ]\Iarket  streets,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Company 
advises  us  that  they  are  insured  against  fire  in  the  sum  of 
$3,579,000,  which  is  about  all  the  insurance  that  can  be  ob- 
tained upon  them ;  also  in  $1,000,000  on  what  is  known  as 
'"risk  coverage,  except  fire ;"  that  the  cost  of  the  fire  insur- 
ance is  approximately  $25,000  per  annum  and  of  the  other 
insurance  $7,844.82  yc^arly,  in  addition  to  which  storage 
charges  of  several  thousand  dollars  are  being  incurred. 

These  expenses  are  payable  out  of  the  residuary  income 
of  the  Johnson  Estate  if  it  will  reach  that  far.  Any  bal- 
ance must  be  paid  by  the  City. 

The  account  of  the  executors  shows  a  deficit  charged 
against  the  City  of  $17,832.03  to  date. 

In  the  meantime,  counsel  for  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany for  Insurances  on  Lives,  Etc.,  the  executor  and  trus- 
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tee  under  the  will,  has  prepared  a  form  of  petition  to  the 
Orphans'  Court  for  leave  to  sell  the  real  estate  on  Broad 
street.  In  presenting  the  account  of  the  executor  for 
audit  in  the  Orphans'  Court,  mention  was  made  by  the 
attorney  for  the  Pennsylvania  Company  of  this  petition, 
but  it  has  not  formally  been  presented  to  the  Court,  as  it 
could  not  have  been  in  that  proceeding.  The  newspaper 
reports  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition  were  erroneous 
in  that  respect. 

In  the  event  of  it  being  judged  advisable  by  you,  as 
Mayor,  and  the  other  executive  officials  of  the  City,  to 
present  this  petition  seeking  to  have  the  Broad  street  prop- 
erty sold,  with  the  view  of  building  an  Art  Gallery  for 
the  display  of  the  collection  elsewhere,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  Department  that  this  cannot  be  properly  done 
without  the  sanction  of  Councils,  which  authorized  the 
acceptance  of  the  legacy  and  the  expenditure  of  the  funds 
needed  for  paying  the  taxes  thereon,  above  referred  to. 

It  would,  therefore,  be  necessary,  before  taking  such 
action,  to  call  the  attention  of  those  bodies  to  the  matter, 
and  leave  it  to  them  whether  the  permission  to  proceed 
with  the  petition  should  be  sought  of  the  Orphans'  Court 
— the  assent  of  Councils  being  embodied,  in  that  event, 
in  an  ordinance,  which  action,  of  course,  should  appear  as 
one  of  the  averments  in  the  petition. 

Before  calling  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  Councils, 
seeking  affirmative  action  authorizing  this  course,  there 
are  certain  phases  of  the  matter  which,  I  think,  ought  to 
be  discussed,  and  for  that  purpose  I  would  suggest  that  a 
conference  be  arranged,  at  your  convenience,  between  your- 
self and  this  Department,  at  which  I  would  be  glad  to  have 
my  assistants  who  are  in  especial  charge  of  the  legal  busi- 
ness connected  with  this  estate  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

If  thereafter  it  should  be  decided  to  invoke  the  assent 
of  Councils  to  the  presentation  of  such  a  petition,  the 
matter  can  then  be  laid  before  them  for  action  in  the 
premises.
